The  Council  op  the  Phaemaceutical  Society  are 
very  satisfied  with  themselves  They  claim  that  they  killed 
the  Poisons  Bill,  passed  the  Pharmacy  Acts  Amendment  Bill, 
and  saved  the  trade  from  the  dangers  involved  in  the  Lord 
Chancellor's  company  amendment  (p.  232). 

An  Eeeand-boy  stole  money  from  an  Atherton  chemist, 
a  labourer  stole  lavender-water  from  a  Didsbury  chemist,  a 
tramp  smashed  a  Chatham  chemist's  window,  and  cheque- 
frauds  on  chemists  at  Stafford  and  in  the  West-end,  are 
among  the  police-items  of  the  week  (pp.  226-7). 
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Local  newspapers  containing  marked  items  of  news  interesting 
to  the  trade  are  always  welcomed  by  the  Editor. 


Colonial  Penny  Postage. 

It  is  stated  that  the  new  penny  postage  to  certain  of  the 
colonies  will  be  brought  into  operation  on  the  Prince  of 
Wales's  birthday.  It  is  also  rumoured  that  Mr.  Henniker 
Heaton,  M.P.,  the  persistent  advocate  of  Imperial  penny 
postage,  is  to  be  made  a  peer. 

Ernest  Hart  Scholarship. 

The  Council  of  the  British  Medical  Association  has 
resolved  to  found  "The  Ernest  Hart  Memorial  Scholarship 
for  Preventive  Medicine,"  in  order  to  commemorate  Mr.  Hart's 
great  services  to  the  Association  and  to  the  advancement  of 
the  study  of  preventive  medicine.  The  scholarship  will  be 
of  the  annual  value  of  200Z. ,  and  will  be  tenable  for  two 
years. 

Quinine  in  the  Workhouse. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  South  Stoneham  Guardians  it 
was  stated  that  there  was  a  charge  of  21.  odd  for  quinine, 
which  Captain  Piatt  thought  excessive.  He  asked  whether 
there  had  been  a  greater  call  than  usual  for  the  drug  in  the 
Workhouse.  The  Master  said  he  had  no  control  over  the 
quinine  used. 

Advice  to  Boiler-attendants. 

Mr.  C.  E.  Stromeyer,  M.I.C.E.,  chief  engineer  to  the  Man- 
chester Steam-users'  Association,  has  issued  in  pamphlet 
form  his  "  Advice  to  Boiler-attendants,"  to  which  have  been 
added  a  few  hints  on  the  best  methods  of  cleaning  boilers, 
and  how  to  avoid  the  injury  caused  by  encrustation  and 
grease.  The  pamphlet  also  contains  a  short  review  of  the 
life  of  Mr.  L.  E.  Fletcher,  the  late  chief  engineer.  Tho-e 
who  are  interested  in  the  matter  should  procure  a  copy  from 
the  Association,  9  Mount  Street,  Manchester. 

Removing  an  Eyesore. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  Dartford  Urban  District  Council 
it  was  reported  that  the  Council  had  purchased  the  shop 
occupied  by  Mr.  Tucker,  chemist.  The  Chairman  intimated 
that  the  purchase  had  been  effected  with  the  consent  of  Mr. 
Tucker,  who  had  helped  them  in  a  great  measure.  The 
property,  in  which  Mr.  Tucker's  shop  was  included,  had  been 
a  bugbear  and  an  eyesore  to  everybody  for  years,  and  he 
hoped  soon  to  see  it  pulled  down.  It  was  announced  that 
the  price  paid  was  2,000/. 

Adulteration  in  Durham  County. 

At  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Durham  County  Council, 
on  July  27,  the  county  analyst  (Mr.  Stock,  Darlington) 
reported  that  out  of  193  samples  submitted  for  analysis 
during  the  quarter  167  were  genuine,  four  were  doubtful,  and 
twenty-two  adulterated.  The  percentage  of  adulteration  was 
11  39,  as  against  544  for  the  previous  quarter.  There  were 
enly  two  cases  of  adulteration  of  drugs  recorded  ;  both  were 
spirits  of  nitrous  ether.  In  one  sample  there  was  a  deficiency 
of  46  per  cent,  of  ethyl  nitrite,  and  on  prosecution  a  fine  of 
1/.  and  8s.  costs  was  inflicted.  In  the  other  there  was  a 
deficiency  of  36  per  cent,  of  the  same  substance,  but  in  this 
case  there  had  been  no  prosecution. 

A  Medical  Officer  and  Headache-powders. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Chorley  Town  Council  on  July  28,  Di* 
Harris,  the  medical  officer,  in  his  report  on  the  health  of  the 
town,  called  attention  "to  the  risk  to  health  and  life  incurred 
by  the  indiscriminate  sale  and  purchase  of  the  various  so- 
called  headache-powders."  In  an  analysis  which  had  been 
made  of  six  or  seven  samples  obtained  f i  om  various  shops  in 
the  town,  the  amount  of  active  ingredient  in  every  case  had 
been  found  to  be  greater  and,  in  some  cases,  about  twice  the 
maximum  dose.  "Unfortunately,"  wrote  the  doctor,  "at 
present  the  drugs  used  are  not  included  in  the  poison 
schedule,  and  therefore  no  legal  action  can  be  taken  against 
the  seller.    It  is  impossible  for  me  to  say  how  much  harm 


has  been  caused  by  this  practice;  but  the  very  fact  that  the 
doses  in  each  of  the  samples  have  always  been  higher  than 
the  maximum  dose,  and  that,  in  several  instances,  directions 
have  been  given  to  repeat  the  dose  in  an  hour's  time,  has 
warranted  me  in  issuing  this  warning  against  such  an  in- 
jurious practice."  Councillor  Stone,  in  commenting  upon  the 
report,  said  that  in  some  cases  these  powders  were  made  up 
by  men  who  were  not  qualified  chemists". 

Accident  to  Chemist's  Son. 

The  little  son  of  Mr.  Metcalf,  chemist,  Lynn,  was,  on 
July  23.  run  over  by  a  borse  and  cart  while  attempting  to 
cross  the  High  Street.    He  was  severely  injured  internally. 

A  Vitriol-accident. 

Harry  Drake,  aged  14,  employed  by  Mr.  William  Ward, 
chemist  and  druggist,  South  Street,  Moor,  Sheffield,  was 
putting  a  bottle  containing  vitriol  upon  a  shelf,  when  it 
burst,  and  he  was  severely  burnt  on  the  arms  and  face.  He 
was  taken  to  the  Royal  Hospital. 

Accident  to  a  Chemist's  Assistant. 

On  July  29,  while  Mr.  C.  Chambers,  senior  assistant  to- 
Mr.  E  Timm,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Goole,  was  bicycling 
between  Goole  and  Thorne,  the  head  of  the  front  fork  of  his 
machine  broke,  and  he  was  thrown  heavily  on  his  head.  He 
was  picked  up  unconscious  and  taken  to  Thorne  railway- 
station,  where  it  was  found  that  he  had  sustained  a  fractured 
skull,  and  was  suffering  from  concussion  of  the  brain.  His 
condition  has  slightly  improved,  but  he  is  still  dangerously  ilL 

Alleged  Fraud  on  a  Chemist. 

At  Stafford,  on  July  27,  James  Dewhurst,  lately  in  the 
employ  of  the  Sanger  Circus  Company,  was  charged  with 
having  uttered  a  forged  cheque,  and  thus  obtained  goods  by 
false  pretences  from  Mr.  Wm.  Westhead,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Stafford.  The  prisoner  was  committed  for  triat 
at  the  assizes. 

Theft  by  an  Errand-boy. 

At  Leigh,  on  August  1,  a  bov  named  Evans  was  charged 
with  stealing  a  cheque,  value  51.  16s.  6d.,  and  five  sovereigns, 
the  property  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Heywood,  chemist,  Atherton. 
-  Accused  was  an  errand-boy  with  Mr.  Heywood,  and  had! 
been  sent  to  the  bank  with  the  money,  but  decamped,  and 
was  arrested  a  few  days  after  at  Wellington,  in  Shropshire. 
He  was  discharged  under  the  First  Offenders  Act. 

Stealing  from  a  Chemist's  Shop. 

At  the  Manchester  County  Police  Court,  on  July  26, 
Michael  Barry  (45),  a  labourer,  was  charged  with  stealing 
1  a  bottle  of  lavender-water  from  the  chemist's  shop  occupied 
by  Charles  Clegg  Smith,  in  Wilmslow  Road,  Didsbury,  on 
the  previous  day.  When  charged  with  the  offence  the 
prisoner  replied,  "Ay,  I  thought  it  was  milk.'  At 
the  Court  the  prisoner  said,  "Oh,  I  don't  feel  at  all  well. 
I  was  drunk."  The  Stipendiary:  I  should  think  not 
after  taking  lavender-water.  (Laughter.)  You  will  have 
to  go  to  prison  for  one  month  with  hard  labour. 

Gone  over  the  Hill. 

Edmund  Large,  of  no  fixed  abode,  was  on  July  25  charged 
at  the  Chatham  Police  Court  with  wilfully  smashing  a  plate- 
glass  window,  value  2,1. ,  the  property  of  Messrs.  Tribe  & 
Lamb,  wholesale  druggists,  High  Street,  Chatham.  It 
appears  that  prisoner  was  seen  by  Sergeant  Everest  (of  the 
Chatham  Military  Foot  Police)  to  deliberately  smash  the 
window  with  his  fist,  and  on  being  arrested  said,  "Yes,  I 
smashed  the  window,  as  I  want  to  go  over  the  hill "  (Maid- 
stone gaol).  Prisoner  pleaded  drunkenness,  and  was  com- 
mitted to  Maidstone  gaol  with  hard  labour  for  a  calendar 
month,  in  default  of  paying  a  fine  of  55s.,  including  costs. 

Serious  Charges  Withdrawn. 
At  Leeds  Assizes,  on  July  27,  before  Mr.  Justice  Grantham 
and  a  jury,  Henry  Berry,  chemist's  traveller,  West  Vale, 
Halifax,  brought  an  action  against  his  brother-in- law,  John 
Bottomley,  drysalter,  Greetland,  for  breach  of  agreement  and 
fraud.  The  case  has  been  previously  reported  in  this 
journal.    It  was  alleged  that  the  defendant  had  obtained 
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from  the  plaintiff  several  sums  of  money  in  settlement  of 
accounts  which  had  been  previously  paid,  but  that,  having 
lost  the  receipts,  the  latter  again  paid  the  sums,  on  the  i 
assurance  from  the  defendant  that  if  the  receipts  were 
subsequently  found  the  money  should  be  refunded.  The 
receipts,  it  was  stated,  had  been  found,  and  a  claim  was 
therefore  made  for  the  return  of  the  money.  At  the  Assizes 
last  March  the  case  was  fully  gone  into,  and  for  the  defence 
it  was  contended  that  with  regard  to  the  bulk  of  the 
receipts  they  were  forgeries,  but  the  jury  disagree:!.  On 
the  case  being  opened  on  July  27,  counsel  for  the  plaintiff 
offered  certain  terms,  publicly  stating  that  all  allegations  of 
fraud  against  Bottomley  were  withdrawn.  The  action  was 
allowed  to  be  withdrawn. 

Cashing  a  Cheque. 

At  Marlborough  Street  Police  Court,  on  July  27,  Josslyn 
Robert  Augustus  Riley  (21),  well  dressed,  and  described  as 
having  no  home  nor  occupation,  was  charged  on  a  warrant 
with  having  obtained  3/.  by  false  pretences,  and  with  intent 
to  defraud,  from  Justin  M.  French,  assistant  to  John 
Morgan  Davis,  chemist,  of  Coventry  Street,  W.  On  June  2 
the  prisoner  called  at  Mr.  Davis's  shop,  and  asked  Mr.  French  to 
cash  a  cheque  for  11.  The  prosecutor  said,  "  I  don't  know 
you,"  and  Riley  replied,  "  I  am  living  next  door  at  the  club  " 
(the  New  Lyric  Club).  The  prisoner  was  asked  to  rail 
again,  and  he  did  so,  bringing  with  him  a  waiter  named 
Hills,  employed  at  the  club  next  door.  Hills  stated  that 
the  prisoner  induced  him  to  go  with  him  by  representing 
himself  to  be  a  friend  of  a  member.  The  prosecutor 
gave  him  21.  on  the  cheque,  and  11.  more  the  next  day. 
When  the  cheque  was  presented  for  payment  it  was  returned 
unpaid.  The  prisoner  was  arrested  at  Brighton.  He  was 
remanded  in  custody.  He  was  brought  up  again  on  Tuesday, 
when  Mr.  Johnson,  a  barrister  who  spoke  for  him,  said  he 
was  the  dupe  of  a  gang  of  men  into  whose  clutches  he  had 
fallen,  and  who  had  helped  him  to  run  through  a  fortune  of 
11,000/.  in  a  very  short  time.  Riley  was  a  gentleman  by 
birth,  and  his  father  was  a  captain  in  the  army.  Mr.  De 
Rutzen  committed  the  prisoner  for  trial,  allowing  bail  in  two 
securies  of  50/.  each. 

A  Druggist's  Widow  and  the  Registrar. 

At  Southwark  Police  Court,  on  July  29,  Mrs.  Garrett,  the 
widow  of  a  druggist's  assistant,  renewed  a  complaint  that  a 
registrar  of  births  and  deaths  in  Bermondsey  had  grossly 
overcharged  her  for  certificates  of  her  husband's  death,  and 
had  detained  bank-books  and  papers  until  she  paid  his 
demands,  amounting  altogether  to  11.  13s.  Id.  The  Magis- 
trate had  on  a  former  occasion  referred  the  applicant  to 
Somerset  House,  and  the  matter  was  subsequently  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  Registrar-General,  who  gave  Mrs.  Garrett 
an  autograph  note  as  follows: — "Mrs.  Garrett  should  have 
obtained  the  six  certificates  she  required  for  12s.  3d.  She  had 
better  at  once  call  on  Mr.  Hurst  and  demand  the  difference 
between  that  sum  and  11.  13s.  Id.,  which  was  improperly 
charged  and  was  paid  by  her  to  Mr.  Hurst,  and  then  com- 
municate to  me  the  result  of  her  demand  to  have  the  sum  in 
excess  of  the  statutory  fees  refunded  to  her."  Mr.  Hurst, 
however  (who,  it  appeared,  was  the  son  of  the  superintending 
registrar  of  the  district),  refused  to  refund  the  overcharge. 
A  detective  officer  now  reported  to  the  Court  that  he  had 
made  inquiry  and  was  unable  to  trace  any  other  cases  of 
similar  extortion,  but  Mr.  Hurst  had  been  dismissed  from 
his  office  by  the  Registrar-General,  who,  however,  declined 
to  prosecute  him  for  obtaining  money  under  false  pretences, 
and  considered  the  matter  should  be  treated  as  a  civil  debt. 
Mr.  Slade  :  It  is  a  case  that  should  be  taken  up  by  someone. 
I  certainly  think  he  should  be  prosecuted,  and  I  desire  the 
police  to  lay  the  matter  before  the  Public  Prosecutor. 

Coroner  and  the  Sale  of  Carbolic  Acid. 

Dr.  Vere  Benson  held  an  inquest  at  Teddington  on 
Monday  respecting  the  death  of  Lucy  Ann  Ballard,  aged  49, 
who  drank  a  quantity  of  carbolic  acid.  A  blue  bottle  con- 
taining the  poison  was  found  in  deceased's  bedroom,  and 
one  of  the  jurymen  asked  where  it  was  purchased.  The 
Coroner  replied  that  he  did  not  know,  adding  that  there  was 
no  restriction  on  its  sale.  A  Juryman  :  I  think  the  name  of 
the  seller  should  be  upon  it.    The  Coroner :  I  would  go 


further  than  that,  and  say  that  every  person  who  sells  a 
poison  as  a  disinfectant  should  have  his  name  upon  the 
bottle.  This  has  become  such  a  favourite  poison  that  I 
think  some  drastic  measure  should  be  taken  with  regard  to 
its  sale.  It  is  so  difficult  to  get  anything  through  Parlia- 
ment now,  however.  There  has  been  talk  about  the  matter 
for  a  long  time,  but  nothing  has  yet  been  done.  A  verdict 
of  suicide  whilst  temporarily  insane  was  returned. 

Plymouth,  District  Chemists'  Association. 

Mr.  H.  Cantle,  who  has  been  an  assistant  for  some  years  to 
Mr.  J.  Maurice,  Bedford  Street,  Plymouth,  has  resigned  his 
situation,  and  is  about  to  proceed  to  America.  Mr.  Cantle 
acted  as  curator  of  the  pharmaceutical  specimens  belonging 
to  the  Association,  which  position  will  now  be  filled  by  Mr. 
Hellyer,  who  recently  obtained  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
silver  medal  in  their  herbarium  competition.  Mr.  Cantle  was 
also  a  representative  of  the  Junior  Section  on  the  Association. 
To  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  his  departure,  and  another 
vacancy  which  has  been  open  for  some  time  past,  the  Junior 
Section  have  elected  Mr.  Morgan  (assistant  to  Messrs. 
Balkwill)  and  Mr.  Reynolds  (assistant  with  Mr.  Park)  as 
their  representatives. 

Contracts. 

Faversbam  (Kent)  Town  Council  have  appointed  Mr.  M. 
Laxon  chemist  to  the  Council  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Joint  Management  and  Finance  Committee  of  Swindon 
j  Hospital  have  contracted   with  Messrs.  Marks  &  Shawyer, 
chemists,  for  the  supply  of  medicines  and  Izal  soap  for  the 
ensuing  quarter. 

At  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Governors  of  Radcliffe 
Infirmary,  Oxford,  it  was  repoited  that  the  surgical  expen- 
diture showed  an  increase  of  26/.  on  the  corresponding 
quarter  of  last  year,  the  increase  beiDg  principally  in  anti- 
septic dressings  and  instrumental  supports.  The  drug  ex- 
penditure was  less  by  17/. 

Fire. 

But  for  its  timely  discovery,  a  seiious  fire  might  have 
occurred  on  the  premises  of  Mr  George  Stevenson,  chemist, 
of  Sutton-in-Ashfield,  last  week.  Smoke  was  discovered 
in  the  cellar  underneath  the  shop,  which  soon  broke  out  into 
a  flame.  It  was  found  to  be  caused  by  some  phosphorus, 
which  had  become  exposed  the  air.  The  phosphorus  was 
removed  as  expeditiously  as  possible,  and  the  flames 
extinguished.

Expensive  Medicines  in  Neath. 
A  few  weeks  ago  the  Neath  Guardians  resolved  to  re- 
j  arrange  two   of  their  medical  districts,  to  readjust  the 
I  salaries  of  the  officers,  and  to  transfer  the  dispensing  of 
expensive  medicines  from  the  local  chemists  to  the  medical 
men.  At  a  subsequent  meeting  this  resolution  was  supplanted 
by  a  motion  to  refer  the  matters  back  to  a  special  com- 
mittee.   At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  on  August  2, 
it  was  recommended  that  the  rearrangement  of  the  districts  as 
originally  proposed  should  take  place,  and  that  the  dispens- 
ing of  expensive  medicines  should  be  left  in  the  hands  of 
the  local  chemists,  with  the  proviso  that  in  cases  of  emergency 
and  where  there  was  no  resident  chemist  the  doctor  should 
dispense. 


A  Vaccine  Institute  fob  Mysore. — The  Government 
of  Mysore  has  sanctioned  the  proposal  to  send  Mr.  Palpu, 
assistant  surgeon,  to  the  Continent  for  the  purpose  of 
making  a  special  study  of  vaccination.  On  his  return  the

Cows  Poisoned  by  Digitalis. 
At  Paisley  Sheriff  Henderson  gave  decision  last  week  in 
an  action  by  Mrs.  Mary  Wylie  against  James  Bowie,  farmer, 
Paisley,  in  which  plaintiff  sought  96Z.  17s.  for  reparation  for 
the  death  of  four  cows  and  injuries  to' others,  caused  through 
them  eating  foxglove  in  a  field  which  she  had  rented  from 
the  defendant  for  grazing-purposes,  plaintiff  alleging  that 
the  defendant  was  bound  to  cut  down  any  poisonous  plants 
on  the  field.  Liability  was  denied  and  contributory  negli- 
gence alleged.  The  Sheriff  found  that  the  cattle  had  died 
from  eating  foxglove,  but  that  it  had  not  been  proved  that 
defendant  had  guaranteed  the  field  in  question  to  be  capable 
of  grazing  the  number  of  cattle  she  had  put  on  it,  and  that 
in  placing  so  many  cattle  upon  the  field  there  was  not 
enough  safe  fodder  for  them,  and  they  had  eaten  the 
-^poisonous  growths.    He  found  for  defendant,  with  costs. 

American-weed  in  Loch  Leven. 
.  The  American-weed,  Anaoharis  (Elodia)  canadensis,  has 
again  made  its  appearance  in  Loch  Leven.  On  this  occasion 
it  appears  to  have  grown  most  luxuriantly  near  the  pier,  and 
unless  it  withers  it  may  become  necessary  to  keep  open  a  path 
in  order  that  the  boats  may  get  out  and  in.  Its  vitality  is 
extraordinary,  and  in  suitable  spots  its  growth  is  so  quick 
and  dense  that  it  very  soon  renders  a  loch  unfishable  and  a 
canal  unnavigable.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  the  weed 
will  die  out  in  the  course  of  a  couple  of  years,  as,  it  is  stated, 
there  is  no  male  plant  in  this  country.

Theift  foe  Chemists'  Assistants. — The  "  Epargne 
Pharmaceutique "  is  the  name  of  a  new  benefit  society  for 
pharmacists'  assistants.  M.  Jocelyn  Robert  is  the  organiser 
and  chairman.  M.  Bourgeois,  one  of  our  new  Cabinet,  has 
accepted  the  honorary  presidency. 

Red  and  Geeen  Ribbons. — M.  Planchon,  director  of  the 
Paris  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy,  has  been  promoted 
Officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honour ;  M.  Chavroffin,  principal 
pharmacist  of  the  Colonies,  has  been  named  Chevalier ;  M. 
Jean  jean,  the  venerable  director  of  the  Montpellier  Superior 
School  of  Pharmacy,  has  been  awarded  the  order  of  Merite 
Agricole. 

Fighting  the  Cuttees. — The  South  Eastern  Scientific 
Society  is  a  body  of  150  pharmacists,  principally  located  in 
the  Herault  and  surrounding  departments,  who  have  banded 
together  to  manufacture  their  own  "  proprietary  medicines," 
and  sell  them  at  a  fixed  price  leaving  a  fair  profit.  Any 
member  cutting  prices  will  be  struck  off  the  list.  MM. 
Collard,  Gamel,  and  various  leaders  of  the  anti-patent 
crusade  are  taking  an  active  part  in  this  scheme. 

Fbee  Medicine  in  Algeeia. — M.  Lepine,  the  ex- 
Governor-General  of  Algeria,  in  one  of  his  latest  official 
circulars  addressed  to  the  Prefects,  asked  them  to  organise  a 
gratuitous  distribution  of  iodide  of  potassium  to  needy 
and  syphilitic  Arabs.  The  doctors  were  to  visit  the  Douars 
encampments  and  distribute  the  remedy  and  give  instruc- 
tions for  its  use.  The  Central  Pharmacy  of  the  Civil 
Hospital  of  Mustapha  would  furnish  the  iodide  at  cost-price. 

The  Medicine- dealing  Geocee. — A  grocery  journal 
(L'Epicier)  claims  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  altering 
that  portion  of  the  Law  of  Germinal  which  reserves  the 
sale  of  put-up  medicines  to  pharmacists.  It  is  pointed  out 
that  when  this  Act  was  passed  (ninety-five  years  ago)  the 
pharmacist  himself  made  up  the  medicines  he  sold.  Now 
he  buys  them  wholesale,  and  simply  acts  as  a  middleman 
between  the  manufacturer  and  the  public.  Is  not  the  grocer 
capable  of  doing  as  much  1  The  gentle  grocer  professes  to 
leave  the  sale  of  poisonous  drugs,  compound  medicines,  and 
all  dispensing  to  the  pharmacist. 

Peactical  Bactebiology  seems  coming  to  the  front  in 
French  pharmaceutical  schools.  At  the  Montpellier  School 
of  Pharmacy,  M.  Planchon  (nephew  of  the  director  of  the 
Paris  School)  gives  gratuitous  lectures  on  the  subject, 
followed  by  demonstrations  whenever  circumstances  permit. 
At  the  Mixed  Faculty  of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy  at  Bordeaux 
the  studecits  are  also  exercised  in  a  few  manipulations.  At 
the  Paris  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy,  M.  Beauregard, 
assistant  professor,  has  just  been  elected  by  his  colleagues 
to  the  chair  of  cryptogamy  and  bacteriology,  left  vacant 
by  M.  Marchand's  retirement  three  months  ago. 

Phaemacists  Petition  against  Peoposed  New 
Customs  Does — The  Syndical  Chamber  of  Pharmacists  of 
the  Seine  have  addressed  the  Ministers  of  Commerce  and 
Finances  and  the  President  of  the  Customs  Committee,  pro- 
testing against  a  proposition  made  by  Dr.  Lannelongue  and 
others  to  impose  a  duty  on  oleaginous  grains  '-in  the 
interests  of  French  agriculture."  It  is  pointed  out  that 
neither  castor-cil  nor  any  seed  capable  of  replacing  it  is 
grown  in  France,  so  that  agriculturists  cannot  lose  by  its 
free  admission.  As  to  linseed,  the  coarser  grain  is  almost 
exclusively  imported  from  Algeria,  and  is  cheaper  than  the 
Sicilian  seed,  while  the  finer  grain,  largely  imported  from 
abroad,  should  have  free  admission  in  the  public  interest. 

Foe  the  Colonies.— The  building  in  the  rue  Jean  Nicot, 
which  was  formerly  the  Prince  Imperial's  gymnasium,  is  now 
a  store  for  goods  to  be  shipped  by  the  Colonial  Office  to  the 
French  possessions  in  Africa  and  elsewhere.    Canned  goods, 


wines,  &c,  go  direct  from  the  seaport  warehouses,  and  drugs 
reign  supreme  in  this  Paris  establishment.  Hundredweights 
of  sulphate  of  quinine,  gallons  of  cod-liver  oil  and 
Baume  deFiovarente,  thousands  of  half-litre  bottles  of  ether 
and  iodine  tincture  are  shipped  to  these  tropical  and  mostly 
unhealthy  climates  ;  while  bismuth  is  coming  into  extensive 
use.  Retorts,  mortars  and  pestles,  analytical  and  sur- 
gical apparatus  are  likewise  conspicuous ;  nor  does  the 
Republic  (ever  thinking  of  her  dwindling  population)  forget 
to  export  physiological  plaster-casts  for  the  cdification°of 
the  ebony  midwives  of  the  Darkest  Continent. 

"The  Phaemacists'  Co  opeeative  Society  foe  the 
Manufactuee  of  Iodine  and  its  Deeivatives"  seems 
to  have  sailed  into  smoother  waters.  The  annual  meetings 
of  shareholders  have  hitherto  been  stormy,  and  the  1896  -97 
financial  year  closed  with  a  deficit  of  16,CC0f.  Certain 
reforms  were  voted,  and  the  managing-director's  salary  was 
arranged  to  depend  on  the  profits,  &c.  At  the  last  meeting 
(held  at  the  School  of  Pharrracy  a  fortnight  ago)  a  net 
profit  of  18  000f.  for  1897  98  was  announced.  The  prices 
already  fixed  will  be  maintained  for  the  present,  except  that 
for  iodoform,  which  will  be  reduced  from  38f.  to  36f.  for 
this  (1898-  99)  year.  The  pharmacists  seem  therefore  to 
have  "  turned  the  corner,"  and  obtained  what  they  sought— 
I  an  irreproachable  article  at  a  moderate  price.  There  was 
some  talk  at  one  time  of  fusing  the  society  with  M.  Petit's, 
new  limited  company,  but  M.  Fievet  successfully  protested' 
against  such  an  arrangement. 

"  The  Deuggist,"  a  vaudeville  in  one  act,  by  M.  Lange 
was  produced  last  week  at  the  Athenue  Comique  (a  theatre 
where  the  "Geisha"  was  recently  on  the  bill).  But  phar- 
macy is  not  very  strikingly  brought  forward.  A  general's 
widow,  mindful  of  the  anxiety  of  her  young  days,  when  her 
husband  was  at  the  wars,  has  vowed  her  daughter  Suzanne 
shall  not  marry  an  officer.  Of  course,  Suzanne  loses  no  time 
in  becoming  "eprise"  of  a  handsome  young  lieutenant.  He 
comes  to  the  widow  in  mufti,  declares  he  is  about  to  apply 
for  his  discharge,  and  that  he  will  enter  the  drug-trade,  or 
!  "even  grocery  itself,"  if  Suzanne  is  thereby  to  be  gained. 
The  widow  relents  at  the  idea  of  such  a  sacrifice,  Suzanne 
keeps  her  lover,  and  the  lieutenant  his  epaulettes.  The  piece 
is  prettily  written,  and  well  acted.  The  idea  is  not  quite 
new,  as  readers  of  Moliere  may  remember.  In  the  last  act 
of  the  "  Malade  Imaginaire,"  Argan  says  to  Cleante,  "Become 
a  doctor,  and  you  shall  have  my  daughter,"  and  the  young 
man  replies,  "Certainly,  sir.  If  that  is  all  that  is  necessary 
to  become  your  son-in-law,  I  will  be  a  doctor — even  an 
apothecary,  if  you  wish." 

The  Inteenational  Phaemaceutical  Congeess  op. 
1900.— At  a  meeting  recently  held  at  the  School  of  Phar- 
macy the  initial  steps  were  taken  towards  forming  an 
organising  committee.  M.  Petit  had  announced  his  intention 
of  declining  the  chairmanship  of  the  committee,  and  M. 
Plauchon  was  unanimously  elected  to  the  position.  It  was 
decided  to  offer  the  vice-presidencies  to  M.  Petit  and  Pro- 
fessor Dupuy,  of  the  Toulouse  Faculty  of  Medicine  and 
Pharmacy.  M.  Bourquelot  was  chosen  secretary-general,  to 
be  assisted  by  M.  Viaud,  of  Nantes,  M.  Desvignes,  of  Paris , 
and  two  others  to  be  elected  later.  M.  Labelonye  is  to  be 
treasurer,  and  M.  Leroy  vice-treasurer.  The  committee  is 
to  include  the  entire  professorial  staff  of  the  Paris  school, 
with  delegates  from  provincial  educational  institutions,  some 
army  and  navy  pharmacists,  the  head  pharmacist  of  each 
Paris  hospital,  the  members  of  the  Codex  Committee,  the. 
office-holders  of  the  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy,  the  Seine 
Pharmacists'  Provident  Society,  and  the  General  Syndicate 
of  French  Pharmacists  (formerly  known  as  the  Society  of 
the  XI.  Arrondissement),  the  Council  of  the  General  Asso- 
ciation, and  MM.  Boulicaud,  Gamel,  and  Loisy,  who  repre- 
sent the  "  Southerners."  There  are  to  be  four  sections  : 
(1)  professional  interests,  (2)  galenical  pharmacy,  (3)  chem- 
ical pharmacy,  (4)  materia  medica  and  pharmacognosy.  A 
proposal  to  add  a  section  of  analytical  chemistry  was 
objected  to  as  chemistry  is  to  have  its  separate  congress. 
As  to  costs  of  the  Congress  it  appears  likely  that  whatever 
deficiency  is  left  after  members'  subscriptions  have  been 
paid  will  have  to  be  made  up  by  the  various  societies,  as 
it  is  improbable  that  the  Government  or  Municipality  will 
give  any  pecuniary  assistance. 
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(From  our  Cape  Correspondent.) 

Natal  and  the  New  B  P. — The  Government  of  Natal 
has  notified  the  trade  that  the  new  B.P.  will  come  into  force 
on  August  1,  1898.  Natal,  we  believe,  is  the  first  among  our 
colonies  to  adopt  the  work. 

Transvaal  Impobts. — The  total  value  of  imports  into 
the  Transvaal  during  May  was  874,545/.,  compared  with 
1,126,111/.  for  May,  1897.  The  total  value  of  imports  for 
the  first  five  months  of  1893  was  4  245,595/.,  against 
0,215,973/.  for  the  corresponding  psriod  of  1897. 

Colonial  Medical  Council's  Repobt. — The  report  of 
the  Colonial  Medical  Council  for  1897,  which  occupies 
one  sheet  of  foolscap,  contains'  nothing  of  much  interest 
to  pharmacists.  Sixty-two  applications  for  registration  were 
received,  one  was  withdrawn,  and  two  refused.  Ten  dentists 
applied  for  licences,  but  only  five  were  granted. 

A  Cobbection. — In  our  South  African  news  published  on 
July  23  mention  was  made  of  the  suicide  of  a  chemist  of 
German  oiigin  named  George  R.  Isbett,  and  it  was  stated 
that  be  had  a  brother  who  holds  an  important  position  in 
Merck's  chemical-factory  at  Darmstadt.  Mr.  Merck,  writing 
on  July  27,  informs  us  that  there  is  no  brother  of  Mr.  G.  R. 
Isbett  in  his  employment. 

A  Lively  Consignment. — Seven  years  since  a  wholesale 
firm  of  general  merchants  in  Capetown  received  a  case  of 
goods  from  one  of  their  West  Coast  steamers.  The  consignee 
failed  to  take  delivery  of  the  package  on  arrival,  which, 
according  to  custom,  was  placed  in  the  store  and  duly  noted 
year  by  year  in  the  firm's  books.  It  was  not  till  a  few  days 
ago,  however,  when  the  case  started  leaking,  that  the  con- 
tents were  discovered  to  be  nitro-glycerin  to  the  extent  of 
several  gallons.  The  offending  container  was  placed  on 
board  a  small  vessel,  taken  out  to  the  middle  of  Tabla  Bay, 
and  dropped  overboard. 

Come  to  Naught. — The  South  African  Customs  Union 
tariff  has  ended  in  smoke.  The  Government  of  Cape  Colony 
was  dissolved  before  the  Customs  Convention  could  be  dis- 
cussed, consequently  the  ''bonds"  guaranteeing  payment  of 
advances,  if  any,  which  Cape  merchants  had  to  give  before 
they  were  allowed  to  tike  delivery  of  their  goods,  have  been 
cancelled.  We  should  imagine  that  this  movement  on  the 
part  of  the  Cape  Customs  authorities  is  without  parallel.  The 
new  tariff  was  actually  printed  by  the  Government  and 
handed  to  the  press  for  publication,  and  at  the  same  time 
advances  were  enforced  straight  away  under  the  "  bond  " 
system.    Colonial  ways  are  somewhat  original,  after  all. 

Sunlight  v.  Staelight. — On  July  12  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  colony  heard  ai  application  made  on  behalf  of  Messrs. 
Lever  Brothers  (Limited)  to  restrain  the  Star  Perfumery  and  i 
Soap  Company,of  CapeTown,  from  infringing  theirtrade-mark.  ] 
Mr.  Iones,  Q.C.,  who  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  they 
were  the  well-known  manufacturers  of  Sunlight  Soap  of 
England,  and  he  alleged  that  the  defendants  were  selling 
soap  in  boxes  almost  exactly  resembling  the  plaintiffs'  boxes 
Mr.  Schreiner,  Q.C.,  who  appeared  for  the  defendants,  read 
an  answering  affidavit  by  Emil  Hesse,  managing  partner  of 
the  respondent  company,  who  stated  that  he  was  the 
manufacturer  of  Starlight  soap.  He  was  unaware  that  the  1 
applicants'  label  was  registered  in  this  colony,  and  so  soon 
as  he  was  informed  of  it  he  instructed  his  attorneys  to  inform 
the  applicants  that  all  portions  of  his  label  alleged  to  be  an 
infringement  should  be  discarded  with  the  exception  of  a 
portion  representing  a  factory  on  Table  Mountain.  He 
tendered  the  applicants'  taxed  costs,  and  guaranteed  to  use  a 
different  label  with  "Starlight"  printed  diagonally  across  it. 
The  Chif-f  Justice :  You  won't  give  up  Table  Mountain  1 
(Laughte-.)  Mr.  Schreiner :  No ;  we  cling  to  Table  Mountain, 
my  Lord.  That  is  what  we  are  before  the  Court  to  maintain 
— that  we  are  entitled  to  use  Table  Mountain.  The  Chief 
Justice  said  the  respondents  had  as  closely  as  possible 
imitated  the  design  of  the  applicants.  It  might  not  be 
exactly  fraud,  but  it  was  not  such  conduct  as  the  Court  would 
treat  very  lightly.  The  applicants  were  quite  justified  in 
coming  into  court  to  ask  for  an  interdict.  The  interdict 
asked  for  would  be  granted  excepting  as  regards  the  fourth 
side  of  the  label.

It  is  given  in  the  5-gr.  tablets,  and  seems  to 
be  rapidly  gaining  favour  with  physicians  for  many  diseases 
of  the  bowels  and  stomach. 

The  New  York  Examinations. 

The  New  York  City  Board  of  Pharmacy  examination  for 
candidates  wishing  to  become  registered  as  pharmacists  in 
this  city  is  simple  enough  for  anyone  with  a  few  years' 

,  experience  in  the  business  to  pass.  Many  an  unqualified 
London  assistant  would  rejoice  if  the  London  County 
Council  had  the  power  to  grant  certificates  to  practise 
pharmacy  under  the  same  easy  conditions. 

All  the  Board  requires  is  that  the  candidate  should  have 

j  had  four  years'  experience  in  a  retail  shop  where  prescrip- 
tions were  dispensed — -not  necessarily  in  this  country — and 

|  a  fee  of  #5  affords  the  opportunity  of  becoming  a  registered 
pharmacist  in  one  of  the  most  important  cities  in  the  world. 

The  examination  is  a  written  one,  and  lead-pencil  used  at 
that.  The  subjects  given  are  toxicology  and  posology, 
materia  medica,  pharmacy,  and  chemistry  ;  no  specimens  to 
identify  or  solutions  to  analyse.  A  knowledge  of  botany  is 
not  considered  essential  by  the  City  Board  of  Pharmacy, 
neither  is  it  necessary  for  the  candidate  to  know  more  of 
the  Latin  language  than  is  required  to  translate  the  ordinary 
directions  of  a  prescription.  As  a  natural  consequence  of 
the  low  standard  of  theoretical  and  practical  knowledge 
which  satisfies  the  City  Board,  there  are  all  sorts  and  condi- 
tions of  men  in  the  drug-business  in  New  York. 

The  diploma  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  England  is 
accepted  here,  and,  upon  paying  $2  as  a  registration- fee, 
the  qualified  English  chemist  and  druggist  can  start  in 
business  the  next  day  if  he  chooses. 

HOT- WEATHER  PH  ABM  ACT. 

In  New  York,  ice  is  simply  indispensable  during  the  hot 
months;  in  every  house  is  found  an  ice-box,  where  eatables 
and  drinkables  are  kept  deliciously  cold.  It  may  be  interest- 
ing to  the  readers  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  to  know 
they  can  have  ice-cold  water,  lemonade,  &c,  any  time  they 
like  to  take  trouble  of  putting  the  liquid  to  be  cooled  into 
a  porous  earthenware  pot ;  one  of  the  old-fashioned  glazed- 
inside  pots  is  just  the  thing.  Wrap  a  coarse  piece  of  blanket 
over  and  around  the  pot  and  place  in  a  sunny  spot;  then 
soak  the  blanket  with  water,  and  the  consequent  rapid 
evaporation  chills  the  liquid  inside  in  a  most  agreeable 
manner  on  a  hot  day.  Here  are  three  real  American 
drinks  : — 

Raspberry  Phosphate. 

Dilute  phosphoric  acid    20  drops 

Syrup  of  raspberry,  about  ...        ...      1£  oz. 

Ice-cold  soda-water  to  fill  a  tumbler. 

Imbibed  through  a  couple  of  straws,  it  tickles  the  palate 
and  refreshes  the  thirsty  soul. 

A  more  substantial  drink,  which  is  much  use!  between 
meals,  is — 

Egg  Lemonade. 

The  juice  of  two  lemons 

Simple  syrup,  about    lh  oz. 

Mix  with  one  egg,  beaten  well  up  first ;  then  add  soda-water  to 
fill  tumbler. 

This  drink  goes  well  upon  hot  days  when  the  appetite  is 
jaded.  A  few  pieces  of  ice  dropped  in,  of  course,  adds  to 
the  enjoyment  of  the  draught. 

Another  drink  largely  consumed  at  the  soda-fountain  is — 

Claret  Ciq>. 

Claret  2  oz. 

The  juice  of  one  lemon 

Simple  syrup,  about...       ...       ...    1£  oz. 

Soda-water  to  fill  a  tumbler 
Add  a  few  pieces  of  ice,  and  suck  through  a  straw. 
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Not  Permitted. — The  publication  of  a  German  edition  of

•of  a  quarterly,  has  been  prohibited  by  the  Russian  press- 
cent  or.    The  proprietors  of  the  journal  in  question  wnte  to 

apprise  us  of  that  fact. 

POISON-REGULATIONS  IN  HAMBURG.  —  The  Hamburg 
Police-Magistrate  made  proclamation  on  July  12  that  the 
restrictions  concerning  the  marking  of  stock-bottles  and 
implements  and  utensils  used  in  the  poison-chamber  shall  in 
future  apply  not  only  to  newly  bought  in  articles,  but  to  all 
utensils  in  general  practice. 

A  Marble  Pharmacy.— Mr.  H.  T.  Smith,  Queen's  Cross 
Pharmacy,  Darlinghurst  Road,  Sydney,  N.S.W.,  has  just 
opened  a  first-class  pharmacy.  It  is  the  first  shop  in  Sydney 
finished  in  marble.  The  principal  parts,  especially  the 
cornices,  are  done  in  white  Sicilian  marble,  but  black  and 
brown  marbles  are  interspersed.  The  floor  is  composed  of 
black  and  white  marble 

The  Open  Dooe — There  are  672  firms  in  the  Chinese 
Treaty  Ports,  an  increase  of  sixty-nine  since  1895.  Of  this 
-total,  no  fewer  than  363  are  British.  Put  whereas  British  firms 
have  increased  by  two  since  1895,  the  Germans  have  increased 
by  seven,  Americans  by  nine,  and  Japanese  by  fifty-seven. 
French  firms  show  a  decrease  of  two,  and  Dutch,  Portuguese, 
Spanish,  and  Italian  are  also  on  the  decline. 

Trimen  Memorial.— The  tablet  recently  erected  to  per- 
petuate the  memory  of  Dr.  Trimen  in  Ceylon  is  to  bear  the 
following  inscription: — 

In  memory  of  Henry  Trimen,  M.B.,  F.R.S.,  Director  Royal 
Botanic  Gardens,  Peradeniya,  from  i860  to  1896.  This  tablet  was 
placed  here  by  the  Planters'  Association  of  Ceylon  in  recognition 
of  Dr.  Trimen's  many  valuable  services  to  the  planting  industry 
■of  the  island,  and  as  a  token  of  the  esteem  in  which  he  was  held 
■by  the  members  of  the  planting  community. 

Philadelphia  Exhibition. — Under  the  auspices  of  the 
Philadelphia  Commercial  Museum  a  company  has  been 
formed,  with  the  object  of  opening  in  that  city,  in  1899,  an 
exhibition  of  industrial  products  of  the  United  States,  in 
which  will  be  shown  the  articles  best  suited  for  exportation 
side  by  side  with  samples  of  European  products  which  com- 
pete with  them  in  the  markets  of  the  world.  The  exhibition 
will  open  on  May  10,  and  will  last  five  months. 

A  Determined  Student. — In  Vienna,  recently,  a  medical 
student  aged  70  died  just  before  his  final  examination  ; 
while  another,  who  has  just  graduated  in  Warsaw  in  his  75th 
year,  commenced  his  course  in  1843,  but  was  obliged  to 
suspend  it  from  lack  of  funds  for  nearly  twenty  years,  and 
had  barely  returned  and  resumed  his  course  of  study  when 
he  was  deported  as  a  political  prisoner  to  the  Siberian  salt- 
mines. He  slaved  there  from  1863  to  1895,  when  he  obtained 
a  pardon  and  returned  to  Warsaw  to  graduate  at  last. 

Drug-culture  in  Ceylon  — The  Director  of  the  Royal 
Botanic  Gardens,  Peradeniya,  Ceylon,  in  his  annual  report 
for  1897,  says  that  the  comparatively  high  price  of  vanilla 
has  given  a  stimulus  to  its  cultivation  in  Ceylon,  and  a  con- 
siderable number  of  plants  have  been  distributed  during  the 
year.  As  regards  ipecacuanha,  the  nurseries  contain  about 
2,000  young  plants,  most  of  which  are  available  for  distri- 
bution, but  no  interest  appears  to  have  been  taken  in  the 
drug  by  planters.  The  report  deals  mainly  with  tea,  coffee, 
■cocoa,  rubber,  &c. 

AN  Insolvent  Colony  —  ThiDgs  are  in  a  bad  way  in  one 
of  our  colonies,  the  Virgin  Islands,  a  small  group  in  the 
West  Indies.  The  Governor,  in  his  annual  report,  says  that 
the  debt  of  2,000£.  is  hopelessly  depressing  the  people,  who 
cannot  pay  the  interest.  Although  the  poverty  is  so  great, 
the  land  produces  large  quantities  of  fibre-plants,  and  the 
manufacture  of  lime-juice  in  the  hands  of  persons  of  small 
capital  would  be  the  salvation  of  the  islands.  Lime-trees 
.flourish  in  the  island  wherever  grown,  and  there  is  no  blight 
and  no  lengthened  periods  of  drought. 

A  Narrow  Escape.— In  a  pharmacy  near  the  principal 
railway -station  at  Frankfort,  the  other  day,  a  postman  called 


for  a  packet  of  Epsom  salts.  Immediately  after  he  ha  I  gone 
the  pharmacist  discovered  that  he  had  given  in  mistake  a 
package  containing  a  deadly  poison,  which  was  on  the 
counter  ready  prepared  awaiting  the  return  of  the  customer. 
The  pharmacist  rushed  out.  making  straight  for  the  post- 
office,  and  found  his  customer  (who  carried  the  mail  between 
Frankfort  and  Cologne)  packing  his  sacks  preparatory  to 
departure  for  Cologne.  Fortunately  the  packet  of  "  Epsom 
salts"  was  untouched. 

Mineral  Products  of  the  U.S— The  United  States 
Geological  Survey  has  issued  a  summary  of  mineral  products 
of  the  States,  from  which  we  gather  that  the  bromine  in- 
dustry continues  in  the  hands  of  the  syndicate,  the  output  of 
the  product  in  1897  amounting  ro487,l49  lbs.,  with  a  value  at 
the  works  of  #130,000,  against,  545,530  lbs.,  valued  at  £145  000 
in  1896.  'lhis  product  includes  the  bromine  in  pota-sium 
bromide  made  directly.  The  quicksilver  industry,  which  is 
practically  confined  to  California,  declined  from  30,765  flasks 
;  in  1896  to  26,648  flasks  in  1897.  Fuller's-earth  continues  to 
come  almost  entirely  from  Florida,  and  the  amount  produced 
in  1897  was  17,113  tons,  as  compared  with  9,872  tons  in  1896. 
Amongst  the  other  products  reported  on  are  petroleum, 
phosphate  rock,  sulphur,  pyrites,  borax,  lead,  zinc,  &c. 

Cinchona-febrifuge  in  India.— Brigade-Surgeon 
King,  Superintendent  of  the  Government  cinchoDaplanta- 
tions  in  Bengal,  states  that  the  sales  of  Government 
cinchona-febrifuge  for  the  year  amounted  to  only  2  994^  lbs., 
being  836|  lbs.  below  the  sales  of  1896  97.  Of  this  decrease 
457  lbs.  is  accounted  for  by  diminished  purchases  by  the 
public  owing  to  the  comparatively  slight  prevalence  of  fever 
during  the  j  ear,  218  lbs.  is  accounted  for  by  the  falliDg-off 
in  the  medical  depot  indents,  and  79  lbs.  owing  to  the 
practical  prohibition  of  the  drug  in  Bengal  by  the  late 
I  Inspector-General  of  Civil  Hospitals.  A  curious  fact  about 
the  consumption  of  cinchona-febrifuge  is  that  it  still  con- 
tinues to  be  bought  largely  by  the  non-official  public,  who 
are  under  no  compulsion  to  use  it  in  preference  to  other 
febrifuges,  but  who  do  so  because  they  find  it  such  an  effi- 
cient medicine. 

Alleged  Theft  of  Cardamoms.— A  Moor  man,  a  Tamil 
I  man,  a  Sinhalese  man,  and  a  Moor  boutique-keeper  were 
j  charged  at  the  Colombo  Police  Court  with  beirjg  concerned 
I  in  a  theft  of  cardamoms  from  the  Kollupitiya  mills  of 
Messrs.  Lee,  Hedges  &  Co.    According  to  the  prosecution, 
on  Sunday  morning,  July  10,  the  storekeeper  at  the  mills 
found  that  a  breach  had  been  made  in  the  back  wall,  and  a 
quantity  of  cardamoms  from  bags  near  the  wall  had  been 
removed.    A  watch  was.  kept,  and  on  Sunday  night  the 
watcher  found  the  thieves  at  the  spot,  and  on  one  of  them 
!  thrusting  his  hand  through  the  breach  the  watcher  cut  his 
hand.    The  thieves,  however,  took  to  their  heels,  and  ran 
away.     Subsequently  a  Moorish  carter,  whose  hand  was 
wounded,  was  arrested,  and  afterwards  the  other  three.  The 
Magistrate,  however,  found  there  was  not  sufficient  evidence 
against  the  accused,  and  they  were  discharged. 

US.  Tariff-changes.  —  In  the  United  States  Circuit 
Court  recently  Messrs.  Lehn  &  Fink  won  another  appeal. 
In  this  instance  the  merchandise  consisted  of  homatropin 
bydrobromate  and  its  compounds,  which  the  Customs  as- 
sessed at  25  per  cent,  ad  ral.  as  a  chemical  salt.  The 
importers  claimed  that  the  duty  should  be  50c.  per  lb.  as  a 

|  medicinal  preparation,  and  although  the  Board  of  General 
Appraisers  overruled  the  importers'  claims  and  affirmed  the 

!  assessment  of  duty,  the  decision  of  the  Court  was  in  Messrs. 
Lehn  &  Fink's  favour.     The  U.S.  Treasury  Department 

I  has  revoked  the  decision  made  in  March  last  admitting  to 
free  entry  artificial  indigo,  in  consequence  of  the  protests 
made  on  behalf  of  domestic  manufacturers  and  dealers 
in  dye  stuffs,  aniline,  and  chemicals.  The  product  is  hence- 
forth to  be  classified  as  dutiable  at  the  rate  of  30  per  cent. 
ad  val.  The  following  list  of  chemicals,  &c  ,  are  free  of 
import  and  transit  duty  at  the  port  of  Lourenro  Marques: — 
Bicarbonate  of  soda,  sulphur,  paints,  potashes,  caustic  soda, 
and  insect-destroyers  for  the  preservation  of  plants  and 
trees.  The  Board  of  General  Appraisers  sustained  the  pro- 
tests of  Messrs.  R  F.  Downing  &  Co.  on  the  importation  of 
orange-peel,  and  of  Messrs.  Marquardt  &  Co.  on  the  assess- 
ment of  duty  on  vanilla-beans.  Both  these  articles  were 
held  to  be  exempt  from  duty. 
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THE  August  meeting,  held  on  Wednesday,  was  the  loDgest 
the  Council  have  held  this  year.  The  President  referred 
to  the  death  of  Dr.  de  Vry  in  feeling  terms,  and  proposed 
that  a  vote  of  sympathy  be  sent  to  his  family.  Owing 
to  the  interim  state  of  the  by-laws  no  members,  associates, 
or  students  were  elected,  the  elections  being  deferred  till 
the  new  by-laws  have  been  adopted.  The  Benevolent  Fund 
had  no  call  on  its  benevolence,  or,  rather,  the  one  call  was 
deferred  as  not  being  up  to  the  standard  in  regard  to 
evidence  of  poverty.  The  Society  congratulated  itself  and 
the  President  on  the  passing  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  Amend- 
ment Act  and  the  killing  of  the  Poisonous  Substances  Bill, 
the  death  of  the  latter  being,  the  President  modestly  said, 
due  to  the  circular  sent  out  by  the  Society. 

The  "store  question"  was  discussed,  and  the  reasons 
given  why  the  Society  did  not  strike  while  the  iron  was  hot, 
and  why  it  let  the  Pharmacy  Bill  pass  without  the  amend- 
ment. The  Law  and  Parliamentary  Committee  are  to  look 
into  the  matter  of  company  pharmacy  to  see  what  can  be 
done. 

The  remainder  of  the  meeting  was  occupied  with  the  con- 
sideration of  the  alteration  of  by-laws  made  necessary  by 
the  Pharmacy  Acts  Amendment  Act. 


The  monthly  Council  meeting  of  the  Society" took  place 
on  Wednesday,  August  3.  The  following  were  the  coun- 
cillors present : — Mr.  Walter  Hills  (President),  Mr.  News- 
holme  (Vice-President),  Mr.  Hampson  (Treasurer),  and 
Messrs.  Allen,  Atkins,  Bateson,  Bottle,  Carteighe,  Corder, 
Cross,  Grose,  Harrison,  Johnston,  Martindale,  Park,  Savory, 
Storrar,  Warren,  and  Young.  The  meeting  began  at  11  25, 
when  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and 
confirmed. 

Death. 

The  President  said  he  had  noticed,  from  a  brief  tele- 
gram in  the  Times  of  August  2,  that  Dr.  de  Vry,  of  The 
Hague,  was  dead,  and  he  felt  he  could  not  let  the  occasion 
pass  without  a  reference  to  his  services  to  pharmacy.  He 
(the  President)  had  only  recently  had  occasion  to  refer  to 
his  services  in  detail,  as  they  would  remember  that  Dr.  de 
Vry  was  the  recipient  of  the  ninth  Hanbury  medal  last 
October.  Dr.  de  Vry  was  born  in  1813,  and  received  the 
training  and  education  of  a  pharmacist.  From  1835  he  had 
been  engaged  in  the  investigation  of  cinchona-bark  and 
quinine.  The  Dutch  Government  sent  him  out  to  Java 
in  1857,  where  he  did  a  great  work  in  reference  to  the  intro- 
duction of  cinchona  into  Dutch  East  Indies.  In  1880  Dr. 
de  Vry  was  honoured  by  receiving  from  the  Indian  Govern- 
ment the  Companionship  of  the  Order  of  the  Indian  Empire 
for  his  work  on  quinine  in  India.  He  had  been  for  forty 
years  a  highly-esteemed  honorary  member  of  the  Society 
and  co-worker  of  the  late  Daniel  Hanbury.  He  was  an 
eminent  worker  in  science,  and  although  he  had  reached  a 
good  old  age  they  had  thought,  from  his  vigorous  letter  of 
last  year,  that  he  might  long  be  spared  to  the  world.  He 
(the  President)  proposed  that  a  special  vote  of  condolence 
to  Dr.  de  Vry's  family  be  passed  by  the  Council. 

The  next  item  on  the  agenda  was  the 

Election  op  Members, 

associates,  and  students,  and  here  the  President  said  they 
were  placed  in  a  very  exceptional  position.  They  had,  as 
usual,  a  certain  number  of  applicants,  but  he  (the  President) 
thought  under  the  circumstances  they  had  better  defer  all 
elections  till  the  conOrmation  of  the  by-laws  rendered 
necessary  now  that  the  Pharmacy  Acts  Amendment  Act  had 
become  a  statute.  They  were,  of  course,  sorry  to  delay  any 
process  by  which  chemists  could  obtain  admission  to  the 
Society,  but  they  had  considered  the  point,  and  had  come  to 


I  the  conclusion  that  the  right  course  to  adopt  till  the  new 
by-laws  came  in  force  would  be  to  defer  all  elections.  As  they 
were  aware,  any  amended  by-laws  had  to  be  read  three  times 
by  the  Council,  approved  by  a  special  general  meeting  of  the 
members,  and  sanctioned  by  the  Privy  Council  before  they 
could  act  on  them.  He  (the  President)  hoped  it  would  be 
understood  that  they  desired  the  adhesion  of  everyone  they 
could  get,  and  that  the  elections  would  take  place  with  as 
little  delay  as  possible. 
The  report  of  the 

Finance  Committee 
was  then  read  and  adopted.    It  showed  a  balance  on  the

the  continued  interest  taken  in  the  fund,  and  was  very 
j  gratifying  to  them.  Diplomas  were  granted  to  the  phar- 
|  maceutical  chemists  who  had  passed  the  Major,  and  the 

Society's  seal  ordered  to  be  affixed. 

The  Benevolent  Fund  Repoet 

was  received  and  adopted.    The  committee  had  only  had  one 
case  before  them,  and  it  had  been  deferred,  as  they  did  not 
,  consider  they  had  enough  evidence  on  the  case. 

Mr.  Newsholme  remarked  that  it  was  unusual  for  them 
to  have  a  blank  report  to  present,  and  the  Peesident  thought 
it  was  a  case  for  "  white  gloves."  The 

Law  and  Paeliamentary 

Committee's  report  was  then  submitted.     The  committee 
1  reported  the  steps  they  had  taken  in  regard  to  the  amend- 
ment of  the  Pharmacy  Act  Amendment  Bill. 

The  President  said  it  would  be  well  for  him  if  he  here 
referred  to  one  or  two  political  matters  which  had  occurred 
since  their  last  meeting.  First,  in  regard  to  the  Poisonous- 
Substances  Bill,  in  accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  at 
the  last  meeting  he  had  had  a  circular  prepared  and  sent 
out  to  all  registered  chemists  throughout  the  country, 
asking  them  through  their  members  to  oppose  the  Bill,  and 
giving  certain  reasons  for  guidance.  It  was,  perhaps, 
hardly  necessary  to  say  much  about  the  Bill,  as  on  the  day 
the  Pharmacy  Acts  Amendment  Bill  went  through  Com  - 
mittee of  the  House  of  Lords,  the  announcement  was  made 
in  the  House  of  Commons  that  the  Poisons  Bill  would  not  be 
proceeded  with  this  Session.  Mr.  Balfour,  in  making  the 
announcement,  said  there  had  been  a  considerable  amount 
of  opposition  to  the  measure,  and  he  (the  President)* 
thought  that  the  opposition  which  they  had  taken  through 
the  various  registered  chemists  had  had  considerable  effect 
in  stopping  the  Government  from  proceeding  with  the 
measure.  It  was  quite  on  the  cards  that  the  Government 
might  take  up  the  Bill  in  the  coming  Session,  but,  he  said, 
they  had  given  another  evidence  that  they  were  a  distinct 
power  in  the  country.  (Hear,  hear.)  The  conclusion  he 
(the  President)  had  arrived  at  was  that  they  had  consider- 
able influence  through  the  country,  due  perhaps  to  their 
admirable  system  of  local  secretaries  which  kept  chemists 
in  touch  throughout  the  country.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Continuing,  the  President  said  he  had  a  copy  of  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1898,  in  his  hand— it  was 
an  Act  now,  not  a  Bill — and  in  view  of  what  had  been  saic} 
in  the  House  of  Lords,  he  would  refer  in  detail  to  what 
had  really  happened.  When  the  Bill  was  read  a  second 
time  in  the  House  of  Lords,  on  July  7,  it  was  proposed 
that  the  Committee  stage  be  taken  on  July  11,  and  the 
Standing  Committee  stage  on  July  12.  The  third  reading 
was  proposed  for  July  14. 

The  second  reading  passed  without  any  comments,  and 
the  Committee  stage  of  July  11  without  any  amendments ; 
but  on  July  12  certain  speeches  were  made  by  the  Lord 
Chancellor  and  Lord  Herschell  which  raised  the  hopes  oi 
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chemists  and  consternation  in  the  tents  of  the  limited  com- 
panies. This  took  place  on  the  Tuesday,  and  nothing  more 
was  known  on  the  matter  till  after  the  Pharmaceutical 
Journal  and  the  trade  journal  appeared,  but  on  Friday, 
July  15,  the  amendment  was  shown  to  him.  He  saw  at  once 
that  the  amendment  was  not  of  any  great  advantage  to  them 
and  would  jeopardize  the  Bill.  He  (the  President)  had  a 
consultation  with  Mr.  Carteighe,  who  was  good  enough  to 
see  Lord  Herschell.  Then,  with  Mr.  Carteighe  and  Mr. 
Bremridge,  he  had  an  interview  with  the  Earl  of  Hardwicke, 
and  told  him  they  could  not  very  well  accept  an  amendment, 
which  would  be  opposed  by  their  own  people  and  by  the 
companies  themselves.  The  Lord  Chancellor  was  beginning 
to  realise  that  to  make  his  clause  workable  would  need 
machinery.  They  prevailed  on  Lord  Hardwicke  to  postpone 
the  third  reading  till  the  Thursday,  and  in  the  meantime  he 
called  the  Watch  Committee  together,  and  consulted  them 
as  to  the  action  to  be  taken.  That  was  on  July  19,  and  he 
had  had  an  interview  with  the  Earl  of  Hardwicke  in  the 
morning,  and  told  him  his  objections,  and  also  mentioned 
them  to  the  Watch  Committee.  The  result  was  that  he  (the 
President)  was  authorised  to  take  such  steps  as  he  thought 
fit  to  promote  the  passing  of  the  Bill  without  amendment. 
He  told  Lord  Hardwicke  his  views,  who  agreed  with  him,  and 
the  Lord  Chancellor  was  told  that  they  could  not  accept  his 
amendment,  with  the  result  that  the  Lord  Chancellor  made 
a  speech  which  he  hoped  everybody  throughout  the  country 
would  read,  in  which  he  abandoned  the  amendment. 

They  felt  that  the  clause  was  contrary  to  the  principle  of 
the  Bill,  which  only  affected  the  internal  arrangement  of 
the  Society.  From  the  first  they  had  come  to  the 
conclusion  to  consolidate  the  Society — to  first  give  everyone 
the  opportunity  of  having  a  seat  on  the  Council ;  and  then, 
having  obtained  that  increased  membership  they  expected, 
they  could  tackle  some  other  subjects  which  might  require 
to  be  dealt  with.  This  opinion  he  had  frequently  mentioned 
in  the  House  of  Commons,  and  pointed  out  the  non- 
contentious  nature  of  the  Bill,  and  on  that  ground 
they  had  got  it  passed;  therefore  he  felt  that  any  extraneous 
matter  brought  in  at  such  a  late  stage  required  very 
considerable  thought.  This  amendment,  as  it  stood,  pro- 
posed the  legalisation  of  limited  companies,  and  if  it  had 
become  law,  limited  companies  would  have  been  permitted 
to  practise  and  have  the  right  to  assume  the  titles  of  "  phar- 
maceutical chemist"  and  "chemist  and  druggist."  There 
was,  in  addition,  no  machinery  provided  to  ascertain  if 
limited  companies  were  really  under  the  management  of 
qualified  persons — a  very  important  point.  Another  objec- 
tion was  that  the  amendment  did  not  apply  to  Ireland, 
where  they  suffered  from  the  same  difficulty  as  here — 
even  worse,  he  was  assured — but  their  sympathy  was  with 
their  Irish  friends.  (Hear,  hear.)  He  hoped  in  due  course 
means  would  be  found  of  diminishing  the  evil  to  some  ex- 
tent, or  doing  away  with  it  altogether.  Continuing  his 
outline  of  the  course  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  the  President 
said  the  third  reading  took  place  on  July  21,  and  the  Lord 
Chancellor  made  his  very  important  speech.  The  Lord 
Chancellor  had  granted  him  an  interview  yesterday  ;  he  had 
had  a  very  pleasant  conversation,  but  it  was  not  right  to 
report  a  personal  interview,  as  he  might  say  words  his  Lord- 
ship had  not  meant  to  be  made  public.  He  might  say, 
however,  that  the  Lord  Chancellor  had  sympathy  with  their 
views,  and  held  that  the  matter  required  to  be  dealt  with  in  a 
practical  way — (hear,  hear) — and  advised  them  not  to  hasten 
matters  too  much :  better  have  a  practical  measure  than 
one  which  might  leave  them  in  a  worse  condition  than  they 
were  before.  They  might  rely  on  the  Lord  Chancellor,  he  felt 
sure,  to  help  them  later  on  if  they  could  give  him  any  prac- 
tical and  helpful  suggestions.    And  now  that  he  had

of  what  he  had  done  during  the  last  three  weeks,  and  the 
Pharmacy  Act  of  1898  was  law,  he  should  like  to  say  to 
those  outside  the  Society,  that  as  they  (the  Society)  had 
done  their  part— (hear,  hear)— by  opening  the  door  to  all 
who  have  the  statutory  qualification,  Come  in  and  work 
with  us  for  the  advancement  of  the  Society.  Most  earnestly 
he  asked  those  outside  to  consider  their  position  and  come 
in  and  work.  He  had  had  a  letter  congratulating  them 
and  saying  they  had  done  well,  but  the  writer  said  tbat 
before  joining  them  he  should  wait  to  see  what  the  Society 


'  were  going  to  do  next.  This  was  too  bad,  he  thought ; 
every  outsider  should  come  in  now  and  help  them  to  do  some- 
thing practical  for  the  advancement  of  our  position. 

Before  concluding  he  would  like  to  say  he  had  received  a 
budget  of  letters  of  congratulation,  but  could  not  personally 
reply  to  them  all,  and  hoped  the  writers  would  accept  his 
acknowledgments  from  the  chair  that  day.  The  letters  con- 
tained many  valuable  suggestions  which  would  be  duly  con- 
sidered by  the  Law  and  Parliamentary  Committee. 

Mr.  Hampson  said  he  would  like  to  express  his  great 
satisfaction  with  the  position  the  Society  held  that  day  Out- 
siders had  the  opportunity  of  becoming  insiders  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Society  and  the  public.  He  congratulated  the 
President  on  the  important  work  he  had  achieved.  When 
last  he  saw  the  President  he  was  afraid  that  the  excessive 
strain  was  detrimental  to  his  health — he  looked  tired  and 
worn ;  he  was  glad,  however,  to  see  him  in  his  usual  form. 
He  asked  all  to  believe  that  their  house  was  now  in  order,  and 
whether  it  was  to  be  strengthened  or  remain  as  before  de- 
pended on  the  outsiders.  He  invited  everybody  to  move  the 
future  of  pharmacy  in  this  country.  They  had  a  great  future, 
as  they  had  a  great  past ;  they  should  not  rest  until  they  were 
entrusted  by  the  State  with  the  dispensing  of  the  country,  to 
which  they  were  entitled.  Ireland  was  better  olf  in  that 
respect,  and  it  was  impossible  for  them  to  remain  as  they 
were  now.  On  the  store  question  he  thought  the  President 
and  the  committee  had  acted  rightly;  the  amendment  would 
have  legalised  the  position  of  limited  companies.  He  hoped 
that  before  long  it  would  be  necessary  to  call  on  the  trade 
to  support  some  measure  to  pur,  the  position  on  a  better  basis 
or  remove  the  grievance  altogether. 

Mr.  MAETINDALK  rose  to  congratulate  the  President  on 
his  success  in  carrying  the  Bill  through  Parliament  and 
through  all  its  difficulties.  They  should  be  thankful  for 
small  mercies — half  a  loaf  was  better  than  none.    He  had 

I  hoped  the  Lord  Chancellor's  remarks  would  have  resulted 
in  bringing  a  better  amendment  than  it  did.  He  was  pleased 
to  notice  they  had  got  an  acknowledgment  that  any  action 
on  the  companies  question  would  be  in  the  interests  of  the 
public,  and  not  merely  for  the  sake  of  a  trade  monopoly. 

I  They  were  in  a  different  position  to  the  medical  profession 
and  dentists  in  having  their  title  and  practice  protected. 
Chemists  hardly  knew  their  power;   the  way  they  had 

!  carried  the  Bill  taught  them  that  they  can  occupy  a 
better  position.  Coniinuing,  the  speaker  alluded  to  the 
midnight  watches  he  had  kept  with  their  hard-working 
President,  and  recalled  one  night  when  he  was  left  alone  as 
watch-dog  whilst  the  President  and  Secretary  were  out  at  a 
dinner.  (The  Pbesident:  "An  official  dinner.")  Mr. 
Martindale  was  going  on  to  say  that  their  thanks  were  due 
to  several  members  of  Parliament,  when  he  was  pulled  up 
sharply  by  Mr.  Caeteighe,  who  said  the  subject  would  be 
alluded  to  from  the  chair  later  on. 

Mr.  Bottle  said  he  could  not  help  expressing  his  good 
opinion  of  the  Piesident's  energy,  and  congratulated  him  on 
the  success  of  the  Bill.  He  had  noticed  that  one  of  the 
trade  journals  had  taunted  him  with  a  betrayal  of  trust,  but 
he  would  remark  that  it  would  have  been  a  betrayal  if  he 
had  accepted  the  amendment.  The  matter  wanted  a  great 
deal  of  thinking  out,  as  they  had  to  negotiate  large  interests. 

Mr.  Caeteighe  congratulated  the  President  on  having 
passed  one  Bill  and  killed  another  in  the  same  Session,  a 
thing  which  was  never  likely  to  occur  again  to  any  other 
President  of  their  Society.  He  felt  bound,  however,  to 
offer  a  word  of  caution.  They  talked  of  their  power,  but 
the  power  they  had  displayed  this  Session  in  killing  a 
Bill  had  been  a  process  of  opposition.  When,  however,  they 
came  on  the  thorny  question  of  companies  he  would  like  to 
know  who  had  given  them  warrant  for  considering  any 
regulations  of  companies.  He  could  not  recollect  that  any 
resolution  had  ever  been  passed  at  that  table.  The  answer 
they  would  get  would  be,  "  Put  companies  in  the  same  posi- 
tion as  trustees  in  your  own  Act."  He  did  not  know  how  to 
draft  a  clause  to  cover  this ;  perhaps  the  Lord  Chancellor 
did.  Asfarashewasaware.no  opinion  in  the  pharmaceu- 
tical world  had  been  expressed  that  modification  or  regula- 

|  tion  required  to  be  dealt  with.  It  might  come  to  it ;  they 
might  draft  clauses— or  the  Lord  Chancellor  might— but 

i  he  did  not  know  how  it  could  be  done.    No  such  measure 

(  could  be    carried    unless    it    had  the    support    of  the 

i  Government  at  its  back,  and  a  House  of  Lords  measure  need 
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not  necessarily  pass  the  House  of  Commons.  Ireland  would 
not  accept  any  regulation  of  the  practice  of  pharmacy  on 
a  company's  premises,  and  they  should  not.  People  want 
two  things :  they  want  to  do  what  they  like  with  their  own 
businesses  when  they  die,  but  do  not  like  a  company  to  do 
the  same  thing.  They  had  no  expression  of  opinion  to  go 
upon  which  would  have  justified  them  in  accepting  an 
amendment  of  the  amendment  which  the  Lord  Chancellor 
proposed.  That  would  have  been  a  betrayal  indeed,  and 
would  have  made  them  look  small  before  the  companies, 
whom  later  they  might  have  to  fight. 

Mr.  Atkins  entirely  agreed  with  Mr.  Carteighe.  He  had 
not  seen  the  paragraph  alluded  to,  as  his  copy  of  the  trade 
journal  had  gone  astray  through  some  fault  of  the  post,  he 
presumed.  Company  trading  was  a  most  wretched  subject 
and  they  would  have  one  of  the  biggest  battles  or  crusades 
in  fighting  it  that  had  ever  been  attempted.  It  would 
require  both  a  Bismarck  and  a  Moltke.  The  amendment 
would  have  wrecked  the  Bill,  and  have  been  disastrous. 
The  President's  success  had  been  not  luck,  but  gained  by 
sheer  hard  work  and  attention  to  details. 

The  President  said  he  would  like  to  say  he  was  much 
■obliged  for  the  kindly  references  to  himself,  but  he  did  not 
desire  to  take  the  credit  to  himself.  He  was  only  the  figure- 
head at  the  time  when  matters  were  ripe  for  legislation. 
The  support  he  bad  received  was  very  gratifying  to  him,  and 
he  bad  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  and  the  com- 
mittees for  the  help  they  had  given  him.  His  night's  rest 
had  often  been  interfered  with,  either  by  Mr.  Martindale 
calling  him  out  in  the  snow,  or  by  Mr.  Bremridge  calling 
and  asking  if  he  did  not  think  they  had  better  go  down  to 
t-he  House  that  night.  He  was  glad  Mr.  Carteighe  had  issued 
his  note  of  warning.  He  did  not  wish  to  utter  a  pajan  of 
triumph,  and  would  say  that  the  influence  they  could  exert 
would  only  be  used  when  parallel  with  the  public  benefit. 
He  quite  agreed  with  Mr.  Carteighe  that  this  subject  re- 
quired the  greatest  care  in  dealing  with,  and  he  hoped 
everyone  would  look  from  every  point  of  view  before  de- 
ciding what  was  best  to  be  done,  and  he  hoped  something 
would  be  done.  He  would  suggest  that  the  Law  and  Parlia- 
mentary Committee  be  asked  to  consider  the  formulation  of 
a  clause  dealing  with  company  trading,  or  at  least  be  asked 
to  consider  the  matter.  The  report  was  adopted,  after  which 
the  President  moved  that  a 

Vote  op  Thanks 

be  passed  by  the  Council  to  the  Hon.  W.  F.  D.  Smith,  Colonel 
Brookfield,  and  the  Earl  of  H  ardwicke,  for  their  much-appre- 
ciated services  in  promoting  the  passing  of  the  Bill  through 
the  Houses  of  Parliament.  Letters  had  been  already  sent  to 
them  as  well  as  to  others  who  had  assisted. 

Mr.  Newsholme,  in  seconding  the  motion,  suggested  that 
chemists  should  write  and  thank  their  individual  members 
i"or  their  services,  as  had  been  done  in  Sheffield.  It  would 
have  been  a  breach  of  faith  if  the  amendment  had  been 
accepted,  as,  having  told  members  of  Parliament  that  the 
measure  was  non-contentious,  they  could  not  introduce 
such  a  clause  into  it.    The  motion  was  carried. 

Mr.  Maetindale  suggested  that,  in  addition  to  these 
three,  thanks  should  be  given  to  Mr.  Boulnois  and  Dr. 
Farquharson.  He  would  like  to  add  that  theirs  was  a 
personal  occupation,  and  if  a  company  wishes  to  carry  on 
the  business  they  wanted  to  know  it  and  register  it.  The 

Library  and  Museum  Committee's 

report  was  then  read,  dealing  with  the  attendance  at  the 
library  and  museum  and  circulation  of  books.  In  regard  to 
the  specimens  from  the  Windward  Islands  which  the 
Colonial  Office  had  asked  them  to  examine,  a  reply  was  sent 
that  the  Society  thought  the  Imperial  Institute  would  under- 
take the  work.  The  Poor-Law  dispensers  were  advised  that 
the  Society  could  not  back  their  petition  to  the  County 
Council  and  suggested  that  Messrs.  Idiis  and  Robinson  be 
interviewed  on  the  matter. 
The  President  then  introduced  the  subject  of 

Alterations  in  the  By-laws, 

which  a  sub-committee  of  this  committee  had  been  consider- 
ing, and  had  prepared  a  draft  which  had  been  submitted  to 
the  committee,  and  by  them  presented  to  the  Council  to  be 


subjected  to  final  revision  and  also  for  approval  of  the 
Society's  solicitors.  The  revised  by-laws,  which  provided 
the  requisite  alterations  to  admit  the  present  associates  to 
membership  and  apprentices  to  student-ass  ociateship,  were 
taken  as  read,  and  the  report  adopted. 

The  President  said  all  the  Councillors  had  had  copies  of 
the  alterations  in  the  by-laws,  which  he  now  proposed  be 
read  a  first  time  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
charter.  He  would  like,  he  said,  to  call  their  attention  to  one 
or  two  points.  The  raison  d'etre  was,  of  course,  the  passing  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act  Amendment  Act.  He  had  hoped  that  these 
by-laws  might  have  received  the  Privy  Council's  approval 
before  the  autumn  recess,  but  owing  to  delays  in  passing 
the  Bill  it  did  not  become  a  statute  till  July  25,  which 
did  not  give  them  time  to  go  through  the  necessary 
formalities.  He  hoped  the  new  by-laws  would  be  read 
a  second  time  at  a  meeting  of  the  Council  towards  the 
end  of  September,  and  a  third  time  at  the  October  meeting. 
He  then  called  attention  to  some  of  the  clauses — viz.,  the 
transference  of  associates  en  masse  as  members  without  their 
having  to  make  specific  application,  the  suggested  abolition 
of  the  restoration  fine,  the  alterations  in  the  Council  elec- 
tions necessitated  by  the  Bill,  the  extension  of  time  for 
receiving  voting-papers,  the  extension  of  time  for  persons 
nominated  for  seats  on  the  Council  to  indicate  their  willing- 
ness or  otherwise  to  serve,  and  the  suggested  appointment 
of  examiners  in  November  instead  of  December,  which  at 
present  often  occasioned  inconvenience  by  the  shortness  of 
time  given. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Bolton  resigning  the  local 
secretaryship  for  Nottingham  on  account  of  ill-health.  Mr. 
Ross  Sargeant  was  appointed  in  his  place  for  the  remainder 
of  the  year.  On  the  report  of  the  Examining  Committee, 
Mr.  J.  E.  Scott  (Bootle)  and  Mr.  H.  Finnamore  (Seaford) 
were  elected 

Bell  Scholabs, 

and  Mr.  A.  W.  Rider  to  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical 
Association  Scholarship.  The  latter  was  given  permission  to 
pursue  his  studies  at  Owens  College,  Manchester. 

Mr.  Allen  said  he  was  glad  to  see  the  Bell  Scholarship 
so  keenly  contested,  but  thought  it  was  hardly  fair  that, 
while  the  classical  subjects  of  the  examination  were  well 
defined,  the  chemical,  pharmaceutical,  and  botanical  know- 
ledge were  vaguely  mentioned  as  elementary.  He  would 
suggest  that  a  better  definition  be  given,  such  as,  say,  that 
the  chemistry  required  was  to  be  based  on  the  chemical- 
tests  of  the  B.P. 

Mr.  Hampson  thought  the  suggestion  important,  but  said 
he  was  not  sure  that  that  would  not  make  it  a  more 
difficult  subject,  as  the  chemistry  of  the  B.P.  was  organic 
as  well  as  inorganic. 

Mr.  Carteighe  also  thought  that  Mr.  Allen's  suggestion 
was  wider  than  its  author  intended,  but  said  they  might  be 
able  to  narrow  it  down  if  it  came  before  them.  The 
report  of  the 

Council  Prize-competition 

recommended  that  the  Pereira  medal  be  awarded  to  Mr.  F 
A.  Upsher  Smith  and  the  silver  medal  to  Mr.  P.  E.  F 
PerrieoVs,  which  was  agreed  to.  The  examiners  were  also 
thanked.  The  new  Decimal  Association  wrote  in  reference 
to  the  revision  of  their  prospectus,  which  matter  was 
referred  to  the  Library  Committee. 
This  closed  the  public  business.

THE  following  letter  has  been  sent  to  the  Lord  Chancellor 
by  the  President   of   the   Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland : — 

{Copy)  Law  388/3375. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland, 

67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin, 
July  23,  1898. 

My  Lord, — I  write  to  voice  the  astonishment  and  indig- 
nation of  the  pharmaceutical  chemists  of  Ireland  at  the 
treatment  their  petition  to  the  Parliament  of  the  country  has 
received. 

We  have  asked  for  bread,  and  you  have  tried  to  put  a 
millstone  round  our  necks.  We  claim  to  have  the  same 
treatment  as  the  medical  profession,  to  be  dealt  with  in  the 
same  manner,  and  in  the  same  clause.  Wc  are  the  necessary 
auxiliaries  of  that  profession,  and  have  qualified  for  our 
position  by  education  and  examination  as  required  by  law. 

If  a  number  of  persons  seek  to  obtain  the  legal  rights  of 
any  other  body  they  have  to  go  through  the  process  of 
obtaining  a  special  Act  of  Parliament  for  the  purpose  ;  and 
the  words  "lawful  purpose  "  in  the  Companies  Acts  clearly 
indicate  that  the  purposes  for  which  persons  may  incorporate 
themselves  at  pleasure,  without  going  to  Parliament,  were 
such  as  the  individual  may  do  without  appf  aling  to  Parlia- 
ment, and  which  do  not  over-ride  Ac's  of  Parliament. 

In  Ireland,  since  1791,  it  has  been  illegal  for  any  person  to 
"  keep  open  shop"  for  the  compounding  of  medicines  unless 
such  person  was  registered  and  legally  qualified  by  education 
and  examination,  and  in  1875  this  Society  was  incorporated 
by  special  Act  of  Parliament  to  over-ride  this  right  of  the 
apothecaries  of  Ireland. 

And  we  respectfully  urge  that  the  Companies  Acts  give  no 
authority  or  right  to  over-ride  either  the  Apothecaries  Act  or 
the  Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland),  1875.

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CHARLES   AUSTIN  BA.TE3,  a  clever  American  adver- 
tisement-adviser, contributes  to  Printers'  In/:  his  views 
as  to  how  a  drug-store  should  be  advertised.    He  says  : — 

The  most  profitable  advertising  a  drug-store  can  do  is  done 
iDside  the  store. 

Newspaper  and  other  printed  advertising  can  bring 
customers  to  your  store  once,  but  it  can't  make  them  come 
again ;  and  customers  who  never  come  back  might  just 
about  as  well  have  stayed  away  altogether. 

The  most  successful  druggist  is  not  necessarily  the  man 
who  does  the  best  newspaper  advertising ;  but  he  is  neces- 
sarily the  man  who  does  the  best  inside  advertising.  The 
man  whose  store  makes  the  right  sort  of  impression  is  the 
man  who  succeeds.  The  man  who  makes  the  customer  want 
to  come  again  is  the  man  who  wins. 

Too  many  druggists  seem  to  think  they  have  done  their 
duty  by  their  show-windows  if  they  give  them  the  usual 
number  of  the  traditional  red  and  green  headlights.  Bat 
that  is  a  mistake.  A  druggist's  windows  should  always  be 
tastefully  trimmed,  and  the  trim  should  be  changed  often. 
This  takes  a  good  deal  of  time  and  thought,  but  it's  well 
worth  it.  Trusses  and  hot-water  bottles  do  not  possess  that 
ornamental  value  which  some  druggists  seem  to  give  them 
credit  for,  but  in  every  drug-stock  there  are  many  things 
that  may  be  advantageously  used  as  window-decorations. 

Soaps,  perfumeries,  cosmetics,  and  similar  toilet-articles 
make  extremely  attractive  displays,  if  well  handled.  Care 
should  be  taken  not  to  have  too  many  different  kinds  of 
articles  in  the  same  window.  Indeed,  it  is  far  better  to  have 
but  one.  Above  all,  the  windows  should  be  kept  scrupu- 
lously clean,  inside  arid  out.  There  must  never  be  a  particle 
of  dust  nor  a  solitary  fly. 

The  same  religious  cleanliness  must  always  obtain  all 
through  the  store.  Everything  must  be  kept  shining  and 
sparkling.  Screen  doors  and  windows  must  be  provided  to 
keep  out  the  flies.  The  showcases  must  be  equally  clean, 
of  course,  inside  and  out.  Their  contents  must  be  tastefully 
arranged.  Keep  them  clear  of  litter.  Don't  cover  them  with 
sample-cards  of  remedies  for  toothache  and  corns.  There's 
no  more  reason  for  thrusting  such  things  at  the  public  than 
there  is  for  urging  them,  by  implication,  to  buy  rubber 
nipples  or  blue  ointment. 

Don't  be  afraid  to  spend  a  little  more  money  than  poor 
things  cost.  Get  the  best ;  the  difference  in  cost  is  slight. 
I  mean  such  things  as  bottles,  corks,  caps,  envelopes,  and 
cartons.  Every  package  that  goes  out  of  your  store  should 
be  a  model  of  neatness  and  good  taste,  not  to  say  elegance. 
These  so-considered  trifles  are  among  the  very  best  adver- 
tisements your  business  can  have.  The  packages  that 
come  from  some  drug-stores  I  know  of  have  an  air  of 
aristocratic  exclusiveness,  of  unmistakable  top-notchness, 
that  cannot  fail  to  impress  the  most  critical  and  callous  man 
in  town. 

Make  no  mistake  about  it,  people  note  such  things  and 
remember  them. 

While  it  is  unavoidable,  in  the  case  of  a  small  store  and  a 
small  business,  no  drug-store  ought  to  be  left  in  charge  of 
but  one  man.  Nothing  is  more  depressing  than  to  go  into  a 
drug-store  and  see  no  one  behind  the  counters.  The 
druggist  is  behind  his  prescription-counter.  Two  or  three 
people  are  sitting  around  waiting,  just  alout  as  cheerfully  as 
if  they  were  momentarily  expecting  execution.  You  feel  as 
if  you  ought  to  apologise  for  intruding.  You  don't  want  to 
stay  and  you  don't  want  to  go  away. 

If  there  were  only  somebody  there  to  whom  you  could  tell 
what  you  came  for  you  would  feel  better,  even  if  you  had  to 
wait  your  turn.  A  boy  could  do  that,  and  give  you  some 
kind  of  an  idea  as  to  the  length  of  time  you  would  have  to 
wait,  and  boys  don't  cost  much. 

The  impression  your  store  makes  upon  the  public  depends 
very  largely  upon  the  way  you  treat  people.  Of  course 
loafers  should  be  discouraged — insulted  if  necessary.  But 
serious-minded  people  who  come  in  on  business  must  be 
treated  with  a  judicious  mixture  of  deference  and  cordiality. 
The  familiar  shoulder-slapping  man  is  a  nuisance  and  an  ass, 
but  the  frozen  automaton  who  stands  and  glares  at  you 


without  speaking  until  you  meekly  stammer  forth  your 
wants  would  never  sell  so  much  as  a  single  quinine-pill  if  I 
had  my  way. 

You  can  be  pleasant  without  being  unduly  familiar.  You 
can  unbend  and  come  down  to  earth  without  sacrificing  a  jot 
j  of  your  manly  dignity. 

Treat  everybody  alike.  The  child  who  wants  a  stick  of 
liquorice,  the  girl  who  wants  a  postage-stamp,  and  the  old 
lady  who  wants  to  know  what  time  the  4  30  train  leaves 
are  entitled  to  the  same  courteous  treatment  accorded  to  the 
mayor  of  the  town. 

Children  all  have  money  to  spend — or  will  have  when  they 
grow  up.  You  want  that  money.  In  fact,  you've  got  to  have 
it.  They  don't  have  to  have  your  goods;  they  can  go  else- 
where.   But  you  do  have  to  have  their  money. 

Hence  your  constant  effort  and  study  must  be  to  send 
everybody  away  from  your  store  feeling  that  they  want  to 
come  again.  You  must  make  them  feel  that  you  deserve 
their  trade;  that  you'll  always  be  glad  to  see  them  and 
always  on  hand  to  welcome  them. 

The  human  animal  is  a  grateful  animal.  He  appreciates 
proper  treatment.  He  remembers  the  man  who  made 
|  effort  to  please  him.  And  he'll  willingly  walk  a  block  or 
two  out  of  his  way  to  patronise  that  man  again.  He'll  be 
glad  to  get  into  the  habit  of  giving  that  man  his  steady 
patronage.  He'll  be  glad  to  recommend  him  to  his 
friends. 

Give  people  credit  for  knowing  what  they  want.  Offer 
advice  when  it  is  asked,  and  not  before.  When  a  customer 
asks  for  Hobson's  liniment,  and  you  haven't  got  it,  say  so,  and 
then  wait  to  see  what  happens  next.  If  the  customer  asks 
you  what  kind  of  liniment  you  have  got,  tell  him.  Or,  if  he 
hesitates,  and  acts  undecided,  tell  him  that  you  have 
Dobson's  and  Blobson's.  There's  no  harm  in  that.  If  he 
asks  your  opinion  as  to  their  merits,  give  it  to  him,  frankly 
and  honestly. 

But  when  asked  for  something  you  haven't  got,  don't  jump 
into  the  situation  with  the  "just  as  good''  article.  That 
gives  people  who  have  brains  in  their  heads  the  impression 
that  very  probably  it  isn't  as  good ;  that  you  handle  it  for 
the  reason  that  there's  more  money  in  it  for  you.  If  they 
buy  your  "just  as  good"  article,  they  do  it  under  protest. 
They  have  a  feeling  that  it  isn't  what  they  need.  They 
almost  hope  it  won't  do  them  any  good,  so  that  they  can 
lay  the  failure  up  against  you.  And  that's  precisely  what 
they'll  do — blame  you  and  not  the  medicine. 

You've  probably  heard  a  great  deal  about  the  evils  of  sub- 
stitution, but  this  is  the  one  great  overshadowing  evil  of  that 
practice — the  injury  it  does  to  your  business  through 
impairing  the  confidence  of  your  customers. 

The  fact  that  the  substituted  article  is  actually  just  as 
good  has  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  case.  Give 
people  what  they  call  for ;  they  are  supposed  to  know  what 
they  want.  If  they  get  something  else,  make  them  feel  that 
1  they  bought  it  because  they  concluded  they  wanted  it,  not 
because  you  wanted  them  to  take  it. 

Another  thing :  Let  it  be  clearly  understood  that  you 
stand  behind  everything  that  goes  out  of  your  store — that 
what  you  say  goes.  Let  it  be  known  by  everybody  within 
reach  that  yours  is  a  thoroughly  dependable  store.  Make 
[  everybody  feel  that  when  they  buy  anything  of  you  it  will 
turn  out  precisely  as  you  told  them  it  would. 

And  if  there  is  anything  wrong  with  it  they  can  get  their 
money  back  in  a  minute. 

This  is  the  way  solid,  substantial  businesses  are  built  up. 


Fond  op  Cayenne.— One  of  the  minor  trials  from  which 
pharmacists  suffer  in  South  Africa  arises  from  the  depreda- 
tions of  a  little  insect  scientifically  known  as  Sitodrejja 
panicea.  It  is  sometimes  referred  to  the  genus  Anohhun, 
and  belongs  to  the  Plenidce,  a  family  composed  of  small 
insects,  most  of  whom  subsist  upon  dead  animal  and 
vegetable  matter.  This  parasite  is  remarkable  for  feeding 
upon  a  great  number  of  substances  greatly  differing  in 
character,  and  in  consequence  has  received  a  number  of 
common  names,  chief  among  which  are  "  leather-beetle " 
and  "  paste-beetle."  It  is  a  common  pest  in  chemists'  shops, 
where  it  feeds  on  dried  drugs,  including  many  of  the  most 
bitter  and  pungent  nature.  Cayenne  pepper  ha3  more  than 
once  been  reported  to  be  infested  by  it. 
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Radiography  and  the  X  Bays.  Bv  S.  R.  Bottospe.  Pp.  172. 
47  Illust.  '7  x  4|.    London,  1898  :  Whittaker  &  Co.  3*. 

Tins  is  a  plainly- written  guide  to  radiography,  with  not 
too  much  theory  about  it.  There  are  very  full  directions 
for  making  induction-coils,  which  would-be  radiographers 
with  time  on  their  hands  could  easily  follow.  The  making 
of  fluorescent  screens  is  also  amply  treated,  including  the 
preparation  of  barium  platinocyanide,  calcium  tungstate, 
and  uranium  fluoride,  which  we  do  not  remember  to  have 
seen  touched  upon  in  any  similar  book.  We  notice  a  curious 
recommendation  to  obtain  an  ounce  of  calcium  tungstate 
from  a  "  respectable  manufacturing  chemist."  We  are  left 
to  wonder  what  manufacturing  house  it  is  that  deals  in 
ounces  of  such  an  inexpensive  substance. 

The  Pocket  Formulary  for  the  Treatment  of  Diseases  in 
Children.  By  Ludwig  Fbetbergek,  M.D.  (Vienna), 
M.R.C.P.L.,  &c.  London:  The  Rebman  Publishing 
Company  (Limited). 

This  pocket-book  gives  under  the  names  of  each  medicine 
and  its  preparations  the  "  properties,"  "use,"  "  therapeutics," 
"dose"  (particularly  well  done),  and  "  incompatibles." 
Then  follow  typical  prescriptions  and  occasionally  notes  on 
"  correction  of  taste  "  and  antidotes.  The  appendix  includes 
a  "  therapeutic  index,"  which  makes  it  complete.  Doses  are 
expressed  in  Imperial  and  metric  terms.  The  book  is 
thoroughly  practical,  and  deals  with  a  subject  in  which 
medical  men  always  at  the  outset  of  their  career  need  a  deal 
of  coaching.  Dr.  Freyberger,  one  of  the  leading  physicians 
in  the  London  German  colony,  gives  them  just  what  they 
want.  We  find  it  difficult  to  forgive  him  for  saying  that 
"Malti  extractum"  is  "commonly  known  as  maltin,"  but 
balance  the  account  by  quoting  a  few  of  his  prescriptions : — ■

Barnet  Booh  of  Photography :  A  Collection  of  Practical 
Articles.  5|  x  8|.  Pp.  287.  Illustrated,  is.  (Elliott 
&  Son,  Barnet.) 

This  book  is  a  collection  of  articles  on  various  photo- 
graphic matters  by  masters  of  the  different  branches  of  the 
art,  and  is  not  intended  solely  as  an  instruction-book  for 
raw  amateurs,  as  the  majority  of  books  of  this  class  are,  but 
is  equally  useful  to  those  who  know  the  subject.  Captain 
Abney  discourses  on  "Alpine  Photography,"  Mr.  Bothamley 
on  "Negative-making,"  Mr.  Chapman- Jones  on  "Lenses," 
Mr.  Horsley  Hinton  gives  his  ideas  on  "  Pictorial  Photo- 
graphy "  and  an  instructive  article  on  "  Platinotype  Print- 
ing."   Altogether  there  are  fifteen  of  these  monograph*. 

The  book  is  well  printed  on  good  paper,  and  is  the 


cheapest  shillingsworth  in  photographic  books  we  have  ever 
seen.

,  paratus  is  advised,  and  an  amateurdoes  not  begin  with  the  bias 
he  often  acquires  after  a  study  of  some  existing  text- books.

Almond.— On  July  26,  at  Ardsley,  Mr.  T.  Gifford  Almond, 
chemical  analyst.  Aged  24.  Deceased  was  found  dead  in 
his  laboratory,  and  death  was  certified  to  be  due  to  heart- 
disease. 

Bbumleu.— On  July  27,  at  Buenos  Ayres,  Mr.  Frederick 
Brumleu,  formerly  head  partner  of  the  firm  of  Charles

was  made,  and  he  was  found  lying  dead.  At  the  inquest, 
which  was  held  on  August  1,  Dr.  Mullin,  who  was  called  in, 
attributed  the  death  to  disease  of  the  heart,  and  the  jury 
returned  a  verdict  accordingly. 

De  Vry— Dr.  Johan  Eliza  de  Vry,  the  famous  Dutch 
pharmacist  and  quinologist,  died  at  The  Hague  on  July  30, 
in  his  86th  year.  He  was  born  on  January  31,  1813,  at  Rot- 
terdam, where  his  father  had  a  pharmacy.  Young  De  Vry 
was  brought  up  to  his  father's  profession,  and  devoted  him- 
self with  characteristic  energy  to  the  necessary  studies. 
When  he  was  19  years  of  age  his  father  died,  leaving  him  the 
eldest  of  ten  children,  who,  with  the  widowed  mother,  were 
mainly  dependent  on  the  pharmacy  for  their  living.  By 
special  royal  dispensation  young  De  Vry  was  authorised  to 
submit  himself  for  the  qualifying  examination,  though  he 
had  not  attained  the  minimum  legal  age.  He  passed  his  ex- 
aminations and  carried  on  the  pharmacy  for  eighteen  years. 


Meanwhile  he  devoted  himself  largely  to  scientific  work. 
His  first  appearance  in  the  literary  world  was  with  a  Dutch 
translation  uf  Heinrich  Rose's  "  Handbook  of  Analytical  Chem- 
istry," which  was  at  that  time  a  famous  text-book.  This  work 
brought  him  into  direct  correspondence  with  many  of  the 
leading  chemists  of  the  day,  among  these  being  Pelletier, 
for  whom  Dr.  de  Vry  always  entertained  the  utmost  rever- 
ence. It  was  through  Pelletier's  influence  that  his  attention 
was  especially  directed  to  quinine  and  the  cinchona  alka- 
loids generally,  concerning  which  he  was  to  become  one  of 
the  chief  living  authorities.  De  Vry  took  the  degree  of 
Ph.D.  at  Leyden  University  in  1838,  and  was  subsequently 
appointed  teacher  of  chemistry  and  pharmacy  in  the  Medico- 
Pharmaceutical  College  of  his  native  city.  In  1850  Dr.  de 
Vry  sold  his  pharmacy  and  devoted  himself  to  scientific- 
woik  exclusively.    At  that  period  he  published  an  immense 


number  of  papers  on  pharmaceutical  subjects,  nitro-glycerin, 
morphia,  red  phosphorus,  cherry-laurel  water,  and  about  cin- 
chona, occupying  his  attention.  In  1856  he  was  elected  an 
honorary  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain,  and  in  1857  he  went  to  Java  on  a  commission  by  the 
Dutch  Government  as  Inspector  of  Chemical  Investigation. 
He  stayed  in  Java  six  years,  and  it  is  universally  admitted 
that  his  labours  materially  assisted  in  the  development  of  the 
cinchona-industry  there.  After  finishing  his  labours  in  the 
island  Dr.  de  Vry  visited  India  and  gave  much  assistance  tc- 
the  Indian  Government  in  regard  to  the  cultivation  of  cin- 
chona and  the  extraction  of  the  alkaloids  there.  For  his 
services  in  this  direction  he  was  rewarded  by  the  Queen  of 
England  with  the  CLE.  in  1880.  In  1895  he  was  awarded 
the  Hanburygold  medal  given  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain,  and  only  a  few  weeks  before  his  death  the 
University  of  Utrecht  bestowed  upon  him  the  honorary  degree 
of  M.  D.  Dr.  de  Vry  was  at  one  time  a  frequent  visitor  to  London, 
Paris,  and  other  cities.  He  was  such  a  frequent  traveller 
that  his  friend  Professor  Graham  once  dubbed  him  "  the 
FlyiDg  Dutchman."  His  last  visit  to  England  was  in  1893, 
when  he  had  passed  his  80th  birthday.

Bbitorial  Comments- 


Companies  and  the  Council. 

Several  members  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  object  to  the  expression  used  by  us  in  an  article  on 
"  The  Company  Clause "  last  week,  describing  the  pressure 
admittedly  brought  on  the  Lord  Chancellor  to  induce  him  to 
withdraw  his  amendment  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill  as  a 
"betrayal."  We  are  not  wedded  to  words,  and  will  not 
insist  on  this  one.  It  perhaps  conveys  the  idea  that  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  consciously  and  in- 
tentionally did  a  wrong  to  pharmacy,  and  that  was  certainly 
not  in  our  minds.  We  are  quite  willing  to  believe — more  than 
that,  we  are  certain — that  the  gentlemen  who  persuaded  the 
Lord  Chancellor  to  abandon  for  the  time  his  attempt  to  put 
pharmacy  on  a  more  logical  legal  footing  were  actuated  by 
the  best  of  motives.  They  honestly  believed  that  their 
scheme  for  calling  associates  members,  and  apprentices 
student-associates,  was  of  such  importance  that  it  would  be 
unwise  to  risk  it  by  the  introduction  of  a  controversial  clause 
which  might  wreck  it.  We  do  not  agree  with  this  view,  and 
we  confess  that  we  cannot  trace  the  mental  processes  which 
lead  to  it ;  but  we  unreservedly  accept  the  fact  that  it  is  held 
in  good  faith  and  sincerity. 

So  let  us  drop  the  word  and  the  idea  of  betrayal ;  all  the 
same,  let  there  be  no  mistake  about  the  facts.  The  Presi- 
dent of  the  Society  says  he  has  been  in  communication  with 
the  Lord  Chancellor  since  the  new  Pharmacy  Act  was 
passed.  We  want  him  to  go  forward  with  his  negotiations 
in  that  quarter  with  the  utmost  confidence  that  if  he  means 
business  he  has  the  trade  at  his  back. 

But  here  are  the  facts.  The  judgment  of  the  House  of 
Lords,  establishing  the  contention  that  the  15th  section  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act  did  not  apply  to  companies,  was  given  on 
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July  20,  1880 — eighteen  years  ago.  From  that  day  to  this 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  have  done  nothing 
to  remedy  the  acknowledged  evil.  They  have  brought  five 
Bills  before  Parliament,  but  in  none  of  them  has  company- 
pharmacy  been  dealt  with  in  any  form.  That  is  not  all. 
When  Mr.  Carteighe,  then  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  framed  his  comprehensive  Bill  in  1894,  and 
travelled  from  town  to  town  to  point  out  its  beauties,  he 
was  frequently  met  with  the  criticism  that  the  most  im- 
portant reform  of  all  was  not  attempted.  And  with  a 
pertinacity  which  might  have  been  successful  in  the  other 
direction,  Mr.  Carteighe  refused  point-blank  to  load  his  Bill 
with  any  company  clause. 

The  same  thing  happened  "this  year,  only  Mr.  Hills  was 
rather  more  sympathetic.  His  constituents  were  at  first 
disposed  to  be  a  little  fractious,  and  a  few  of  them  were 
impatient  enough  to  think  something  about  companies 
might  have  been  added.  But  they  were  put  off  with  the 
assurance  that  the  Bill  was  one  to  consolidate  the  trade, 
and,  that  accomplished,  the  Society  would  go  forth  to  the 
company  war  in  all  its  might.  When  we  ventured  to 
describe  the  Bill  as  merely  a  guinea-catcher  we  were 
solemnly  rebuked,  and  suggestions  of  what  was  to  be  done 
subsequently  were  repeated  and  cheered.  But  when  the 
chance  of  doing  these  great  things  came  unexpectedly,  when 
our  two  great  law  lords  voluntarily  offered  their  assistance, 
it  was  declined  for  the  present  on  the  flimsy  plea  that  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  was  introduced  as  a  non-contentious  measure, 
and  that  would  be  a  breach  of  faith  to  incorporate  any- 
thing in  it  which  some  members  of  Parliament  might  not 
approve  of.  That  argument,  at  any  rate,  is  valueless.  Every 
M.P.  would  like  his  Bill  to  be  a  non-contentious  one,  and  he 
wonders  extremely  why  it  is  not.  This  one  certainly  was 
not  of  that  character,  as  witness  the  amendments  to  it 
which  were  proposed.  In  any  case  there  is  no  breach  of 
faith,  or  anything  like  it,  if  a  member  of  either  House  pro- 
poses an  addition  to  a  public  Bill. 

There  is  one  more  piece  of  evidence.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  have  this  year  forced  the  grievance  to 
the  front,  and  they  have  done  this  so  effectively  that  they 
have  secured  formal  resolutions  of  support  from  the  General 
Medical  Council,  from  the  British  Medical  Association,  and 
from  the  British  Dentists'  Association.  Nothing  of  the  sort 
from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain. 

This  is  a  mere  outline  of  facts.  We  could  have  filled  it 
in  with  a  great  deal  of  detail  had  we  wished  to  do  so.  But 
what  we  have  given  justifies  us  in  asking  whether  the 
Council  and  the  Society  are  sincere  or  not  in  their  professed 
desire  to  put  an  end  to  this  system  of  qualification  by 
company  registration.  Eighteen  years  of  inaction,  oppor- 
tunity after  opportunity  thrown  away,  and  the  best  chance 
of  stripping  for  a  fight  that  will  ever  be  presentsd  de- 
liberately abandoned.  What  are  we  to  understand .'  Do 
chemists  merely  nurse  their  grievance  as  a  good  topic  for  an 
afoer-dinner  speech  or  an  inaugural  address,  or  are  they 
eager  to  risk  a  little  to  get  the  definite  decision  of  the 
Legislature  ?  If  the  latter,  let  them  insist  on  some  definite 
action  on  the  part  of  their  leisurely  leaders. 


Exponents  of  Success. 

Sixteen  successful  men  of  business  have  given  advice  to 
young  men,  through  the  Young  Man,  on  the  subject  of 
"  How  to  Succeed  in  Business."  It  is  "  a  difficult  subject  to 
write  upon,"  says  Mr.  Walter  Hazell,  M.P.  That  seems  to  us 
the  one  original  remark  in  the  whole  series.  We  never  knew 
any  man  before  who  found  the  slightest  difficulty  in  offering 
advice  on  this  topic.    Men  who  have  failed,  just  as  much  as 


men  who  have  succeeded  ;  men  who  have  done  neither;  and 
young  men  who  have  not  yet  entered  the  fray  have  all  got 
an  essay  on  "  How  to  Succeed  in  Business  "  up  their  sleeves. 
And,  what  is  more,  any  one  of  these  would  have  written  very 
much  the  same  sort  of  little  sermon  as  any  one  of  the 
sixteen  have  written. 

"  Work  hard,  and  take  an  interest  in  your  work,"  says 
Alderman  Treloar  ;  "By  taking  as  much  interest  in  his  work 
as  he  does  in  his  pleasures,"  says  Sir  George  Ncwnes ; 
"  Take  an  intelligent  interest  in  their  duties,"  says  Sir 
Thomas  Lipton ;  "  When  you  have  decided  what  business 
interests  you,  stick  to  it  like  a  limpet,"  writes  Mr.  C.  Arthur 
Pearson. 

Very  true,  and  quite  the  right  thing  to  say  in  such  notes  ; 
but  we  seem  to  have  heard  something  like  it  before.  Now 
turn  to  character.  That  we  trust  a  trustworthy  man  seems 
not  to  need  proving ;  but  it  would  have  been  impossible 
for  our  sixteen  mentors  to  avoid  this  item,  or  even  to  take 
it  for  granted.  This  is  Mr.  John  Morgan  Richards'.-) 
advice : — 

I  should  say  that  remarkable  genius,  endowment,  or  "good 
luck,"  have  very  little  to  do  with  it,  but  that  great  industry,  close, 
application,  punctuality,  honesty,  indomitable  perseverance,  and 
what  the  author  of  "John  Halifax,  Gentleman"  called  being 
"  dependable,"  would  make  for  success  always.  I  can  most  cer- 
tainly say  that  in  my  experience,  and  observation  I  have  not 
known  these  qualities  to  fail,  and  that  those  who  are  called 
successful  possess  them. 

Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris,  L.C.C  ,  offers  three  maxims,  unim- 
peachable in  their  quality.    He  writes  : — 

In  my  opinion,  success  in  business  is  dependent  on  three 
tilings  : — (1)  Spend  less  than  you  earn.  (2)  Take  care  that  your 
business  is  done  in  the  best  and  most  honest  manner  in  every 
detail.  (3)  Let  your  principal  desire  be  to  work  your  business 
well,  and  in  such  a  way  as  to  be  beneficial  to  yourself  and  those 
who  are  dependent  on  you,  or  to  those  who  have  claims  upon  you, 
and  to  the  community. 

Mr.  J.  S.  Fry  believes  that  success  in  life  depands  more 
upon  character  and  industry  than  upon  great  natural  ability 
or  talent.  "  I  lay  great  stress  on  reliability,"  he  says.  Alder- 
man Evan  Spicer  advises,  "  Go  straight,  help  others,  and  aim 
at  being  the  Christian  gentleman."  Sir  William  Dunn 
recommends  "  Punctuality,  steadiness,  reliability,  and  strict 
attention  to  detail";  but  he  shrewdly  adds,  "In  addition  to 
these  a  knowledge  of  human  character  is  indispensable. 
You  must  know  whom  to  trust  and  whom  to  guard 
against." 

The  caution  is  an]  important  one  ;  these  counsels  of  per- 
fection require  some  qualification.  Kind  hearts  and  simple 
faith  are  not  certain  to  win  wealth.  So  true  is  this  that 
some  of  the  less  saDguine  of  the  sixteen  try  to  "hedge"  a 
bit,  as  Sir  William  Dunn  does  in  tli 3  sentence  we  have 
quoted,  and  as  Mr.  Hazell  does  when  he  points  out  that,  after 
all,  if  his  advice  does  not  ensure  the  golden  harvest  which  he 
suggests,  "  the  humble  home  and  the  small  income  are 
success  indeed  if  they  are  chosen  instead  of  dishonourable 
roads  to  an  enormous  fortune." 

But  Sir  Thomas  Lipton  has  no  misgiving  of  this  sort.  He 
assures  young  men  that  if  they  "start  with  a  definite  object 
in  view,  determine  to  work  hard,  take  an  intelligent  interest 
in  their  duties,  do  not  make  too  much  of  a  bargain  about 
long  hours,  and  do  to  others  as  they  would  like  to  be  done 
by,  they  are  bound  to  have  success." 

Mr.  Alderman  Treloar,  Sir  Richard  Tangye,  and  Sir  William 
Dunn  argue  that  close  attention  to  detail  is  an  essential  to 
success.  Attention  to  detail  is  an  important  characteristic, 
but  many  very  successful  men  are  quite  incapable  of  it.  The 
late  Mr.  S.  M.  Burroughs,  to  take  an  example  from  the 
medicine-trade,  was  a  notable  example.  He  had|  an  active 
brain,  a  keen  interest  in  his  business,  was  absolutely  trust- 
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worthy,  and  generous  to  all  about  him — that  is  to  say,  he  had 
all  the  other  qualities  which  our  sixteen  consultants  recom- 
mend. But  none  of  his  friends  would  ever  charge  him  with 
close  attention  to  detail.  Mr.  Hooley,  who,  whatever  he  is 
now,  did  make  a  great  success,  has  told  the  Bankruptcy 
Court  that  it  was  "  the  front  page  of  the  prospectus"  that  he 
concerned  himself  about.  He  never  verified  the  accounts  of 
the  businesses  he  bought  —  he  left  such  details  to 
subordinates. 

Mr.  Morgan  Richards  thinks  "good  luck"ha3  very  little 
to  do  with  success.  In  a  sense  that  may  be  true,  but  it  is 
certainly  not  true  in  the  ordinary  sense  in  which  the  phrase 
is  used.  Here  is  Mr.  C  A.  Pearson,  for  instance,  who  tells 
us  that  when  he  was  18  he  very  nearly  became  a  bank  clerk, 
and  is  coLvinced  that  as  such  he  would  have  been  a  dismal 
failure.  It  may  be  said  that  Mr.  Pearson  bad  energy  enough 
to  fight  his  way  from  an  unsuitable  to  a  congenial  occupa- 
tion, but  it  remains  a  fact  that  the  environing  circumstances 
are  important  factors  in  determining  either  success  or  failure. 
The  lords,  for  instance,  who  were  reckoned  to  be  worth 
25  COO/  to  Mr.  Hooley  for  the  front  page  of  his  prospectuses 
owed  their  pecuniary  value  to  the  luck  of  their  birth  far 
more  than  to  their  faculty  for  mastering  details,  or  even  to 
their  high-toned  integrity.  Moreover,  except  on  the  theory 
of  what  we  commonly  call  "  good  luck,"  how  can  we 
account  for  the  fact — for  fact  it  is— that  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  men  as  punctual,  trustworthy,  attentive  to 
detail,  and  interested  in  their  work  as  some  of  those  who  get 
knighted  never  get  beyond  the  humble  home  and  modest 
income,  and  never  achieve  what  the  Young  Man  means  by 
success  ? 

A  few  pages  further  on  in  this  same  magazine,  in  another 
article,  we  find  a  curious  commentary  on  the  gospel  of  success 
preached  in  this  symposium.  The  writer  says: — "Very  few 
great  fortunes  in  modern  times  have  been  made  without 

some  degree  of  injustice  to  others.    It  has  been  said  no 

doubt  it  is  an  exaggeration— that  there  is  not  an  American 
millionaire  who  does  not  deserve  hanging."  The  struggle 
for  success  is  a  natural,  and  on  the  whole  a  healthy,  instinct. 
But  it  involves  a  good  deal  of  suffering,  and,  after  all,  the 
men  who  achieve  success  in  the  greatest  degree  are  not 
always  the  men  who  do  the  most  service  to  mankind.  We 
have  no  desire  to  depreciate  the  advice  which  the  sixteen 
successful  men  have  given  ns,  but  we  should  read  with  more 
interest  and,  we  think,  with  more  profit  lessons  from  the 
experience  of  sixteen  other  men  who  have  failed,  and  who 
could  give  us  a  true  account  of  the  reasons  for  their  failure. 


Sewage=f  iltration. 

Dr.  Clowes,  chemist  to  the  London  County  Council,  has 
just  published  a  report  on  "The  Bacteriological  Examination 
of  Sewage."  In  February  last  Dr.  Houston  was  appointed 
as  bacteriologist  to  co-operate  with  Dr.  Clowes,  and  these 
.two  investigators  have  since  done  useful  work  on  some  of 
the  problems  of  sewage- filtration.  The  County  Council 
have  agreed  to  undertake  experimental  work  on  the  treat- 
ment of  crude  sewage  by  filtration  through  coke,  and  it  was 
whilst  the  new  filter-beds  were  being  prepared  that  advantage 
was  taken  of  the  unavoidable  delay  in  constructing  them  to 
investigate  the  condition  of  the  sewage  before  filtration. 
The  new  coke  filters  are  especially  designed  to  effect  the 
biological  purification  of  sewage,  and  hence  to  ascertain  the 
condition  of  the  fluid  before  filtration  was  a  necessary 
operation  to  enable  a  comparison  to  be  made.  The  microbes 
in  sewage  being  so  numerous,  the  first  step  was  to  dilute 
the  liquid  with  a  large  quantity  of  sterile  water  in  order  to 
render  their  enumeration  and  study  possible.    The  two 


most  convenient  dilutions  were  1  in  10  and  1  in  10,000. 
Gelatin  plates  were  used  for  estimating  the  number  of 
bacteria,  as,  although  the  rapid  liquefaction  of  the  gelatin 
is  a  disadvantage,  the  counting  is  quite  accurately  done  if 
the  sewage  is  suitably  diluted,  and  by  daily  observations 
the  proper  time  for  counting  determined.  The  number  of 
liquefying  bacteria  was  also  determined.  These  can  be 
judged  to  some  extent  by  observation  of  the  ordinary 
gelatin  plates,  but  it  is  usually  advisable  to  supple- 
ment this  method  by  "  surface "  plate  cultivations. 
For  this  purpose  1  c.c.  of  1  -  in  -  10.C00  sewage  was  used. 
The  gelatin  is  first  allowed  to  become  solid  in  a  Petris 
capsule,  and  the  diluted  sewage  added  and  spread  over  the 
entire  surface  with  a  sterile  platinum  spreader  or  sterilised 
camel-hair  brush.  The  importance  of  collecting  informa- 
tion as  to  the  number  of  liquefying  bacteria  is  considerable, 
since  it  has  a  distinct  bearing  on  the  ability  of  sewage  to 
cause  the  liquefaction  of  its  own  solid  or  suspended 
matter.  That  this  liquefaction  may  be,  and  probably  is, 
largely  due  to  putrefactive  bacteria  is  not  necessarily  a 
cause  of  alarm,  because  the  several  stages  of  putrefaction 
are  steps  leading  in  the  direction  of  ultimate  purification  . 
On  the  other  hand,  it  must  not  be  concluded  that  because 
a  micrc -organism  liquefies  gelatin  it  will  also  liquefy  all  the 
various  and  complex  kinds  of  organic  matter  in  sewage.  But 
a  liquid  rich  in  bacteria  of  varied  species  may  be  assumed  to  be 
rich  in  ability  to  dissolve  solid  or  suspended  organic  matter. 
Special  micro-organisms  were  also  searched  for,  such  asBacillus 
coli  communis,  Typhoid  bacillus,  Diphtheria  bacillus,  Staphylo- 
cocci and  Streptococci,  and  spores  of  Bacillus  cnteritidis 
sporogenes  (Klein).  The  methods  employed  for  tracking 
these  are  set  forth  in  the  report ;  they  are  the  methods 
which  were  found  especially  suited  for  London  sewage. 

The  investigators  found  that  the  total  number  of  micro- 
organisms in  Barking  crude  sewage  nearly  averaged  four 
millions  per  c.c.  of  sewage,  while  the  Crossness  crude 
sewage  contained  on  an  average  three  and  a  half  millions. 

The  number  of  spores  of  bacteria  were  present  in  the 
ratio  of  1  to  11,744  and  1  to  9  662  of  the  number  of  bacteria 
in  Barking  and  Crossness  sewage  respectively.  Some  bacteri- 
ologists hold  the  opinion  that  bacteria  proceed  to  sporulation 
chiefly  or  solely  when  the  cells  have  attained  their  highest  de- 
velopment. Others  assert  that  bacteria  change  from  a  transi- 
tory "  growth  form  "  to  a  "  persistent  spore  form  "  in  order  to 
avoid  extinction  when  the  conditions  for  their  growth  are  un- 
favourable. The  ratio  between  the  liquefying  bacteria  and 
the  total  number  of  bacteria  is  nearly  the  same  in  the  case 
of  both  outfalls — viz  ,  1  to  9  and  1  to  8  8.  These  are  what 
were  counted,  but  the  difficulties  attending  the  estimation  of 
these  bacteria  are  considerable,  so  it  is  probable  that  the 
figures  given  are  too  low. 

The  determination  of  special  micro-organisms  covers 
somewhat  new  ground,  and  is  a  very  useful  section  of  the 
report.  If,  for  instance,  it  is  found  that  B.  entrritidis,  the 
invariable  fcecal  bacillus,  is  never  present  in  pure  waters,  it 
is  obvious  that  its  presence  in  any  sample  of  drinking-water 
!  is  proof  of  sewage-contamination,  and  that  we  thus  have 
a  bacteriological  method  of  detecting  contamination  with 
sewage  which  exceeds  in  delicacy  any  chemical  process 
known. 

Drs.  Clowes  and  Houston  find  all  the  familiar  bacilli  in 
the  sewage,  though  it  appears  that  there  are  characteristic 
differences  between  the  sewage  of  London  and  that  of  other 
places  sufficient  to  distinguish  one  from  the  other.  We 
cannot  here  enter  into  details  of  the  various  micro- 
organisms observed,  many  of  which  belong  to  species 
hitherto  not  described,  or  described  in  so  incomplete  a 
manner  as  to  make  comparison  and  identification  difficult, 
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if  not  impossible.  We  look  to  further  reports  for  advanced 
knowledge  on  the  subject.  When  the  filter-beds  are  com- 
plete, and  have  "  matured  "  sufficiently,  we  may  expect  some 
interesting  evidence,  showing,  it  is  hoped,  that  sewage  dis- 
charged into  the  sea  at  the  different  outfalls  has  had  its 
bacteria-content  reduced  to  a  minimum, 'or,  at  least,  rendered 
free  from  injurious  contamination.  It  ought  to  be  mentioned, 
perhaps,  that  the  value  of  the  report  here  noticed  con- 
siderably increased  by  the  reproduction  of  a  number  of 
micro-photographs,  showing  very  distinctly  the  various 
organisms. 


THE  SPECTACLE  MAKERS'  COMPANY'S  EXAMINATION. 

One  of  our  staff  has  had  an  interview  with  Colonel  Sewell, 
Secretary  of  the  Spectacle  Makers'  Company,  in  reference  to 
the  examination  prop-  S3d  to  be  held  in  November.  The  Com- 
pany are  issuing  a  prospectus  containing  the  regulations  and 
syllabus,  and  particulars  of  the  classes  to  be  held  at  the 
Northampton  Institute  for  preparing  candidates.  We  have 
seen  the  prospectus  in  proof,  and  may  say  that  the  examina- 
tion covers  a  wide  range  of  optics,  and  should  make  the 
examination  a  useful  one  for  dealers  in  photographic  and 
microscopic  apparatus  as  well  as  dealers  in  spectacles.  We 
have  given  the  Secretary  of  the  Company  the  names  of  those 
chemists  who  have  corresponded  with  us  on  this  question  in 
order  that  he  may  send  them  the  literature  on  the  subject  he 
is  preparing.  Any  other  chemists  who  would  like  to  know 
about  the  examinations  are  advised  to  send  their  names  to 
Colonel  Sewell,  Guildhall,  E.C.,  who  will  gladly  furnish  all 
particulars  as  soon  as  he  has  them  ready.  Chemists  will  be 
glad  to  hear  that  in  deference  to  our  suggestion  Dr.  H.  Trent- 
ham  Maw,  who  is  a  liveryman  of  the  Company,  has  been 
elected  on  the  Optical  Committee,  and  he  is,  we  think, 
as  suitable  a  person  as  could  be  desired  to  look  after  the 
interests  of  chemists,  which,  we  are  sorry  to  say,  stood  a  good 
chance  of  being  swamped  by  the  jealousies  of  certain  sections 
of  dealers  in  optical  goods.  We  intend  keeping  our  subscribers 
posted  up  in  the  Company's  doings  in  this  matter,  as  we  are 
sure,  from  the  large  number  of  letters  we  have  had  on  the 
subject  from  chemists,  that  a  considerable  section  already 
deal  in  spectacles  and  many  more  would  do  so  if  they  knew 
where  they  could  obtain  the  necessary  instruction. 

THE   CANADIAN   PREFERENTIAL  TARIFF. 

The  High  Commissioner  for  Canada  has  sent  us  a  copy  of 
a  memorandum,  showing  in  detail  the  changes  made  in  the 
Customs  law  of  Canada  in  consequence  of  the  preference 
given  to  goods  of  British  origin,  and  from  other  countries 
which  give  to  Canada  as  favourable  Customs  terms  as  Canada 
offers  to  them.  The  pamphlet  also  gives  copies  of  the  certi- 
ficates to  accompany  all  shipments  of  goods  to  Canada  on 
which  the  preference  is  claimed.  These  certificates  will  not 
be  required  in  the  case  of  postal  packages  not  exceeding  $25 
in  value  when  for  entry  under  the  British  Preferential  Tariff, 
if  the  contents  of  such  packages  are  not  merchandise  for 
sale;  provided,  however,  that  such  packages  shall  have 
endorsed  on  them  a  certificate  in  a  form  quoted,  which 
certificate  shall  be  signed  in  the  presence  of  a  postal  officer 
of  the  country  whence  the  package  was  shipped  direct  to 
Canada.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  preference  is  not 
extended  to  any  alcoholic  preparation  (including  liquid 
medicines). 

Copies  of  the  "  Memorandum  of  Information  and  Instruc- 
tions respecting  the  British  Preferential  Tariff"  (issued  by 
the  Canadian  Customs  Department),  of  the  "Regulations 
for  the  Entry  of  Goods  under  the  British  Preferential  Tariff 
of  Canada,"  and  of  the  "Schedule  of  Forms  "  that  are  to  be 
used,  as  referred  to  in  the  Regulations,  may  be  obtained 
from  the  High  Commissioner  for  Canada,  17  Victoria  Street,

BUCHU  BOOMING. 

Whilst  those  interested  in  round  buchu-leaves  have  for 
some  time  past  seen  that  prices  must  advance  before  the 
advent  of  the  new  crop,  few  had  the  courage  of  their  opinions 
to  buy  at  the  comparatively  low  rates  which  have  been  ruling 
during  the  last  few  months.  Even  those  who  did  touch  the 
article  readily  took  their  profits  when  the  rise  began,  anil 
to-day  the  small  stock  is  practically  held  by  one  speculator. 
There  are  no  stocks  in  importers'  hands,  and,  according  to  lash 
advices  from  the  Cape,  very  little,  if  any,  caa  be  expected 
thence  before  December  or  January  next. 

What  the  stock  here  amounts  to  altogether  is  not  exactly 
known,  as  the  article  is  not  included  in  the  monthly  statistics. 
But  when  a  certain  drug  becomes  scarce  and  a  rise  takes 
place,  the  lucky  holders  generally  make  themselves  known, 
and  by  this  means  one  is  enabled  to  form  a  very  fair  idea  as 
to  quantity  available.  From  what  we  hear,  therefore,  we 
should  judge  that  not  more  than  30  or  43  bales  exist  on  this 
market,  and  these  are  probably  in  the  hands  of  two  or  three 
firms.  As  our  New  York  correspondent  cabled  last  week,  there 
is  a  short  supply  on  that  market,  which  being  the  chief  con- 
suming centre  may  soon  be  forced  to  come  here  for  its 
requirements,  regardless  of  the  high  rates  for  which  our  stocks 
are  held. 

With  expected  light  supplies  and  present  small  stock,  the 
ideas  expressed  by  some  who  follow  the  article  that  prices 
will  advance  to  It.  per  lb.  seem  not  at  all  improbable.  As  far 
as  can  be  gathered,  the  exports  at  this  period  of  the  season 
always  exceed  the  imports  by  fully  15  or  20  bales  per  month, 
at  which  rate  stocks  will  be  absorbed  long  before  December 
next. 

THE  ALKALOID  OF  LETTUCE. 

A  thesis  on  the  tropins  and  the  mydriatic  bases  has  recently 
been  presented  by  Dr.  A.  F.  P.  van  Son  to  the  University  of 
Marburg  on  the  occasion  of  his  graduation  as  Ph.D.  The 
thesis  deals  very  freely  with  derivatives  of  the  tropins, 
but  the  parts  which   most  interest  pharmacists   are  on 
Scopolia  atrqpoides  herb  and  common  lettuce,  both  of  which 
have  been  reported  to  contain  hyoscyamine.    Dr.  van  Son  has 
gone  most  carefully  into  the  matter,  and  finds  that  the 
scopolia  herb  contains  0  1258  per  cent,  of  atropine,  but  no 
hyoscyamine.    It  will  be  remembered  that  Mr.  T.  S.  Dymond 
in  1891  examined  extracts  of  Lactuoa  sativa  and  L.  virosa, 
and  reported  to  the  Chemical  Society  that  he  had  found 
hyoscyamine  in  them  (C.  &  D.  xxxix.  844).  Dr.  van  Son  has 
now  repeated  the  work,  and  while  he  was  able  to  isolate  a 
small  quantity  of  an  alkaloid,  he  finds  that  this  alkaloid  is 
not  hyoscyamine,  as  Mr.  Dymond  stated,  but  atropine,  because 
the  double  gold  chloride  which  the  alkaloid  affords  has  a 
melting-point  of  134°-140°  C,  which  agrees  with  that  of 
atropine  gold  chloride  (lSo^-lSS3  C  ),  but  not  with  that  of 
hyoscyamine  gold  chloride  (159°-160°  C).    Curiously  Dr. 
van  Son's  result  corroborates  the  observation  which  gave  rise 
to  Mr.  Dymond's  research.    It  may  be  remembered  that  Mr. 
Frank  B.  Thornton,  while  with  Messrs.  C.  R.  Harker,  Stagg 
&  Morgan,  of  this  city,  had  occasion  to  examine  an  extract 
of  lettuce  supplied  by  Messrs.  Ransom  &  Son,  of  Hitchin, 
and  isolated  0  03  per  cent,  of  alkaloid  from  it,  which  he 
identified  as  atropine.    Mr.  Dymond  heard  of  the  matter 
from  Messrs.  Ransom,  and  his  experiments  went  to  show  that 
the  alkaloid  present  was  hyoscyamine,  and  the  factors  given 
in  his  paper  undoubtedly  proved  that  the  alkaloid  was  not 
atropine.     Against  these  Jesuits  we  now  have  the  opinion  of 
two  independent  observers  :  which  are  we  to  accept  I 
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CrosfieJd  v.  Sharps. — Peerless  Erasmic  Herb- 
soap. 

In  the  Chancery  Division,  on  July  29,  Mr.  Upjohn,  Q.C., 
applied  to  Mr.  Justice  Stirling  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  J.  Cros- 
field  &  Sons  (Limited),  soap-manufacturers,  of  Warrington, 
for  an  injunction  restraining  Messrs.  Sharpe  Brothers,  soap- 
manufacturers  and  perfumers,  of  Red  Lion  Square,  from 
passing  off,  or  assisting  others  to  pass  off,  auy  soap  or 
similar  goods  not  being  the  plaintiffs'  goods,  as  or  for  the 
plaintiffs'  goods,  whether  by  means  of  moulding  or  getting 
up  the  wrappers  or  labels,  in  or  under  which  goods  were  got 
up  and  offered  for  sale,  or  from  advertising  any  such  goods, 
or  moulding  the  same,  or  designing  or  getting  up  such  goods 
in  imitation  of  the  plaintiffs'  in  such  a  way  as  to  lead  people 
to  suppose  that  such  goods  were  plaintiffs'  goods. 

The  grounds  for  this  motion,  said  the  learned  counsel, 
were  two.  First,  the  defendants,  by  imitating  the  get-up  of 
the  plaintiffs'  soap,  and  by  other  means,  were  taking  away 
the  plaintiffs'  trade.  Secondly,  since  the  soap  of  the 
defendants  was  inferior,  and  plaintiffs  had  a  good  reputa- 
tion for  their  soap,  it  was  calculated  to  injure  the  plaintiffs' 
trade.  The  defendants'  so:ip  was  wasteful  and  inferior  in 
other  respects. 

His  Lordship  :  That  is  surely  an  application  for  damages. 
Mr.  Upjohn  said  he  quite  agreed  that  such  would  be  the 
case  if  the  defendants  went  on.    The  plaintiffs  were  old- 
established  soap-manufacturers.    In  the  year  1895  they  put 
on  the  market  a  new  kind  of  toilet-soap.     It  was  called 
"Peerless  Erasmic  Herb-soap."     In  shape,   size,  weight, 
colour,  and  perfume  the  tablet  was  altogether  distinctive. 
The  soap  was  at  once  very  successful,  and  had  an  enormous 
sale.     A   special    wiapper  was   designed    for   the  soap, 
comprising     a    spray    of    violets    and     a    border  of 
the   same  character  as  on  the  soap  tablei  itself.  The 
result    was    that    the    soap    became    popularly  known 
as  "  Violet  Soap.''    Shortly  afterwards,  for  the  purpose  of 
assisting  the  sale,  plaintiffs  adopted  an  original  method  of 
advertising.    This  was  the  dressing  of  a  chemist's  window  in 
violet  harmonies.    For  this,  draperies  and  artificial  violets, 
carrying  out  the  designs  on  the  soap  and  the  label,  were 
employed.     Employment  was  also   made  of  a  coloured 
picture,  representing  a  pleasing  female  in  a  romantic  atti- 
tude.   At  the  Earl's  Court  Exhibition  at  the  plaintiffs'  stall 
the  young  lady  sellers  were  attired  in  pretty  costumes 
of    varied    and  harmonious    hues  of   violet.      The  de- 
fendants'   company    was    formed    some  three    or  four 
years    ago,    for  the    purpose    of    acquiring   a  business, 
not,  perbaos,   a  very  large   one,   but  an  old-established 
concern.     Owing  to  the  success  of  plaintiffs'  toilet-soap, 
defendant's  were  minded  towards  the  end  of  1897  to  put 
a  new  toilet-soap  on  the  market.    They  said  their  endeavour 
always  had  been  to  distinguish  their  soap  from  everybody 
else's  snap.    That  was  a  statement  which  was  not  altogether 
unfamiliar  to  his  Lordship  in  these  cases.    If  true  the  de- 
fendants were  singularly  unsuccessful.    They,  too,  selected 
a   violet  colour,  which  they  called  Russian  violet.  The 
mi  fortunes  of  the  company  did  not  stop  there.  Oddly 
enough,  the   mould  of  their  soap  was  very  nearly  the 
same  in  shape  as  that  of  the  plaintiffs.    More  misfortunes 
followed.    Defendants  had  in  their  employ  a  Mr.  Joseph. 
This  gentleman  posed  as  a  person  of  artistic  taste,  on  the 
strength  of  having  been  employed  as  errand-boy  at  Messrs. 
Raphael  Tuck's  at  a  weekly  wage  of  8s.  6tl.    After  that 
preliminary  artistic   education  he  was  asked  to  design 
a   border.     This   was  only  slightly  different  from  the 
plaintiffs' ;  to  all  intents  and  purposes  it  was  the  same. 
The  chapter  of  accidents  did  not  end  here.     The  size 
of    the    tablets    and    the    two    colours    were  almost 
identical.    The  same  Joseph  was  employed  to  design  a 
label  for  the  soap.    Comparing  it  with  the  plaintiffs',  for 
all  practical  purposes  it  was  the  same.    This  was  very  un- 
fortunate for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  distinction  in 
the  soap  from  all  other  soaps  which  the  defendants  alleged. 
Defendants  proceeded  to  push  the  sale  of  this  soap  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  plaintiffs.    They  had  a  stall  at  Earl's 
Court  Exhibition  this  year,  which  was  a  close  copy  of  the 


plaintiffs'  stall  of  last  year.  The  result  was  that  people 
imagined  that  the  two  stalls  belonged  to  the  plaintiffs.  The 
two  soaps  had  been  analysed  by  experts.  It  was  found  that  the 
defendants'  soap  was  extremely  liable  to  become  rancid.  It 
contained,  in  100  parts,  64  of  fat  which  had  not  been 
completely  dealt  with  in  the  process  of  manufacture,  and 
was  liable  to  turn  rancid  in  consequence.  There  was  also  a 
large  proportion  of  resin  soap  in  the  defendants'  tablet. 
While  in  the  plaintiffs'  tablet  the  proportions  were  75 
to  100  parts,  in  the  defendants'  they  were  48  to 
every  100.  Defendants'  soap  was  also  more  soluble,  which 
was  a  great  disadvantage.  Then  the  defendants'  soap 
had  an  inferior  power  of  producing  lather.  In  order  to 
produce  the  same  amount  of  lather,  under  the  same  condi- 
tions, 100  parti  of  the  plaintiffs'  soap  would  be  required,  and 
135  parts  of  the  defendants'.  The  learned  counsel  read 
lengthy  affidavits  in  support  of  his  application. 

Mr.  Jenkin,  Q.C.,  on  behalf  of  the  defendants,  submitted 
that  they  were  anxious  to  put  a  new  article  on  the  market — 
a  Russian-violet  soap.  They  consistently  carried  out  the 
idea  of  violets  throughout.  The  term  "  violet  "  had  been  in 
use  for  soaps  for  years  in  various  forms.  The  assertion  that 
if  a  customer  asked  for  violet  soap  he  necessarily  meant 
plaintiffs'  fell  short  of  proof.  Plaintiffs  must  prove  clearly 
that  the  soaps  were  sufficiently  alike  to  mislead  a  purchaser. 
His  clients  were  prepared,  without  prejudice  to  the  trial  of 
the  action,  to  alter  the  colour  of  the  wrapper  and  rearrange 
the  pictorial  design. 

His  Lordship  adjourned  the  hearing  to  give  the  defendants 
time  to  submit  a  new  wrapper  with  a  different  design. 

On  Thursday,  August  4,  Mr.  Jenkins  submitted  a  new 
design  for  a  wrapper,  which  it  was  proposed  to  print  on 
white  or  pale  paper.  He  thought  there  could  be  no  possi- 
bility of  deception  with  this  wrapper.  Mr.  Upjohn,  how- 
ever, thought  the  new  design  was  worse  than  the  old  one, 
and,  rather  than  accept  it,  said  he  preferred  to  take  his 
Lordship's  judgment  on  the  motion.  All  that  was  necessary 
to  avoid  confusion,  he  said,  was  to  alter  the  shape  of  the 
tablet.  Mr.  Jenkins  declined  to  do  this,  but  offered  to  dis- 
pense with  the  violets  at  the  side.  Mr.  Justice  Stirling 
suggested  that  the  violets  at  the  side  should  be  cut  off,  the 
design  printed  on  green  paper,  and  the  yellow  tint  within 
the  border  dispensed  with.  Mr.  Jenkins  was  willing  to 
adopt  this  suggestion,  and  the  case  was  ordered  to  stand 
over  for  defendants  to  submit  a  copy  of  the  design  as 
altered. 


Sparkling  Lime  =  wine. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  on  July  29,  before  Mr.  Justice 
North,  Mr.  Terrell,  Q.C  ,  moved  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs  in 
the  action  of  Packham  &  Co.  v  Sturgess  &  Co.  for  an  interim 
injunction  to  restrain  the  defendants  selling  or  offering  for 
sale  "  Sparkling  Lime-wine"  in  such  a  manner  as  to  lead  to 
the  belief  that  it  was  of  the  plaintiffs'  manufacture. 

Mr.  Justice  North  :  What  on  earth  is  sparkling  lime-wine  ? 

Mr.  Terrell  said  it  was  a  preparation  the  principal  in- 
gredient of  which  was  lime-juice.  The  liquid  was  aerated 
and  made  sparkling,  and  sold  in  small  champagne-bottles. 
The  plaintiffs  carried  on  business  at  Croydon,  with  branches 
at  Burton,  Ashby,  and  other  towns  in  the  Midlands.  The 
name  "  Sparkling  Lime-wine"  was  invented  by  Mr.  Packham. 
The  defendants,  like  the  plaintiffs,  were  mineral-water 
manufacturers,  and  their  place  of  business  was  at  Derby. 
In  1896  they  wrote  to  the  plaintiffs  asking  to  be  appointed 
agents  for  the  sale  of  the  lime- wine  in  the  Midland  counties. 
Some  correspondence  took  place,  but  ultimately  the  plaintiffs 
declined  to  give  the  defendants  the  agency.  The  defendants 
then  put  on  the  market  a  rival  preparation,  which  they  also 
called  "Sparkling  Lime-wine,"  and  put  up  in  small  cham- 
pagne-bottles which  did  not  differ  in  any  material  respect 
from  the  bottles  used  by  the  plaintiffs.  The  labels  on  the 
bottles  were  not  identical,  but  they  were  sufficiently  alike  to 
lead  the  public  to  believe  that  what  they  were  buying  was 
of  the  plaintiffs'  manufacture.  The  plaintiffs  had  registered 
a  trade-mark  for  their  label,  but  they  disclaimed  the  use  of 
the  words  "  Sparkling  Lime-wine  "  as  not  being  sufficiently 
distinctive,  and  the  defendants  relied  upon  this  disclaimer 
in  their  defence.  His  case  was,  however,  that  the  de- 
fendants had  endeavoured  to  copy  the  plaintiffs'  production 
es  closely  as  they  could. 
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Mr.  Everitt,  Q.C.,  who  appeared  for  the  defendants,  said 
there  was  no  evidence  of  mala  fides  on  the  part  of  his 
clients.  The  plaintiffs  had  disclaimed  any  exclusive  right  to 
the  use  of  the  words  "  Sparkling  Lime-wine,"  and  with  regard 
to  the  bottles  they  were  such  as  were  common  to  the  trade 
in  mineral  water  and  aerated  liquids. 

His  Lordship,  in  giving  judgment,  said  it  was  admitted 
that  the  plaintiffs  had  no  right  to  the  exclusive  use  of  the 
words  "  Sparkling  Lime-wine,"  and  except  for  those  words  he 
could  see  no  resemblance  between  the  plaintiffs'  and  de- 
fendants' bottles.    The  motion  was  therefore  refused. 


The  Liquorice  =  root  Case.  Judgment. 

Judgment  was  given  on  July  29,  in  the  Commercial  Court 
of  the  Queen's  Bench  Division,  by  Mr.  Justice  Kennedy,  in 
the  action  of  Essayie  v.  Hotz  &  Co.  Plaintiff  is  a  Bagdad 
merchant,  and  defendants  are  merchants  of  London  and 
Bussorah.  The  action  arose  out  of  a  number  of  transactions 
in  liquorice-root,  shipped  by  plaintiff  to  defendants.  His 
Lordship  awarded  plaintiff  327/.  on  the  old  account,  and 
400Z.  on  the  new.  In  the  course  of  his  judgment  his  Lord- 
ship said  that  the  liquorice-root  was  to  be  consigned  F.A.Q., 
London.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  goods  were  sold  to 
America.  Plaintiff  was  entitled  to  say  that  defendants 
must  not  exact  a  higher  standard  for  the  root  that  was 
shipped  to  America  than  that  under  the  contract  F.A.Q. 
required.  With  regard  to  the  commission  the  case  stood 
thus.  It  was  an  instance  in  which  ODe  statement  was  given 
on  the  one  side  and  another  on  the  other,  and  yet  he  had  no 
reason  to  doubt  the  bona  fides  of  either  side.  Whether  one 
was  right  in  saying  that  there  were  only  4,000  Arabs  com- 
petent to  deal  with  the  collection  of  liquorice-root,  and 
whether  the  tract  of  country  growing  the  root  comprised 
only  two  places  by  the  Tigris,  or  was  more  extended,  and 
to  what  extent  the  other  firm  compated — all  these  questions 
■did  not  afford  much  help.  But  it  was  clear  to  him  that 
defendants  should  have  shrunk  from  taking  over  a  man  in 
the  plaintiff's  employ  to  do  work  for  them  while  they  had  a 
contract  with  his  employer.  At  the  same  time,  he  must  hold 
the  plaintiff  to  his  contract.  He  was  not  satisfied  that 
■defendants,  through  their  firm  in  the  East,  had  prevented 
the  fulfilment  of  the  contract.  He  would  therefore  allow 
2h  per  cent,  in  the  matter. 

Mr.  Hamilton  applied  for  stay  of  execution.  If  the  money 
were  once  paid  over,  there  would  be  small  chance  of  recovery 
in  a  Turkish  court. 

Mr.  Banks  asked,  if  that  were  done,  that  the  money  should 
be  paid  into  court. 

His  Lordship :  I  have  no  doubt  the  defendants  are  able  to 
give  security. 

Mr.  Banks  said  the  Long  Vacation  was  coming  on,  and 
plaintiff  desired  to  have  either  the  money  or  security. 

Mr.  Hamilton  remarked  that  this  was  unusual. 

His  Lordship  granted  a  stay  for  ten  days,  subject  to 
•counsel  agreeing  together  on  the  question  of  security. 


A  Cargo  of  Sulphate  of  Ammonia. 

On  Monday,  in  the  Queen"s  Bench  Division,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Bigham,  Messrs.  Hecker  &  Co.,  exporters  of  London, 
sought  to  recover  damages  from  the  Cunard  Steamship  Com- 
pany (Limited)  for  a  breach  of  contract  entered  into  with 
the  defendants  to  convey  30  tons  of  sulphate  of  ammonia 
to  an  Italian  firm  in  Bologna.  The  ship  was  to  sail  for 
Venice.  According  to  the  case  for  the  plaintiffs,  the  agents 
for  the  Steamship  Company  had  constantly  called  upon  them 
soliciting  their  carrying  orders.  The  plaintiffs  received  an 
inquiry  from  the  Italian  firm  in  Bologna  for  the  sulphate  of 
ammonia,  for  the  supply  of  which  plaintiffs  entered  into  a 
contract  with  the  Sheffield  Gas  Company.  They  rang  up,  by 
telephone,  the  representatives  of  the  Cunard  Line  in  London, 
and  eventually  it  was  arranged  that  the  ammonia  should  be 
shipped  by  the  Aleppo,  which  sailed  on  March  18  last. 
The  goods,  at  the  request  of  the  defendants,  were  forwarded 
from  Sheffield  to  the  Canada  Dock,  Liverpool.  The  Aleppo 
sailed  on  March  18  without  the  goods,  whereupon  the 
plaintiffs  wrote  holding  the  defendants  responsible.  The 
reply  of  the  Cunard  Company  was  that,  by  the  foot-note  at 
the  end  of  their  circulars,  they  were  not  liable  for  any  goo  3s 


which  were  not  received  alongside  in  time.  It  appeared  that 
the  plaintiffs  had  asked  the  defendants  to  sample  and  weigh 
the  ammonia,  and  it  was  alleged  on  the  part  of  the  shipping 
company  that  this  process  had  delayed  the  arrival  of  the 
goods  alongside.  It  was  further  stated  that  sulphate  of 
ammonia  exuded  moisture,  and  that  to  put  it  on  the  top  of 
cargo  would  have  been  to  injure  other  goods.  His  Lordship 
refused  to  allow  the  defendants  to  plead  that  the  goods  were 
not  brought  alongside  in  time  because  of  the  weighing, 
holding  that  it  was  a  defence  thought  of  at  the  last  moment. 
In  the  result,  the  jury  found  that  there  was  a  contract  that 
the  goods  should  be  shipped  by  the  Aleppo,  and  awarded  the 
plaintiffs  1/.  damages.    Judgment  accordingly. 


The  Veterinary=surgeons  Act. 

IN  the  Dublin  Police  Court  on  Friday  last,  Mr.  J.  Whelan, 
trading  as  Whelan  Brothers,  Merrion  Row,  was  summoned 
for  unlawfully  using  and  taking  the  description  "Veterinary 
farriers,"  thereby  implying  that  he  was  specially  qualified  to 
practice  a  branch  of  veterinary  surgery,  he  not  being  on 
the  register  of  veterinary  surgeons. 

Counsel  for  the  prosecution  having  explained  the 
Veterinary-surgeons  Act  of  1881,  and  instanced  a  case  in 
England  where  the  term  "  Veterinary  forge "  had  been 
held  by  the  Queen's  Bench  to  be  an  offence  against  the 
Act,  asked  for  a  conviction  in  the  present  case.  The 
defendant  said  he  had  not  consciously  committed  any 
offence,  and  pointed  out  that  his  qualifications  as  a  good 
horse-shoer  had  not  been  questioned.  He  offered  to  take 
down  the  words  complained  of.  He  was  fined  5s.,  with 
5/.  costs. 

[Why  should  that  "  Veterinary- forge "  decision  govern 
decisions,  and  the  "Veterinary-chemist"  decision,  which 
was  of  equal  weight,  be  ignored  ?  It  is  simply  because  the 
defendants  cannot  be  expected  to  know  of  the  latter  deci- 
sion, and  the  prosecutors,  who  do  know  of  it,  will  not 
tell.  It  is  ridiculous  to  pretend  that  the  use  of  the 
title  "Veterinary  farrier  "  is  an  infringement  of  the  Act. — ■ 
Ed.  C.  $•  £>.] 


County  Court  Cases. 

Leg-expert  Wanted. 

At  Leicester  County  Court,  on  July  28,  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Vernon  sued  John  Moore,  artificial-limb  maker,  Leicester, 
for  31.  10s.,  the  sum  paid  to  the  defendant,  for  an  artificial 
limb  which,  it  was  alleged,  did  not  fit. 

For  the  plaintiff  it  was  stated  that  defendant  had  made 
her  an  artificial  leg  for  which  he  charged  3/.  10s.,  stipulating 
that  the  money  would  be  returned  if  she  could  find  any 
other  artificial-iimb  maker  who  could  supply  her  with  a  leg 
with  which  she  could  walk.  Plaintiff  could  not  walk  with 
the  leg  supplied  by  the  defendant,  and  she  had  since 
obtained  one  from  Derby  which  was  quite  satisfactory. 

The  defendant  pointed  out  that  it  was  not  a  limb  but  a 
I  stump  which  the  plaintiff  had  obtained  from  Derby.  He 
advised  her  at  first  to  have  a  stump,  but  she  declined.  He 
further  stated  that  he  advised  plaintiff  to  use  a  crutch  with 
the  limb  until  she  got  used  to  it,  but  she  would_  not  give  it 
a  fair  chance. 

His  Honour  advised  the  parties  to  try  and  come  to  an 
amicable  arrangement,  but  as  they  failed  to  do  so,  the 
Judge  adjourned  the  case  to  enable  expert  evidence  to 
be  called. 


Matching  a  Tooth-paste. 

At  Clerkenwell  County  Court,  on  Wednesday,  before  Judge 
Edge,  Messrs.  H.  Bronnley  (c  Co.  (Limited),  toilet-soap 
manufacturers,  of  31  to  35  Danbury  Street  and  Essex 
Street,  Islington,  claimed  81.  Zs.  from  Dr.  Frank  Corner,  of 
5  Hereford  Square,  Queen's  Gate,  S.W.,  value  of  tooth- 
paste supplied.  Mr.  James  Popham  appeared  for  the  plain- 
tiffs, and  defendant  conducted  his  own  case. 

The  action  had  been  adjourned  from  July  13  to  allow 
each  side  to  obtain  an  analyst's  report.    Three  lots  of  tooth- 
i  paste  had  been  supplied  by  the  plaintiffs  to  the  defendant, 
|  who  alleged  that  the  last  lot  supplied  was  not  up  to  sample. 
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Mr.  J.  S.  Stead,  F.C.S.,  analyst,  was  placed  in  the  box  on 
behalf  of  the  plaintiffs. 

Defendant :  Is  there  any  wintergreen  in  the  sample  1 — 
It  contains  wintergreen. 

Did  you  tf  st  it  by  distillation  ?  — I  did  not. 

What  are  your  qualifications  ? — I  am  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  and  Fellow  of  the  Chemical  Society.  I  am  analyst 
to  the  Mitre  Chemical-works 

Are  you  an  F.I  C  ?—  No. 

Is  not  that  a  qualification]? — It  is  now;  it  did  net  use 
to  be. 

The  plaintiff  then  gave  evidence  that  the  goods  sup- 
plied were  in  accordance  with  the  order  and  that  there  was 
no  material  difference  between  i-ny  of  the  lots. 

For  the  defence,  Mr.  Frank  L  Teed,  D.Sc.  Lond.,  F.I.C., 
Clerkenwell  analyst,  read  a  leport  of  his  analysis  of  the 
three  pastes  which  he  had  made,  in  which  he  said  the  three 
samples  marked  I.,  II.,  and  III.  respectively  differed  con- 
siderably, No.  I.  being  much  thicker,  and  No.  111.  much 
thinner,  than  No.  II.  He  had  also  found  that,  they  differed 
in  chemical  composition,  the  results  of  the  examination  of 
the  three  samples  being:  —

As  to  the  essentia]  oil  present,  No.  I,  was  flavoured  wiih 
oil  of  aniseed,  No.  II.  with  oil  of  wintergreen,  No.  III.  with 
an  oil  or  mixture  of  oils  that  he  was  unable  to  identify,  but 
oil  of  wintergreen  was  not  a  constituent.  Oil  of  winter- 
green  is  heavier  than  water,  the  oil  from  No.  III.  being 
lighter  than  water.  Oil  of  wintergreen  readily  yields 
salicylate  of  soda  on  saponification,  which  gives  a  character- 
istic purple  with  ferric  chloride,  which  this  oil  did  not  give. 

Mr.  Popham  :  With  regard  to  No.  III.,  oil  of  wintergreen 
might  have  been  there,  and  you  not  discover  it? — I  thick 
not.  If  oil  of  wintergreen  was  present,  it  was  only  in  a 
minute  quantity. 

The  Judge:  The  order  was  a  repeat  order  of  August  13, 
and  says  "  flavoured  as  strongly  with  winterer? en,"  and  it  is 
not  strongly  flavoured  with  wiutergreen.  You  cannot  get 
over  the  evidence  of  the  analyst,  whose  professional  standing 
is  higher ;  and  certainly  your  analyst  has  only  gone  very 
slightly  into  the  matter. 

Mr.  Popham  :  I  have  a  report  from  Mr.  Ernest  W.  Parry, 
B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  but  unfortunately  he  is  not  here. 

The  Judge  (to  Dr.  Teed) :  Is  it  possible  to  flavour  this 
now  1 

Dr.  Teed :  No.  You  would  have  to  take  the  present 
flavouring-matter  out. 

The  Judge  :  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  goods 
are  not  up  to  sample,  and  the  verdict  will  be  for  the  defen- 
dant, the  goods  to  be  returned. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Boeacic  Acid  in  Ceeam. 

At  Chester,  on  July  29,  Emma  Rowe,  shopkeeper  in  Chester 
Market,  was  charged  with  selling  three  bottles  of  cream 
labelled  "Pure,  fresh  cream  from  the  Wigtownshire 
Creamery  Company,"  which  on  analjsis  were  found  to  con- 
tain 23  gr.  of  boracicacid  to  every  pintef  cream.  The  Town 
Clerk,  who  prosecuted,  contended  that  this  cream  was  sold 
to  the  prejudice  of  the  consumer.  Mr.  Chnrton,  in  defence, 
said  that  the  Creamery  Company  were  the  real  defendants. 
His  clients  had  sold  cream  of  exactly  the  same  substance, 
and  in  the  same  manner,  for  eleven  years  without  com- 
plaint,   lire  boracic  acid  was  added  as  a  preservative,  and 


it  would  be  as  impossible  to  supply  cream  without  it  as 

j  sheiry  without  alcohol.  It  was  used  by  all  the  most  dis- 
tinguished physicians  in  Edinburgh,  and  they  would  not  do 
so  if  it  was  injurious  to  health.  Mr.  Robert  Young,  of  the 
Wigtownshire  Creamery  Company,  said  they  did  not  dispute 
the  analysis.    They  did  not  know  that  the  use  of  boracic  acid 

j  had  been  prohibited  in  the  German  army,  nor  that  in  the- 
present  edition  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  the  dose  had 
been  reduced  by  one-half  because  it  had  been  found  more 

,  dangerous  than  it  was  originally  supposed  to  be.  Mr. 
Edward  Davies,  Fellow  of  the  Society  of  Analysts,  Liverpool, 
deposed  that  if  a  person  consumed  forty  bottles  of  the 
cream  the  acid  would  do  him  no  harm.  Boracic  acid  was 
tasteless,  and,  so  far  a?  he  knew,  not  injurious.  The  Bench 
dismissed  the  summons,  on  the  ground  that  it  had  not  been 

|  proved  that  the  cream  contained  anything  injurious  to 
health.    Notice  of  appeal  was  given. 


Lime-water. 

At  Caerleon  Petty  Sessions,  on  July  28,  George  Frederick 
Thorne,  grocer  and  provision  dealer,  Newport  and  Caerleon, 
was  charged  by  the  Monmouthshire  County  Council  with 
selling  lime-water  which  was  not  of  the  requisite  strength. 
Inspector  Lewis  said  he  purchased  a  bottle  of  lime-water  at 
defendant's  establishment,  and  the  county  analyst  certified 
that  the  sample  was  deficient  in  lime  to  the  extent  of  46- 
per  cent.    Lime-water  was  liable  to  deterioration  if  badly 

j  stored  or  improperly  bottled.  Mr.  Corner,  for  the  defence, 
submitted  that  lime-water  was  only  kept  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  defendant's  customers.  His  client  purchased- 
six  bottles  from  a  Newport  grocer  in  February,  1897,  and 

J  since  that  date  the  only  bottle  sold  was  that  purchased  by 
the  inspector.    Defendant  and  his  manager  having  given. 

!  evidence,  the  Bench  imposed  a  penalty  of  4/.  10s.,  including 
costs. 


The  Castner=KeI!ner  Patent. 

Ox  Wednesday,  in  the  High  Court,  Mr.  Justice  Bigham  gave 
judgment  in  the  case  of  the  Castner-Kellner  Alkali  Company 
(Limited)  v.  the  Commercial  Development  Corporation.  The 
action  was  brought  by  the  plaintiffs  for  damages  for  an  alleged- 
infringement  ot  a  patent  for  the  production  of  caustic  soda. 
The  feature  claimed  in  the  patent  was  the  use  of  a  stationary 
mercury  cathode,  which  they  alleged  the  defendants  had 
adopted  in  their  invention.  The  defendants  denied  infringe- 
ment, and  alleged  that  the  plaintiff.-.'  invention  was  not  fit 
subject-matter  for  a  patent.,  as  showing  no  novelty  or 
ingenuity. 

Mr.  Fletcher  Moulton,  Q  C,  Mr.  Bousfield,  Q.C  ,  Mr.  J.  C. 
Graham,  and  Lord  Robert  Cecil  were  coansel  for  the  plain- 
tiffs; while  Mr.  T.  Terrell,  Q.C,  Mr.  Astbury,  Q  C,  and  Mr. 
J.  A.  Grey  represented  the  defendants. 

Mr.  Justice  Bieham,  in  giving  judgment,  said  the  patent, 
No.  20  259  of  1894,  was  for  an  invention  relating  to  improve- 
|  ments  in  an  electrolytic  apparatus  for  decomposing  metallic 
|  salts.    The  infringement  was  said  to  consist  of  a  certain 
;  apparatus  made  according  to  the  specification  of  other 
j  letters  patent,  No.  21,509  of  1896,  belonging  to  the  de- 
,  fendants.    The  defendants  said  the  plaintiffs'  patent  was 
I  bad  because  of  disconformity  ;  and,  secondly,  they  denied 
the  infringement.    Both  the  apparatus  of  the  plaintiffs  and 
the  defendants  were  designed  for  use  in  the  manufacture  of 
caustic  soda.    It  was  common  ground  that  caustic  soda- 
could  be  produced  from  a  solution  of  common  salt  in  water, 
subjected  to  an  electric  current  while  in   contact  with- 
mercury,  the  effect  being  that  the  sodium  in  solution  was 
precipitated  into  the  mercury,  an  amalgam   being  thus 
formed.     The    amalgam    of    mercury  and  sodium  was 
subject   to   the   operations   of   ordinary   water,  and  the- 
chemical  effect  was  that  the  sodium  in  amalgam  left  the 
amalgam  and  combined  with  the  oxygen  and  water,  forming 
an  oxide  of  soda,  from  which  caustic  soda  was  produced. 
The  operation  was  performed  with  the  same  mercury  for  ac- 
indefinite  number  of  times.     The   method  of  producing 
caustic  soda  had  been  a  matter  of  common  knowledge  for  a 
long  time,  and  was  not  the  subject  of  any  patent.  The 
plaintiffs'  and  defendants'  patents  related  exclusively  to- 
apparatuses  for  carrying  out  the  process.    It  was  to  be- 
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observed  that  the  process  known  as  Kellner's  had  never  been 
put  to  practical  use,  the  plaintiffs  emplojing  another 
apparatus  which  they  thought  preferable.  also  the 

defendants'  process,  known  as  Rhoden's,  had  hitherto  only 
been  tried  experimentally,  but  had  not  yet  been  pub  to  a 
real  tesr.    The  potentialities  in  both  cases,  however,  were 
considerable  enough  to  justify  the  expenditure  of  large  sums 
of  money.    Many  apparatuses  had  been  devised  for  carrying 
out  the  process.    One  of  these  was  known  as  the  Castner, 
and  was  the  subject  of  a  patent  taken  out  in  1892.  Ic 
provided  for  a  continuous  process  of  production.    In  1894  Dr. 
Kellner  took  out  a  patent,  which  the  plaintiffs  now  owned,  and 
which  they  alleged  the  defendants  had  infringed.  Dr.  Kellner 
in  his  specification  described  his  invention  as  an  apparatus 
for  the  electrolisation  of  alkaline  salts  with  the  aid  of  a 
stationary  mercury  cathode.    That  was  to  say,  the  mercury 
was  always  stationary  in  its  contaioing-vessel,  and  did  not 
move  round  or  backwards  and  forwards.    The  defendants 
stated  that  this  invention  was  bad  for  want  of  subject- 
matter,  and  because  it  was  of  no  utility.     He  thought, 
having  regard  to  what  was  known  at  the  date  of  the  patent 
and  the  character  of  the  changes  made  by  Dr.  Kellner,  that 
his  invention  was  novel  and  sufficiently  ingenious  to  form 
the  subject-matter  of  letters  patent,  and,  although  it  was 
possibly  not  an  apparatus  capable  of  producing  the  best 
results  in  comparison  with  others,  it  provided  for  a  useful 
alternative  method,  and,  therefore,  complied  with  all  the 
necessary  requirements.    Dr.  Kellner  described  the  nature 
of  his  invention  in   the   provisional   specification.  The 
defendants  pointed  out,  truly  enough,  that,  the  apparatus 
which  Dr.  Kellner  showed  in  certain  diagrams  contemplated 
only  a  to-and-fro    movement,    and    that  the  complete 
specification  showed    material    disconformity   in  several 
respects,  inasmuch    as    tbey  destroyed  the  notion  of  a 
stationary    mercury    cathode,     which     they    said  was 
the    essential    part    of    1he    patentee's  apparatus.  The 
specification   involved  a   change  in  the  contents  of  the 
bell,  which  became  the  combining-chamber  instead  of  the 
decomposing-chamber.  The  mercury  cathode  remained  station- 
ary in  the  bell,  and  a  line  of  bells  moved  toand  froas  originally 
described.    This  modification,  in  his  opinion,  involved  no  de- 
parture from    the    provisional  specification.    But  it  was 
on  other  modifications  that  the  defendants  principally  relied — 
namtly,  that  instead  of  the  bells  or  solution-chambers  being 
in  a  row  they  were  placed  in  the  form  of  a  circle,  and  made 
to  revolve  over  the  mercury  bed,  or  instead  of  their  being 
revolved  they  might  be  kept  fixed,  and  the  mercury  underneath 
rotated  and  so  become  charged  with  sodium  and  discharged. 
He  did  not  think  it  mattered  for  the  purpose  under  considera- 
tion whether  the  bells  were  in  a  straight  line  or  a  circle,  or 
whether  they  were  rotated,  or  the  bed  of  mercury  underneath 
was   revolved  ;  the  effect  was  the  same.     There  was  a 
stationary  mercury  cathode  in  the  one  case  as  in  the  other. 
But  the  arrangement  by  which  the  bells  or  chambers  were 
kept  stationary  and  the  mercury  below  was  rotated  presented 
more  difficulty.    Dr.  Kellner  claimed  ia  his  specification  that, 
even  though  the  mercury  bed  was  rotated,  it  was  stationary 
with  reference  to  the  vessel  in  which  it  was  contained.  He 
had  to  consider  what  a  stitiooary  cathode  really  meant. 
He  thought  that  anyone  acquainted  with  the  process  which 
previously  existed  must  know  that  it  was  distinguished  by 
a  mercury  bed,  which  was  fluid  and  kept  in  motion,  whereas 
the  feature  which  was  claimed  for  the  Kellner  patent  was 
that  the  mercury  was  stationary  with  reference  to  the  con- 
taining-vessel.     But  defendants  suggested  that  the  rotary 
movement  of  the  mercury  was  a  departure  from  the  pro- 
visional specification,  and  that  the  rotary  motion  tended  to 
disturb  the  mercury  bed.    Lord  Kelvin,  however,  had  stated 
that  the  centrifugal  force  was  inappreciable  or  extremely 
slight,   and  could  not  be   said  to  affect  the  stationary 
character  of  the  mercury  cathode.     Defendants  further 
suggested    that    the    lips    of    the    cells    or  chambers 
stirred     up     the     mercury,     but     be     did    not  think 
they  caused  any  substantial  disturbance.  Substantially, 
the  stationary  character  of    the    msreury    cathode  was 
retained  by  the  plaintiffs'  modified  apparatus.    A  further 
disconformity  was  relied  upon,  though  not  very  strenuously. 
This  referred  to  the  use  of  a  third  electrode,  which  the  de- 
fendants said  was  necessary  to  make  the  apparatus  work 
usefully.    But  this  modification  merely  showed  how  best  the 
Kellner  apparatus  could  be  used  with  a  smaller  quantity  of 


water;  it  did  not  enlarge  in  any  way  the  ambit  of  the 
patent,  and  might,  without,  injury  to  the  plaintiffs'  rights,  be 
struck  out  altogether.  There  remained  the  question  of  in- 
fringement. In  bis  view  the  questions  of  disconformity  and 
of  infringement  involved  very  much  the  same  considerations. 
Mr.  Terrell,  in  the  course  of  the  cross-examination  of  Mr. 
Swinburne,  admitted  that,  if  no  distinction  could  be 
drawn  between  the  rotary  and  the  to-and-fro  movement, 
then  there  was  no  practical  distinction  between  the 
plaintiffs'  apparatus  and  that  of  the  defendants.  Mr. 
Rhoden's  description  of  his  apparatus  showed  a  circle  of 
tubes,  which  dropped  into  the  mercury,  and  as  they  rotated 
disturbed  the  mercury  cathode  as  little  as  possible.  It 
seemed  to  him  that  this  was  nothing  more  nor  less  than  the 
plaintiffs'  apparatus.  Defendants  said  that  their  apparatus 
nid  not  introduce  a  stationary  cathode,  as  the  ribs  in  the 
in  rcury-vessel,  by  the  action  of  the  tubes,  stirred  the 
meicuryup,  and  thus  a  cathode  was  produced  which  was 
not  stationary.  He  did  not  agree  with  this  contention.  The 
ribs  were  put  into  the  mercury-vessel  for  the  very  purpose 
of  preventing  a  circulation  of  the  mercury  inside  its  con- 
taining-vessel.  The  lips  of  the  tubes  did  not  alter  the 
stationary  character  of  the  mercury  bed.  He  thought  the 
plaintiffs  were  entitled  to  succeed.  His  Lordship  granted 
the  plaintiffs  an  injunction,  with  costs,  but  with  stay  pend- 
ing an  appeal. 


Bankruptcies  ane>  failures. 


He  G.  G.  N.  G.  Wolff,  Hornsey  and  Hoxton,  Manufacturing 
Chemist,  trading  as  G.  G.  Wolff  &  Co. 

An  application  for  an  order  of  discharge  was  made  to 
Mr.  Registrar  Linklater  last  Tuesday,  at  the  London  Bank- 
ruptcy Court,  on  behalf  of  this  debtor,  George  Gabriel 
Nathan  Greenback  Wolff,  described  as  an  ink,  gum,  and 
stain  manufacturer,  of  Green  Lane,  Clissold  Park,  and  Acton 
Street,  Haggerston,  and  formerly  a  manufacturing  chemist, 
of  Hornsey  Rise  and  Hoxton. 

Mr.  A.  H.  Wildy,  Official  Receiver,  reported  that  the 
bankrupt  failed  in  April,  1895,  with  liabilities  1,680'.,  and 
assets  that  realised  only  1/.  14<.  6 /.    He  (bankrupt)  was  a 
native  of  Roumania,  and   came  to  this  country  in  1834 
with  a  capital  of  2,0C0f.,  with  which  he  at  once  com- 
menced business  as  a  manufacturing  chemist  under  the 
style   of  G.   G.  Wolff  &  Co.,  at  88   Newington  Green 
Road,    N.     Two    years     later,     having    lost     all  his 
capital,  he  removed  to  smaller  premises  at  41  Alexandra, 
Road,  N.    In  1891  he  made  a  fuither  move  to  36  Calverley 
Road,  Hornsey  Rise,  and  from  thence  to  Frederick  Place, 
Hoxton,   in  1894    The   bankrupt  in   1892   entered  into 
partnership  with  Mr.  H.  C.  William*,  who  joined  the  manu- 
facturing-chemistry business  of  G.  G  Wolff  &  Co.    At  that 
time  the  bankrupt  had  a  capital  of  359/.  in  stock  and  fixtures, 
but  his  liabilities  exceeded  that  sum.    Mr.  Williams  intro- 
duced 500/.  as  capital,  and  later  paid  in  further  sums 
amounting  to  5,000/,  which   weie  advanced   by  a  Mrs. 
Robinson,'"  a  friend  of  Mr.  Wi'liams.    In  October,  189*, 
differences  arose  between  Mw.'Robinson  and  Mr.  Williams, 
and  the  bankrupt,  at  the  instance  of  the  latter,  obtained 
further  loans  from  Mrs.  Robinson  to  the  amount  of  1.150/., 
the    greater    part    of   which    vver  t   into    the  business 
as  a  loan  to  Williams,  but  the  cheques  were  drawn  to 
and   endorsed  by  the  bankrupt.    During  December,  1894. 
the     bankrupt,     in     consequence     of  disagreements, 
gave  notice  to  Williams  to  dissolve  the  partnership.  The 
latter  thereupon  took  proceedings  in  the  Chancery  Division 
for  accounts,  and  the  dissolution  was  sub;equently  gazetted. 
Mrs.  Robinson,  also  under  pressure  of  legal  proceedings, 
obtained  from  Mr.  Williams  an  assignment  of  his  interest  in 
the  business,  and  she  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  the 
bankrupt  by  which  the  whole  of  the  bu.sine.-s  was  assigned 
to  him,  and  the  1,150/.  advanced  was  to  be  repaid  by  instal- 
ments.   Early  in  March,  1895.  Mrs.  Rohinson  obtained  a 
judgment  against  the  debtor  for  the  1  150/.,  and  ultimately 
took  bankruptcy  proceedings  against  him.    The  bankrupt 
attributed  his  insolvency  to  his  liability  to  Mrs.  Robinson  for 
what  he  contended  were  really  Mr.  Williams's  debts.  The 
Official  Iteceiver  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  bankrupt's 
excessive  expenditure  had  contributed  to  the  failure. 
The  discharge  was  suspended  for  three  years. 
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lie  F.  J.  WlMBLB,  Dunster  House,  Mincing  Lane,  E.C. 
Colonial  Broker  and  Dealer. 

This  case  came  before  Mr.  Registrar  Linklater  last 
Tuesday  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court,  it  being  on  the 
list  of  the  day's  public  examinations.  The  debtor,  who  pre- 
sented his  own  petition  last  May,  states  that  he  started 
business  in  January,  1897,  with  450/.  borrowed  capital.  He 
bought  and  sold  colonial  produce  for  merchants  on  commis- 
sion, and  for  the  first  six  months  he  made  a  profit.

Upon  the  application  of  the  Official 
Receiver,  who  stated  that  the  accounts  had  only  just  been 
filed  and  he  required  further  time  for  investigation- purposes, 
the  examination  was  adjourned  until  October  next.

Mr.  Frederick 
Gordon  also  denies  having  received  anything  from  Mr. 
Hooley.  The  bankrupt,  however,  persists  in  his  statements. 
At  his  adjourned  examination,  on  Monday  last,  he  said, 
with  regard  to  Mr.  Frederick  Gordon,  he  agreed  to  give  that 
gentleman  10  000/.  for  joining  the  board  of  the  Bovril 
Company  and  2,500/.  for  obtaining:  Lord  Duncannon  as  a 
director.  He  paid  Mr.  Gordon  12,500/.  for  division  between 
himself  and  Lord  Duncannon  by  means  of  a  transaction  in 
Trafford  Park  debentures.  He  further  stated  that  he  paid 
Mr.  Currie  12,500/.  for  introducing  the  Bovril  business  to 
him.  Before  the  matter  was  brought  before  the  old  share- 
holders Mr.  Walker  and  Mr.  Johnston  came  to  him  and  said 
that  unless  he  agreed  to  give  them  the  amounts  he  had 
mentioned  the  scheme  would  not  pass  the  shareholders.  He 
then  agreed  to  give  them  the  money.  Mr.  Johnston  has 
written  to  the  papers  emphatically  denying  Mr.  Hooley's 
statements  ou  his  own  behalf  and  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Walker, 
who,  he  states,  is  abroad  ill. 

African  Saltpetre  Company. — A  general  meeting  of 
the  shareholders  of  this  company  was  held  on  July  28  at 
Gresham  House,  Old  Broad  Street,  E.C.,  Mr.  F.  P.  T.  Struben 
presiding.^  The  chairman,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the 
report,  said  that,  considering  the  times  they  had  passed 
through,  the  directors  thought  it  would  have  been  injudi- 
cious to  have  pursued  a  more  vigorous  policy.  As  would  be 
seen  by  the  accounts,  they  had  in  cash  and  investments  a 
sum  of  5,000/..  which  was  available  at  any  time  if  necessary 
for  prospecting  or  development  purposes.  They  had  instructed 
their  agent  in  South  Africa  to  offer  every  inducement  to 
prospectors.  Indeed,  the  board  were  willing  to  give  liberal 
terms,  as  they  were  still  in  hopes  of  making  a  discovery 
which  would  result  in  their  property  turning  out  to  be  a  very 


valuable  one.  They  owned  some  52  000  acres  of  land,  and 
as  both  gold  and  diamonds  had  been  discovered  in  the 
locality  it  would  be  foolish  on  their  part  to  dispose  of  any 
portion  of  it.  It  was  the  intention  of  the  directors  to  take 
no  remuneration  until  such  time  as  the  company  was  in  a 
more  flourishing  condition.  As  they  were  aware,  South 
Africa  was  full  of  surprises,  and  it  was  quite  possible  they 
would  wake  up  one  morning  and  find  that  they  possessed 
a  very  valuable  property.  Mr.  H.  C.  Bucknall  seconded  the 
motion,  which  was  carried. 

The  Pacific  Borax  and  Redwood  Chemical  Com- 
pany.— The  third  ordinary  general  meeting  of  the  Pacific 
Borax  and  lied  wood  Chemical- works  (Limited)  was  held  on 
July  29,  Sir  Alexander  Wilson  presiding.  The  accounts 
showed  a  profit  for  the  year  of  88,372/.,  being  an  increase 
of  over  50  per  cent,  on  those  of  the  previous  year,  and  it  was 
proposed  to  pay  a  dividend  of  10  per  cent,  and  carry 
forward  21396/,  and  place  15.0C0/.  to  the  reserve,  which, 
including  the  debenture  redemption,  would  then  be  33,000/. 
The  chairman  said  the  results  were  mainly  due  to  the  in- 
creased use  to  which  borax  was  being  put  now  in  this 
country  and  America.  He  wished,  however,  to  remove  a 
popular  misapprehension  which  had  long  hindered  the  true 
sale  of  boracic  acid — viz  ,  that  it  was  dangerous  as  a  food- 
preservative.  It  came  under  official  notice  recently  that 
boracic  acid  was  being  largely  used,  and  prosecutions, 
ending  in  fines,  took  place  all  over  the  country,  until  it 
became  necessary  for  t tie  makers  to  step  in.  A  prosecution 
was  instituted  against  a  person  at  Pontypridd  ;  but  for  the 
defence  Dr.  Bell,  of  Glasgow,  Dr.  Bond,  of  Westminster 
Hospital,  and  Professor  Attfield  were  called,  and  agreed 
that  boracic  acid  was  not  only  harmless  but  a  valuable 
preservative.  The  Magistrates  dismissed  the  summons,  and 
said  that  if  they  had  had  such  evidence  before  them  on  a 
previous  occasion  they  would  never  have  convicted.  When 
this  misapprehension  became  publicly  known,  the  sale  and 
use  of  boracic  acid  would  rapidly  increase.  Surgeon- 
General  de  Renzie  said  that  eighteen  years  ago,  when  in 
the  Punjaub,  he  used  boracic  acid  to  preserve  meat,  and 
could  testify  to  its  excellent  and  harmless  qualities.  The 
report  and  accounts  were  adopted. 

Schweppes  (Limited)  — In  the  course  of  his  examina- 
tion in  bankruptcy,  on  Monday  last,  Mr.  Hooley  said,  with 
reference  to  Schwepoes  (Limited),  that  he  promoted  that 
company  in  May,  1897.  He  purchased  the  undertaking  from 
the  old  company  for  1,011,000/.,  and  he  sold  it  to  the  new 
company  for  1  250,000/.,  or  a  gross  profit  of  239,000/.  The 
original  price  to  himself  was  1,000,000/.,  but  the  preference 
shareholders  declined  to  agree  to  the  sale  unless  they  re- 
ceived a  further  sum  of  11  000/.  The  chairman  of  the  com- 
pany was  the  Earl  of  March,  and  the  debtor  agreed  to  pay 
him  1,000/.,  and  to  see  that  he  had  1,000/.  a  year,  but  he  did 
not  know  how  much  was  actually  paid,  or  whether  any 
money  actually  passed. 

Did  you  pay  Mr.  C  D.  Kemp-Welch  anything  1— Yes ;  he 
was  the  managing  director. 

How  much  ? — I  paid  him  55.000/.  in  cash  and  shares. 

The  debtor  went  on  to  say  that  10  000/.  of  that  was  paid 
through  a  Mr.  Keymer,  and  45,000/.  shares  were  delivered  to 
the  same  person.  Mr.  Keymer  acted  as  Mr.  Kemp- Welch's 
nominee  in  the  matter. 

Was  anything  paid  to  Lord  de  la  Warr  in  connection 
with  this  company  1 — I  cannot  say. 

Or  to  Mr.  A.  Drucker  ?— He  was  to  have  10,000/.  shares  for 
7  500/.  He  handed  me  a  cheque  for  7,5r0/.,  and  I  gave  him 
my  cheque  for  10,000/.,  so  that  he  had  2,500/. 

Continuing,  the  debtor  said  that  the  other  directors  men- 
tioned in  the  prospectus  did  not  receive  anything.  He 
received  in  cash  935,000/.  and  397  000/.  in  shares.  He  sold 
the  shares  for  82  000/.  The  promotion-expenses  amounted 
to  41,000/.,  irrfspective  of  the  payments  to  Mr.  Kemp- Welch. 
He  further  said  he  paid  the  Financial  News  200/.  in  respect 
of  verbatim  reports  of  the  meetings  of  the  shareholders  of 
Schweppes.  His  loss  over  the  promotion  of  that  company 
amounted  to  28,408/.,  and  chiefly  arose  in  consequence  of 
the  heavy  payments  he  had  to  make,  and  also  of  his  having 
to  sell  shares  below  par. 

Mr.  Kemp- Welch  has  written  to  the  papers  denying  that 
any  money  was  paid  to  him  beyond  what  was  legitimately 
i  due  to  him  and  known  to  the  shareholders.

The  British  Empire  Zoleyereix. 

In  the  House  of  Commons,  on  July  29,  Sir  Howard  Vincent 
asked  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  whether  at 
midnight  on  Sunday,  July  31,  the  treaty  of  commerce  con- 
cluded with  Belgium  in  1862,  and  the  treaty  concluded  with 
Germany  in  1865,  prohibiting  articles  the  produce  or  manu- 
facture of  Belgium  (alternatively  Germany)  being  subject  in 
British  colonies  to  other  or  higher  duties  than  those  which 
were  or  might  be  levied  upon  similar  articles  of  British  origin, 
came  to  an  end  in  accordance  with  the  twelve  months' notice 
given  last  year  by  her  Majesty's  Government ;  and  that  an 
order  had  been  given  by  the  Government  of  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  to  all  its  officers  of  Customs  to  reduce  from  that 
minute  by  one-fourth,  the  duty  upon  all  goods  either  the 
growth,  produce,  or  manufacture  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  of  British  India,  Ceylon,  the 
Straits  Settlements,  of  Bermuda,  the  British  West  Indies, 
and  British  Guiana,  or  any  other  British  colony  or  possession 
the  Customs  tariff  of  which  on  the  whole  was  as  favourable 
to  Canada  as  the  British  preferential  tariff  of  Canada  was  to 
such  colony  or  possession,  or  certified  as  containing  at  least 
25  per  cent,  of  their  value  in  British  labour ;  and  whether 
he  had  any  information  indicating  the  probability  of  like 
action  in  the  near  future  by  the  Governments  of  Australasia, 
British  South  Africa,  and  Newfoundland,  or  of  the  Crown 
colonies. 

Mr.  Chamberlain  said  in  reply  :  The  treaty  with  Belgium 
terminates  on  July  29,  and  that  with  Germany  on  July  30. 
From  August  1  the  duty  on  imports  into  Canada  from  this 
country  and  all  foreign  countries  entitled  to  most-favoured- 
nation treatment  there  has  been  reduced  by  25  per  cent. 
On  and  after  August  1,  the  benefit  of  this  reduction  will  be 
confined  to  goods  the  produce  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
Bermuda,  the  British  West  Indie?,  and  any  other  British 
colony  or  possession  the  Customs  tariff  of  which  on  the  whole 
is  as  favourable  to  Canada  as  the  preferential  tariff  of  Canada 
is  to  such  colony  or  possession.  As  regards  the  third  part 
of  the  question  the  only  information  I  possess  is  that  at  the 
conference  of  the  Australian  Premiers  on  March  8  last  the 
following  resolution  was  passed  : — "  That,  in  the  opinion  of 
this  conference,  any  federal  tariff  should  give  a  preference 
to  articles  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  United 
Kingdom.  In  default  of  an  early  federal  tariff,  the  Premiers 
will  recommend  to  their  respective  Cabinets  to  alter  the 
tariffs  of  the  different  colonies  so  as  to  give  a  substantial 
preference  to  the  United  Kingdom  and  to  such  colonies." 
The  Government  of  Western  Australia  is  about  to  submit 
proposals  to  the  Parliament  of  the  colony  in  pursuance  of 
that  resolution. 

The  Scleeostomom  Teteacanthum  in  Paeliament. 

Dr.  Tanner  gave  notice  of  ten  questions  on  Tuesday 
which  he  is  to  ask  of  various  Ministers  before  the  Session 
closes.  This  is  one  which  he  has  considerately  put  down  for 
Monday  next,  so  as  to  give  Mr.  Walter  Long  a  reasonable 
time  to  get  up  his  answer  : — 

Dr.  Tanner:  To  ask  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture, 
whether  the  Board  of  Agriculture  have  any  evidence  to  show  that 
the  solerostomum  tetracanthum  worm  is  capable  of  causing 
severe  epizootic  attacks,  and  that  the  modern  and  moderate 
antiseptic  remedy  thymol  will  be  of  service  as  a  nematocide. 
[Monday,  August  8.] 

The  Parliamentary  printers  have  boggled  the  good  worm's 
name,  which  may  make  it  bad  for  Mr.  Long  if  he  has  to 
look  it  up  in  a  dictionary. 

Wants  to  be  Useful. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trade  in  July 
last  year  "  to  consider  and  advise  as  to  the  bes5  means  of 
bringing  to  the  knowledge  of  the  home  trades  the  informa- 
tion furnished  by  Consuls  and  commercial  Attaches,  or  other 
Imperial  officers,  and  by  Agents-General  and  other  repre- 
sentatives of  colonial  Governments  and  of  India  as  to  the 
supply  and  demand  and  other  conditions  of  the  markets  in 
their  respective  districts  and  as  to  the  opportunities  which 
tbey  afford  for  the  introduction  and  development  of  British 


trade,"  recommend  the  establishment  of  an  office  to  meet 
the  constantly  increasing  demand  for  prompt  and  accurate 
information  on  commercial  matters,  so  far  as  it  can  be  met 
by  Government  action. 

(a)  To  collect  and  focus  existing  information  upon  any 
subjects  of  commercial  interest,  whether  derived  from 
official  or  from  unofficial  sources,  and  whether  relating  to 
British  colonies  or  dependencies  or  to  foreign  countiies.  In 
other  words,  it  should  be  a  centre  at  which  information  on 
any  given  subject  derived  from  the  Foreign  Office,  the 
Colonial  Office,  the  India  Office,  the  Board  of  Trade,  the 
Agent--General  for  the  Colonies,  the  Chambers  of  Commerce, 
the  Imperial  Institute,  private  reports,  reports  from  special 
correspondents,  newspapers,  &c,  will  be  gathered  together 
in  a  form  convenient  tor  reference. 

To  reply  to  inquiries  which  can  be  answered  by  a  short 
note  or  by  word  of  mouth,  or  by  reference  to  published  com- 
mercial data  and  statistics.  Fiom  this  point  of  view  one 
room,  at  any  rate,  of  the  office  should  be  easily  accessible  to 
the  public. 

(c)  To  direct  inquirers  who  want  special  information  to  the 
proper  quarter — e.g ,  to  the  Commercial  Department  of  the 
Foreign  Office,  the  office  of  a  particular  colony,  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  the  Imperial  Institute,  and  so  forth. 

The  Committee  further  propose  that  the  new  office  should 
utilise  as  far  as  possible  channels  other  than  Government 
Departments  for  the  supply  of  industrial  and  commercial  in- 
telligence; that  the  proposed  office  should  bring  together  alt 
the  information  contained  in  the  diplomatic  and  consular 
reports  bearing  upon  particular  industries  and  the  condition 
of  the  markets  for  particular  classes  of  goods;  that  it  should 
be  empowered  to  make  rules  and  establish  a  scale  of  fees  for 
special  inquiries;  and  that  it  should  be  charged  with  the 
control  of  any  commercial  museum,  reference  exhibition  of 
patterns  and  samples,  &c,  which  nny  be  established  in  pur- 
suance of  the  report.  The  Committee  also  make  certain 
recommendations  with  regard  to  the  procuring  of  patterns  or 
samples  of  goods  in  demand  abroad  for  exhibition  in  this 
country.  Sir  Courtenay  Boyle  is  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee. 


IRcw  IRemeMes. 


Theatrin  is  the  name  of  an  ointment-basis  composed  of 
wax,  oil,  and  water.    It  is  merely  a  "  proprietary  cold-cream." 

Glycoformal. — A  40-per-cent.  solution  of  formaldehyde 
in  water,  to  which  10  per  cent,  of  glycerin  is  added.  Is 
used  in  place  "of  the  plain  solution  and  for  the  same 
purposes. 

Naftalan  —A  proprietary  article  made  by  dissolving  2i  to 
4  per  cent  of  anhydrous  soap  in  purified  petroleum  naphtha. 
A  jelly  with  a  melting-point  of  70°  C.  is  formed,  which  is 
used  as  an  application  for  arthritis  and  rheumatism. 

Thymoform  is  the  name  applied  to  a  condensation  produci 
of  thymol  and  formaldehyde.  It  is  a  yellow  tasteless  powder 
with  a  faint  odour  of  thymol,  dissolves  easily  in  ether, 
alcohol,  chloroform,  and  olive  oil,  but  is  insoluble  in  water, 
petroleum-ether,  and  glycerin.  It  is  suggested  as  a  substi- 
tute for  iodoform  and  dermatol,  but  there  is  also  introduced 
a  derivative  of  it  called  iodothymoform.  It  is  said  to  be  rich 
in  iodine,  is  a  yellow  powder,  is  odourless,  and  dissolves  easily 
in  petroleum,  glycerin,  chloroform,  ether,  and  olive  oil. 
Gauze  made  of  iodothymoform  can  be  sterilised,  as  the 
melting-point  of  the  resolvent  is  150°  C. 

Gonorol  is  the  name  given  by  Messrs.  Heine  &  Co.  to  the 
alcoholic  constituents  of  East  Indian  sandalwood  oil.  It 
has  been  ascertained  that  these  bodies  are  the  active  con- 
stituents of  the  oil,  and  that  the  other  substances  present 
tend  to  cause  irritation  when  the  oil  is  administered  for 
urethral  troubles.  The  manufacturers  have  therefore  per- 
fected a  process  for  the  removal  of  the  latter.  The  pure 
product  gonorol  we  find,  on  examination,  to  be  a  water- 
white  oil,  with  a  faint  odour  of  sandalwood;  its  sp.  gr. 
is  0  979-0  980  at  153  C.  ;  boiling-point,  303°-306°  C,  and 
it  dissolves  in  three  times  its  volume  of  70-per-cent.  alcohol 
at  20°  C.  The  dose  and  methods  of  administration  are  the 
[  same  as  for  sandalwood  oil.

Mr.  Ledger  on  the  Ledgeriana. 

We  have  received  by  the  last  mail  from  New  South  Wales 
(36  Croydon  Street,  Petersham,  Sydney,  N.S.W.)  along  letter 
from  Mr.  C.  Ledger.  After  again  assuring  us  of  his  grate- 
fulness "for  our  generous  and  powerful  advocacy"  of  his 
claims  upon  the  Dutch  Government,  he  goes  on  to  say  : — 

"  It  is  truly  wonderiul  how  the  propagation  of  the  'Rojo  ' 
(now  '  Ledgeriana ')  variety  of  cinchona  has  been  carried  out 
in  Java.  Only  lately  I  read  in  the  C.  <f-  B.  that  there  were 
close  on  two  million  trees  there,  and,  indeed,  no  other  variety 
seems  to  be  cultivated.  I  am  truly  rejoiced  to  see  such  re- 
sults achieved  in  so  short  a  time.  When  I  was  last  in  the 
province  of  Canpolican,  Bolivian  Tungas  (1850-51),  I  was 
greatly  indebted  to  the  priest  in  charge  of  the  missions  there. 
I  have  ever  since  kept  up  correspondence  with  this  gentle- 
man, who  is  now  'Prior'  of  a  larger  establishment  rig'ht  down 
the  Amazons.  As  the  said  '  Prior '  is  Italian  by  birth  and 
education,  he  has  none  of  the  prejudices  of  the  Bolivians 
regarding  the  exportation  of  seeds  and  plants  of  cinchona, 
and  but  for  his  protection,  Mamani,  during  the  five  years  he 
waited  so  as  to  obtain  ripe  '  unfrostbitten '  seed,  I  feel  certain 
would  have  given  up  in  despair.  In  the  patio  of  the  Mission 
House  there  then  existed,  and  still  exists  (so  the  Prior  tells 
me),  the  largest  and  finest  '  Rojo  '  tree  I  have  ever  seen.  It 
was  then  (1850-51)  reported  to  be  more  than  a  hundred 
years  old.  This  tree  bears  white  flowers  only.  The  Prior  is 
now  sending  me  a  biscuit-tin  (one  of  Huntley  &  Palmer's  I 
sent  him  in  1865)  full  of  ripe,  good,  fertile  seed  collected  by 
himself  last  December.  The  packet  is  to  be  sent  by  two  of 
the  'Brothers'  who  are  going  to  Italy  by  way  of  Para,  in 
September  at  latest,  to  my  nephew,  George  Ledger,  and  I 
will  tell  him  to  see  you  prior  to  handing  it  to  the  Consul  for 
the  Netherlands. 

The  only  desire  I  have  now  is  to  rejoin  my  children  and 
grandchildren  in  Peru  (Tacua),  and  end  my  days  with  them  ; 
but  this  cannot  bs  accomplished  unless  I  can  obtain  200/., 
and  this  sum  I  am  very  reluctant  to  ask  from  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Netherlands." 

"  Analytic il  Chemist"  by  Examination. 

Sib, — In  the  striving  for  higher  pharmaceutical  education 
there  is  one  factor  that  to  me  seems  likely  to  be  lost  sight 
of.  I  refer  to  the  "  leakage  "  of  an  appreciably  large 
number  of  the  better  and  more  highly-educated  young  men 
into  the  medical  and  analytical  proftssions. 

It  is  an  indisputable  fact  that  the  chemist's  business  more 
nearly  approaches  a  trade  than  a  profe;sion.  Is  it,  therefore, 
to  be  wondered  at  that  men  whose  ambitions  and  views 
have  been  raised  and  broadened — the  natural  result  of  better 
education — should  feel  dissatisfied  with  the  prospects  before 
them,  and  seek  "pastures  new,"  where  they  will  have  fuller 
scope  to  exercise  those  ambitions? 

The  Society  does  more  for  us  than  we  like  to  admit,  yet  it 
has  its  faults,  one  of  them  being  the  way  in  which  it  ignores 
chemists'  assistants.  With  all  the  calls  it  has  made  on  our 
brains,  time,  and  money,  what  encouragement  has  it  offered 
us  to  go  in  enthusiastically  for  higher  education '?  Should 
a  man  wish  to  become,  say,  a  public  analyst,  it  is  necessary 
for  him  to  go  in  for  some  other  qualificati  n,  the  Major  not 
being  looked  upon  as  of  a  sufficiently  high  stand ird.  And 
yet  it  is  really  too  high  for  simply  trade  purposes.  He, 
therefore,  goes  in  for,  say,  the  F.I.C.,  and  more  often  than 
not  is  lost  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

Would  it  not  be  feasible  for  the  Society  to  establish  a 
sort  of  "post-graduate"  examination,  giving  the  title  of 
"  analytical  chemist,"  chemists  only  to  be  admitted,  and 


only  those  holding  the  Major  1  The  examination  should 
comprise  all  departments  of  analysis,  so  that  those  holding 
the  title  should  have  given  proof  of  a  thorough  scientific 
training  and  knowledge. 

Such  a  step  would,  I  think,  be  very  popular,  and  would 
strengthen  the  Society,  as  those  men  holding  the  title  would 
remain  connected  with  it.

Company  Pharmacy. 

Sir— Many  a  chemist  will  be  sorry  that  "the  Society" 
did  tot  take  the  offered  chance  of  squashing  bogus  com- 
panies, for,  as  "  There  is  a  tide  in  the  affairs  of  men,  which, 
taken  at  the  flood,  leads  on  to  victory,"  so  also  it  is  true  that 
"Time  and  tide  wait  for  no  man."  Now,  alas!  has  the  tide 
been  missed,  and  we,  who  asked  for  bread,  have  to  console 
ourselves  with  the  empty  glory  of  M.P.S. ;  and,  when  we 
think  of  the  "  might-have-been,"  we  exclaim  with  Cromwell, 
'•  Take  away  that  bauble." 

But  it  is  easy  to  find  fault,  and  easier  still  to  give  advice, 
in  the  light  of  after-events  ;  to  find  a  remedy  is  more  difficult. 
It  is  for  this  purpose  that  I  would  ask  "  the  Society"  to 
examine  the  Butcher's  boycott  case.  Perchance  in  it  will  be 
found  the  embryo,  which  watered  and  nourished  with 
wisdom  pharmaceutical,  might  blossom  and  bear  the  longed- 
for  toxic  fruits.  Was  it  not  decided  that  if  a  purpose  or 
action  is  not  unlawful  in  an  individual,  it  is  also  not  unlawful 
for  individuals  to  combine  for  such  lawful  purpose  ?  And 
was  it  not  also  stated  that,  if  the  purpose  had  been  unlawful 
in  an  individual,  the  combination  for  such  unlawful  purpose 
would  not  have  saved  the  individuals,  as  individuals  nor  asa 
company,  from  the  penalties  incurred,  or  which  would  have 
been  incurred  by  an  individual  I 

Clearly,  the  retailing  of  poisons  and  the  keeping  open-shop 
for  that  purpose  is  illegal  in  an  individual  or  person  if  un- 
qualified. It  therefore  follows  that,  being  unlawful  in  an 
individual  or  person,  it  is  also  unlawful  in  a  combination  of 
unqualified  persons;  and  further,  that  such  combination, 
being  for  a  purpose  which  is  unlawful  — viz.,  the  evasion  of 
the  Pharmacy  Acts — such  combination  is  ultra  vires,  and 
ought  to  be  void  and  of  none  effect. 

If  this  view  of  the  matter  were  clearly  se*;  before  a  Court, 
would  it  not  carry  weight  ?

Cachet-closing. 

Sir,  In  your  issue  of  July  30  we  notice,  under  the 

heading  of  the  "  Art  of  Dispensing,"  a  paragraph  on  cachets, 
in  which  a  plan  for  moistening  them  is  given,  the  object 
being  to  avoid  curling  of  edges  by  too  much  moisture,  or  the 
non-adherence  of  the  cachets  if  too  little  moisture  is  used. 
The  suggestion  that  the  cachets  should  be  moistened  by  means 
of  a  soaked  sheet  of  paper  is  a  very  clever  one,  and  likely  to 
give  good  results  with  anyone  who  is  sufficiently  careful  so 
that  the  danger  of  using  paper  too  dry  is  avoided.  The  draw- 
back of  the  plan  suggested  is  that  extra  labour  is  necessary 
as  well  as  considerable  care  in  the  manipulation  of  the 
soaked  paper.  The  identical  object  which  you  arrive  at  by 
the  soaked  paper  can  be  easily  gained  by  using  our  patented 
koseals  instead  of  cachets.  No  nicety  whatever  is  required 
in  moistening  koseals.  The  raised  portion  of  the  rim  pro- 
tects the  outer  edges  from  moisture  so  that  they  never  curl. 
The  two  halves  are  securely  closed  at  the  raised  portion, 
and  this  without  any  precaution  whatever ;  in  fact,  it  is  o' 
advantage  to  use  the  roller  very  wet  indeed.    No  extra 
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labour  is  required,  and  the  chemist  has  the  option  of  closing 
koseals  with  outer  edges  apart,  whereby  they  soften  more 
readily  in  water,  or  with  outer  edges  closed  flush,  when  they 
differ  in  no  way  from  ordinary  closed  cachets.

Gum  Quaiacum. 

In  our  record  of  the  last  drug-auctions  in  London  (C.  ft  D.i 
page  141)  we  mentioned  the  fact  of  some  lower-grade  parcels 
of  guaiacum  being  mixed  with  a  kidney-shaped  seed.  This 
has  been  identified  as  the  cashew-nut,  or  fruit  of  Anaaardium 
Occident  ale,  produced  by  a  tree  30  to  40  feet  high,  common 
in  tropical  countries,  and  of  similar  habit  to  that  of  the 
common  walnut.    The  fruit  is  situated  on  a  thickened  pear- 
shaped  fleshy  receptacle  of   singular  appearance.  From 
incisions  made  in  the  bark  a  milky  juice  is  obtained,  which 
is  in  demand  as  an  indelible  marking-ink,  and  is  also  used 
as  a  flux  for  soldering  metals  and  as  a  varnish,  as  it  becomes 
black  and  hard  upon  exposure.    The  shell  of  the  fruit  con- 
sists of  three  layers,  the  intermediate  one  containing  an 
extremely  acrid  caustic  oil,  which  severely  burns  the  tongue 
and  lips  of  those  who  attempt  to  crack  the  nut  with  the 
teeth.    The  kernels  are  edible,  and  as  the  acrid  principle  is 
dispelled  by  heat,  the  kernels  are  roasted  before  being 
eaten,  and  they  then  become  wholesome  and  agreeable.  The 
process  of  roasting  should  be  carefully  carried  out,  as  the 
fumes  produce  severe  inflammation  in  the  face  of  persons 
who  approach  too  near.     This  plant  is  of  considerable 
economic  interest ;  it  produces  a  gum  known  in  commerce 
as  cadjii,  which  is  slightly  soluble  in  water,  and  is  ob- 
noxious to  insects,  on  which  account  it  is  employed  in  South 
America  by  bookbinders  for  dressing  the  covers  of  books  as  a 
preventive  against  insect  attacks.    An  oil  obtained  from  the 
fruit  is  applied  to  floors  of  houses  as  a  protection  against  the 
ravages  of  white  ants.    It  contains  an  acrid  principle  called 
cardol,  and  a  peculiar  acid,  known  as  anacardic  acid.  In 
India  this  oil  has  many  medicinal  uses,  being  employed  as 
an  anaesthetic  in  leprosy,   and  as   a   blister  for  warts, 
corns,  and  ulcers,  and  also  generally  as  a  powerful  rube- 
facient and  vesicant.    It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that 
gum  guaiacum  is  derived  from  two  species  of  guaiacum — 
namely  G.  officinale  principally,  and  in  a  minor  degree  from 
G.  sanctum— natives  of  the  West  Indies.    The  drug  is  ex- 
ported almost  exclusively  from  San  Domingo,  and  is  collected 
either  as  a  natural  exudation  in  the  form  of  tears,  or  arti- 
ficially by  making  incisions  in  the  bark,  or  by  destroying 
the  tree  and  cutting  it  into  logs,  which  are  supported 
horizontally  and  ignited  at  both  ends,  when  the  resin  exudes 


j  from  an  incision  made  in  the  centre.  Another  method  is  to 
perforate  the  logs  at  both  ends  and  expose  to  a  brisk  fire, 
which  causes  the  resin  to  flow ;  it  is  also  extracted  by 
boiling  chips  of  the  wood  in  salt  water,  when  the  resin  forms 
a  layer  on  the  surface  and  is  collected.  O.  otlicinalc  affords 
the  well-known  lignum-vitas,  an  extremely  hard  and  useful 
wood. 

American  Peppermint  =  crop. 

Mr.  H.  D.  Cushman,  essential-oil  distiller  and  grower, 
Three  Rivers,  Mich.,  writes  to  us  on  July  15  as  follows : — 

The  area  planted  this  season  was  not  more  than  one-third  as 
much  as  in  18y7,  and  the  area  planted  in  1897  was  not  one-half 
as  much  as  that  planted  in  1896.  The  season  had  been  favourable, 
and  plants  had  attained  a  good  growth  for  this  time  of  the  year, 
but  require  four  to  six  weeks  to  mature  them.  On  the  morn- 
ing of  July  10  there  was  frost,  which  killed  the  leaves  on  low-land 
fields  ;  and,  from  the  best  information  obtainable  at  present  time, 
fully  one-third  of  the  crop  in  Southern  Michigan  is  frozen.  The 
frozen  leaves  will  drop  off.  The  weather  is  dry  now,  and  it  is 
hardly  to  be  expected  that  we  shall  have  rain  in  July  or  August ;  if 
so,  that  will  cause  the  plants  to  put  out  new  leaves.  If  they  should, 
they  would  not  be  mature  before  September,  when  they  would  be 
almost  certain  to  be  frozen  again.  One  grower,  fifty  miles  north 
of  here,  cultivating  120  acres,  advises  me  his  crop  is  all  frozen. 
There  is  1,000  acres  or  more  of  peppermint  cultivated  near 
Muskegon,  and  such  frost  as  is  reported  there  would  kill  all  the 
peppermint. 

Growers  believe  they  will  get  more  oil  now,  and  are  hurrying 
to  get  distilleries  in  operation  and  gather  the  crop,  instead  of 
risking  drought  and  late  freezing. 

Bulgarian  Rose  =  market,  1898. 

(From  a  Kezanlik  Cur  respondent.') 

The  rose-crop  is  everywhere  turning  out  much  larger 
than  at  first  estimated.  It  is  an  old  habit  with  all 
growers  to  minimise  a  new  crop  as  much  as  possible,  in  order 
to  realise  a  higher  price  for  it.  This  year,  on  account  of  the 
very  large  old  stock  held  by  exporters  and  growers,  the  first 
reports  that  came  in  from  every  village  and  from  nearly  every 
exporter  were  to  the  effect  that  the  present  crop  was  one  of 
the  smallest  on  record.  On  a  thorough  investigation  the  new 
crop  now  appears  to  be  quite  near  the  average— viz.,  65,000 
T.  oz.  The  old  stock,  too,  is  much  larger  than  at  first 
represented.  Hence  the  feverish  anxiety  with  which  ex- 
porters holding  old  otto  have  been  pressing  and  forcing  sales 
abroad  ever  since  the  rose-harvest,  and  also  their  bidding  so 
early  in  the  season  for  new  contracts,  though  the  new  otto  is 
not  yet  gathered  in  or  stocked.  The  same  anxiety  for  selling 
otto  has  also  been  displayed  here,  especially  by  the  growers 
having  old  otto  on  hand.  Villages  where  old  otto  was  held  in 
abundance,  and  which  formerly  held  their  produce  as  late  as 
October-November,  have  already  sold  their  entire  stock  at 
prices  ranging  from  20s.  to  22s.  6d.  per  T.  oz.  Some  holders 
of  new  and  best  otto  only  as  yet  refuse  to  accept  this  price  ; 
but  no  doubts  are  entertained  that,  later  in  the  season,  this 
hurriedly  established  price  will  hold  good  for  the  very  best 
ottos,  and  may  greatly  drop  down  for  all  ordinary  grades. 
Considering  the  quantity  and  the  quality  of  this  year's  crop, 
this  price  is  surely  very  low  ;  but  it  is  quite  high  for  old  otto 
of  poor  qualities.  In  fixing  thus  early  and  artificially  a  price 
I  in  the  local  market,  the  old  stocks,  partially  mixed  up  with 
new  otto,  can  easily  be  passed  and  sold  for  new  stocks. 
Certainly  it  is  not  desirable  to  have  every  year  a  large  sur- 
plus of  old  otto  left  over  from  a  previous  crop.  This  hinders 
the  proper  development  of  the  rose-industry,  and  lowers  con- 
siderably the  price  of  the  new  crop.  In  this  very  instance, 
however,  the  large  surplus  from  last  year's  crop  has  had 
a  most  wholesome  effect  upon  all  growers  of  roses,  and  es- 
pecially upon  the  quality  of  the  new  rose. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

There  are  only  a  few  changes  to  be  reported  in  the  heavy  chemical 
market  this  week,  and  the  condition  of  the  trade  generally  is  very 
quiet.  New  business  is  mostly  of  a  hand  to  mouth  character, 
very  little  being  done  for  forward  requirements.  Orders  for 
I  deliveries  against  existing  contracts  are,  however,  fairly  good  and 
regular.  Caustic  soda  is  quietly  steady  at  unchanged  rates. 
Bleaching-powder  in  poor  request  only,  but  up  to  the  present 
late  figures  have  been  maintained  for  prompt  delivery;  for  good 
orders  for  forward,  however,  there  appears  to  be  every  likelihood, 
of  lower  prices  being  accepted.    Ammonia  alkali,  Soda  ash, 
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and  Soda  crystals  are  in  good  consumptive  demand.  Sulphate 
of  copper  is  somewhat  quieter,  as  is  also  Yellow  prussiate  of 
potash,  but  values  of  both  are  steadily  maintained.  A  heavier 
business  is  being  transacted  in  Sulphate  of  ammonia,  and  prices 
are  higher.  Exports  from  Leith  last  week  amounted  to  628  tons. 
Benzols  are  neglected  and  have  also  declined,  90  per  cent,  and 
50  per  cent,  now  both  standing  at  9k/.  to  10(7.  Carbolic  acids 
dull ;  crude  75  per  cent.,  2s.  6(7.,  and  60  per  cent.,  2  s. ;  crystals, 
34-35°  C,  6^(7.  Anthracene,  A  and  B  grades,  4|(7.  and  3Ar7. 
respectively.  Naphthas  steady  ;  crude,  30  per  cent.,  5(7. ;  solvent, 
95  per  cent.,  Is.  Id.  to  Is.  5d ;  90  per  cent.,  Is.  2-hd.  to  Is.  id.  ; 
solvent  wood,  3s. ;  and  miscible,  4s.  Id.  to  4s.  3d.  Arsenic  dull  and 
weak.  Green  copperas  in  fairly  good  demand  at  late  rates.  Brown 
and  white  Sugar  of  lead  in  good  demand,  and  firm  tone  main- 
tained; the  nitrate  is  also  moving  briskly.  Chlorates  of  potash 
and  soda,  are  fairly  steady.  Nitrate  of  soda,  ordinary,  7s.  Ihd., 
and  refined,  8s.  per  cwt.  Saltpetre  firmer  ;  51  lbs.  Bengal  14s.  6d. 
to  14s.  9d.  ■per  cwt.

Canary-seed  on  the  spot  has  pulled  itself  together,  and  the 
price  to-day  shows  an  advance  of  about  2s.  6(7.  per  qr.  on  those 
lately  mling,  and  sales  are  now  taking  place  at  27s.  to  27s.  6(7. 
per  qr.  for  good  bright  Turkish  seed. 

Sulphate  or  Copper  is  steady  at  the  figures  recently  ruling, 
and  167.  10s.  may  be  taken  as  the  current  value. 

Quillaia-bark. — After  steadily  declining  to  about  177.  lO.s.  per 
ton,  the  bottom  seems  to  have  been  reached,  and  an  upward 
movement  has  set  in,  sales  being  effected  at  187.  per  ton  for  good 
bark. 

Cream  of  Tartar  is  unchanged  in  values,  which  range  from 
77s.  to  about  82s.  6(7.  per  cwt.,  according  to  quality. 

Chillies,  Sierra  Leone. — These  are  very  firmly  held,  and 
prices  vary  from  32s.  6(7.  to  40s.,  and  business  has  taken  place  at 
the  latter  figure  with  very  small  supplies  remaining  in  the  hands 
of  importers. 

Ginger,  African,  with  little  or  no  movement  of  importance. 
There  have  been  a  few  transactions  at  17s.  6(7.  per  cwt.  for  ship- 
ment, but  there  is  no  quotable  change  in  the  position  of  the  article. 

Gums  of  Arabic  descriptions  are  moving  off  rather  slowly.  A 
small  business  has  been  done  in  Soudan  sorts  at  unchanged 
prices,  the  range  of  quotations  remaining  at  70s.  to  80s.  per  cwt. 
Niger  is  inquired  for,  moderate  qualities  selling  at  steady  prices. 
Further  sales  of  Senegal,  of  direct  import,  are  reported,  this  class 
of  gum  meeting  with  fairly  ready  sale  as  it  arrives.

Dam i ana-leaves  — Quotations  from  New  York  this  week 
come  .-lightly  dearer — viz.,  Qd.  per  lb.  c  i.f. — but  we  do  not 
hear  that  any  business  has  been  done. 

Gi.ycekin. — A  very  firm  market.  Well-known  German 
brands  of  double-distilled,  sp.  gr.  1  250  quality,  are  obtain- 
able at  54s.  per  cwt.;  and  ditto  English  at  52s.  Crude  is 
also  firmly  held,  and  Gem  an  reports  indicate  that  a  higher 
rise  may  be  expected. 

Golden-seal  Root  is  offered  from  the  other  side  at  Is.  Id. 
per  lb.,  c.i.f.,  but  buyers  here  will  not  be  induced  to  operate 
for  forward  delivery.    Nothing  is  obtainable  on  the  spot. 

Ipecacuanha. — Small  sales  of  Bio  and  Cartagena  have 
again  been  made  at  9s.  and  5s.  per  lb.  respectively. 

Lycopodium. — The  new  Russian  crop  is  due  to  arrive  here 
about  the  end  of  the  month. 

Menthol. — Firmer  and  more  business  doing.  Cables 
received  here  on  Wednesday  quoted  6s.  Qd.  to  6s.  l^d.  per  lb., 
c.i.f.  terms,  and  a  few  cases  are  reported  to  have  found 
buyers  at  the  former  figure.  On  the  spot  6s.  9d.  is 
asked.  The  exports  from  Yokohama  in  1897  were  32,823  lbs. 
(valued  at  10  2951.),  as  compared  with  70,757  lbs.  in  1896 
(valued  at  30,725/.). 

Musk. — Very  little  doing.  Prices  for  really  fine  blue  skin 
are  maintained  at  from  70s.  to  72s.  Qd.  per  oz. 

Oil,  Beegamot,  remains  firm  at  8s.  Qd.  to  8s.  9d.  per  lb., 
f.o.b.  terms. 

Oil,  Castor,  has  recovered  somewhat,  but  there  is  prac- 
tically little  business  doing  in  London,  the  quotations  for 
Italian,  French,  and  Belgian  remaining  unchanged,  lhe 
deliveries  of  oil  during  May  and  June  have  been  very  heavy, 
and  buyers  appear  to  be  well  supplied  for  the  time  being. 
British  manufacturers,  however,  report  a  slightly  better 
inquiry  this  week  both  for  spot  and  forward  delivery.  First 
pressing  is  28s.  Qd.  in  barrels,  and  3^sd,  in  cases  and  tins ;

The  shipments  from  Colombo  from 
January  1  to  Ju'y  12, 1893,  were  58,176  oz.,  against  51,003  oz. 
in  1897. 

Oil,  Cod-livee.— Our  Bergen  advice,  dated  July  28,  re- 
ports an  unaltered  maiket  with  a  few  sales.  There  is,  how- 
ever, a  firm  tendency  among  holders  who  are  looking  for 
higher  prices  in  the  fall.  The  quotation  for  best  Lofoten 
non-congealing  medicinal  oil  remains  at  81s.  per  barrel,  f.o.b. 
terms.  The  nominal  quotation  on  the  London  market  is 
84s  to  85s  ,  c  i.f.,  and  the  former  figure  is  said  to  have  been 
paid  this  week  for  a  small  lot.  For  a  50-barrel  lot  82s.  might 
te  accepted. 

Oil,  Nbeoli. — A  guaranteed  pure  oil  of  the  new  crop  is 
obtainable  at  6s.  10//.  to  7s.  par  oz.  delivered  to  buyers. 

Oil,  Olive. — No  appreciable  change  here.  The  exports  of 
ollveoil  from  Gallipili  during  1897  amounted  to  4  469  tons 
(143,793/.),  against  3  425  torn  (112,298/.)  in  1893,  and  was 
disposed  of  a<  follows: — 696  tons  to  British  Admiralty, 
1.232  tons  to  British  merchants,  475  tons  to  Russia,  124 
tons  to  Austria,  anol  1,942  tons  to  Italy. 

Oil,  Peppermint. — Some  700  ca-es  of  the  HGH  oil  are 
reported  to  have  been  sold  this  week  in  New  York  at  prices 
not  stated.  This,  however,  dees  not  appear  to  have  affected 
the  spot  market,  which  remains  unchanged  at  6s.  Qd.  per  lb., 
although  one  holder  asks  6s.  9d.  Small  sales  of  Japanese 
dementholised  oil  have  been  made  this  week  at  3s.  per  lb., 
which  would  indicate  an  improvement. 

Oil,  Stae- anise. — A  quiet  but  firm  market,  at  6s.  lOd. 
to  6s.  10hd.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.,  according  to  holder.  On  the  spot 
small  lots  have  been  sold  at  7s.  Ihl.,  and  in  some  cases 
7s.  3d.  is  asked.  A  report  has  come  to  hand  this  week  from 
a  usually  reliable  source  that,  in  consequence  of  the  good 
demand  existing  for  star-anise  in  North  China,  prices  have 
been  driven  up  to  tS*55  to  ,s*60  per  picul ;  whereas,  when  the 
oil  was  particularly  high — viz.,  #615  per  picul — two  years 
ago,  the  price  of  the  seed  was  only  ,^40  per  picul.  It  would 
therefore  appear  from  this  that  we  are  likely  to  hive  a  short 
crop  of  oil  this  year. 

Opium. — A  firm  but  unchanged  market.  Fersian  is 
quoted  at  lis.  6/Z  par  lb.  for  arrival,  at  which  figure  further 
sales  have  been  made.  No  business  of  importance  has  been 
done  on  the  spot,  fine  being  held  for  12».  to  12s.  67.  A 
parcel  of  new  Salmica  opium  has  arrived,  but  no  limit  has 
yet  been  fixed.  The  exports  of  opium  from  Anerora  in  1897 
were  42  330  lhs.,  value  13,630/.,  as  against  14,326  lbs.,  value 
4.546/.  in  1896. 

SMYRNA,  July  23. — Until  yesterday  (July  22)  buyers  kept  very 
quiet,  but  sellers  would  not  make  any  reduction  on  last  week's 
prices,  in  consequence  of  which  50  cases  were  bought  by  agents 
for  American  houses.  They  consisted  of  26  cases  old  current  tale 
quale  at  the  parity  of  10s.  9d.  to  lO.s.  11;/.  per  lb.,  3  cases  new 
ditto  at  10s.  5/7.,  and  21  eases  old  Karahissar  at  10s.  lid.,  c.i.f. 
European  ports.  News  has  reached  Smyrna  this  week  that 
speculators  are  buying  in  the  States  at  §3.70  to  §3.80  per  lb., 
which  figures  are  higher  than  those  ruling  here.  Therefore, 
before  buyers  for  above  country  finish  their  operations,  the 
Smyrna  market  is  almost  sure  to  advance  somewhere  near  12s.,  and 
asit  will  not  suit  interested  parties  both  here  and  in  the  States  to 
allow  prices  to  decline,  the  position  is  likely  to  be  maintained  for 
a  considerable  period.  The  arrivals  to  date  are  252  cases,  against 
;  460  last  year. 

Smyrna,  July  iO. — The  sales  for  the  week  ending  to-day  amount 
I  to  105  cases,  including  75  current  tale  quale  at  10s.  5hd.  to 
10s.  Ir.cl.,  and  14  old  Karahissar  at  10s.  11;/.  per  lb.  Arrivals, 
|  372  cases,  against  677  in  1837. 

Constantinople,  July  29. — Since  our  last  report  the  market 
has  assumed  a  slightly  easier  tone,  and  closes  quiet  to-day  at  the 
j  equivalent  of  10s.  3c/.  to  10s.  6/7.  per  lb.  for  druggists'  grades, 
according  to  quality.  The  sales  during  the  past  week  amount  to 
30  cases  at  the  above  figures.  New  crop  is  now  arriving  on  the 
market,  and  shows  fair  quality. 

Otto  of  Rose — It  is  as  yet  too  eirly  to  say  definitely 
what  the  actual  prices  will  be  for  the  new  otto.  Some 
London  agents  talk  of  24s\  to  25s.  per  oz.,  aad  the  latter 
figure  is  the  quotation  received  in  London  this  week  of  a 
well-known  brand.  We  do  not  hear  that  any  actual  business 
has  yet  been  done  here.     The  course  ot  the  Bulgarian 
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market  will  no  doubt  depend  to  a  certain  extent  on  the 
demand  from  the  United  States,  which  is  anticipated  will 
be  moderate,  should  the  Spanish-American  war  come  to  a 
close. 

Phenazone. — There  is  no  actual  change  from  the  position 
recorded  last  week.  The  quotation  of  the  two  largest 
manufacturers  still  remains  at  9s.  per  lb.  in  50-lb.  lots,  and 
smaller  sizes  in  proportion.  The  agents  of  Dr.  Knorr's 
antipyrin,  "  Lion  brand,"  quoted  in  a  recent  circular  from 
13s.  3d.  (2-lb.  packages)  to  14s.  °td.  (1-oz.  packages)  per  lb., 
according  to  packing.  They  are  also  sellers  of  phenazone 
at  9s. 

Quinine. — Inactive,  with  no  business  of  importance  to 
record,  the  manufacturers'  quotation  for  good  German 
brands  remaining  at  10^.  per  oz.  The  exports  of  quinine 
from  Java  during  May  were  170  cases,  made  up  as  follows : 
117  to  U.K  ,  2  to  U.S.,  and  51  to  Amsterdam.  The  total  from 
July  1,  1897,  to  May  31,  1898,  was  358  cases. 

Rose-leaves  appear  to  be  in  more  inquiry,  and,  as  already 
reported,  are  about  Is.  per  lb.  dearer  than  at  the  corresponding 
period  of  last  year.  Some  holders  this  week  ask  2s.  3d.  to 
2s.  4<2.  on  the  spot  for  either  French  or  Dutch.  English  are 
about  Is.  6^.  per  lb. 

Rhubarb  — Privately  there  has  been  a  fair  demand  during 
the  past  week,  sales  of  Canton  and  high-dried  root  having 
been  made  at  about  the  auction  prices.  The  new  crop  is 
now  arriving  freely. 

Seeds  are  in  better  demand.  There  is  a  good  inquiry  for 
Anise,  and  but  little  offering ;  a  sale  of  Spanish  at  24s.  is 
reported;  for  Russian  19s.  6d.  per  cwt.  is  asked.  Cumin  is 
dearer,  with  fair  sales  of  Malta  and  Morocco  at  21s.  6^.  to 
28s.  per  cwt. ,  according  to  quality.  The  price  in  Malta  is 
above  our  parity,  and  importers  from  Morocco  will  not  offer 
yet.  Fenugreek  and  Coriander  are  steady,  but  Canary  is 
dearer,  owing  to  a  rise  in  Smyrna.  Fair  old  crop  Turkish 
is  now  held  tor  26s.  per  quarter.    Morocco  seed  unchanged. 

Senega. — Letter  advices  from  the  other  side  quote  a 
stronger  market  this  week  at  Is.  to  Is.  Id.,  c.i.f.  terms,  for 
good  Western  root,  but  the  article  is  neglected  here. 

Senna. — Business  has  been  done  this  week  in  Tinnevelly 
of  medium  green  leaf  at  3hd.  per  lb.  The  arrivals  this 
week  include  120  bales  of  this  variety.  Fine  qualities  of 
Alexandrian  leaves  are  still  scarce  and  wanted,  but  other 
kinds  are  neglected. 

Shellac  — Very  quiet,  with  only  unimportant  sales  on  the 
spot  at  previous  prices.  For  August  delivery  TN  is  quoted 
at  64s.  buyers,  and  65s.  sellers.  The  shipments  from 
Calcutta  to  the  U.K.  were  for  the  last  half  of  July  1,200  cwt., 
making  3,800  cwt.  for  the  month,  against  8,300  cwt.  last  year, 
and  to  the  United  States  for  the  last  half  of  July  1,000  cwt., 
making  6,500  cwt.  for  the  month,  against  1,700  cwt.  last  year. 

Turpentine. — Firmer.  American  on  the  spot  is  22s.  to 
22s.  3d.  per  cwt. 

Spices. — There  were  no  public  sales  this  week,  but 
privately  a  good  business  has  been  done  in  Pepper  and 
Zanzibar  cloves  at  advancing  prices  ;  other  spices  quiet  and 
unchanged.  The  demand  for  Cloves  is  due  principally  to  the 
establishment  of  a  "terme"  market  in  Holland,  and  a  fair 
quantity  has  been  taken  from  London  to  supply  stock  for 
speculative  purposes  ;  spot  has  sold  at  Q\d. ;  August-October 
delivery  at  ;  and  October-December  at  ii\d.  per  lb. 

Singapore  Black  •pepper  is  dearer,  at  4-~d.  to  4^i  per  lb. ; 
and  at  5^/1.  for  September-November  shipment;  Tellicherry 
and  Alleppy  have  sold  at  4f d.  to  4§rf.  per  lb. ;  and  Lampong, 
at  Qfpd.  to  4§cZ.  per  lb. ;  Penang  white  at  l\d. ;  and  at  8^d. 
to  Qj^d.  to  arrive.  There  is  very  little  demand  for  Cochin 
ginger  ;  Bengal  sells  slowly  at  19s.  per  cwt.  ;  and  Japan  at 
18s.  per  cwt. 

Tonca-beans. — Prices  of  Angostura  continue  to  decline, 
and  it  is  said  4s.  3d.  per  lb.  has  been  accepted  for  at  least  one 
lot  on  this  market.  With  the,  large  stocks  of  old  beans  on 
the  New  York  market,  sufficient,  it  is  said,  for  fully  two  years, 
consumption,  and  with  the  new  crop  arriving  to  houses  out- 
side the  firm  which  has  for  some  time  past  had  the 
monopoly  of  the  article,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  even  a 
further  decline  will  be  prevented.

Anotheb  Tbiumph 
achieved  by  The  Chemist  and  Dbuggist  has  been  that  of 
procuring  the  abandonment  of  the  Poisonous  Substances 
Bill  mentioned  in  last  month's  Irish  Supplement.  With  the 
issue  of  the  C.  $  B.  for  July  2  we  sent  out  a  statement  of 
the  case  on  behalf  of  chemists,  and  a  large  number  of 
subscribers  sent  this  to  their  members  with  notes  of  their 
own.  We  also  sent  a  copy  of  the  circular  to  every  member 
of  the  House  of  Commons,  and  had  assurances  from  many 
that  they  would  oppose  the  measure.  On  July  12  Mr.  Balfour 
announced  on  behalf  of  the  Government  that  it  was  not  in- 
tended to  proceed  with  the  Bill  this  Session. 

The  Phaemacy  Acts  Amendment  Bill 
passed  the  House  of  Lords  on  Thursday,  July  21,  and  re- 
ceived the  Royal  Assent  on  July  25.  The  Bill  only  affects 
the  constitution  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain,  but  when  it  reached  its  final  stage  it  almost  became 
important.  The  Lord  Chancellor  had  given  notice  of  a 
new  clause  which  was  intended  to  limit  company  trading, 
but  when  the  measure  came  on  for  final  reading  in  the 
House  of  Lords,  he  withdrew  his„amendment  in  the  following 
.words : — 

-  Although  I  do  not  think  this  amendment  of  mine  would  hurt 
the  Bill,  still,  the  Bill,  on  the  other  hand,  really  and  truly  only 
roffects  the  internal  economy  of  the  Society.  I  have  received  a 
•number  of  complaints  in  respect  to  these  companies,  which  are 
practically  medical  companies,  but  most  of  the  complaints  came 
from  Ireland,  and,  therefore,  would  not  touch  the  question,  which 


is  a  very  important  and  serious  one.  I  know  that  after  the  Bill 
was  introduced  in  the  House  of  Commons  an  agreement  was  come 
to  that  it  should  be  taken  as  an  unopposed  Bill ;  but  I  have 
received  a  very  considerable  body  of  correspondence  on  both  sides 
with  reference  to  this  question,  discussing  whether  or  not  such 
an  amendment  ought  or  ought  not  to  be  introduced  into  the 
existing  law.  Well,  my  Lords,  I  have  considered  it  very  care- 
fully,  and  it  appears  to  me  that  the  amendment  would  be 
inoperative  unless  there  was  a  very  considerable  amount  of 
machinery  introduced  in  the  measure  in  the  way  of  registration. 
I  have  come  to  the  conclusion,  therefore,  though  I  adhere  to  the 
opinion  I  expressed  in  the  Standing  Committee,  that  unless  such 
additional  provisions  were  made,  it  would  be  better  for  me  not  to 
move  the  amendment  now  standing  in  my  name. 

The  Council  Meeting 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  on  July  6,  was 
largely  taken  up  with  the  consideration  of  the  Poisonous 
Substances  Bill.  The  Council  were  unanimous  in  their  con- 
demnation of  the  measure,  and  resolved,  on  the  motion  of 
the  Vice-President  (Mr.  Beggs),  seconded  by  Mr.  Wells,  to 
send  a  circular  to  all  Irish  members  of  Parliament  asking 
them  to  try  to  prevent  the  Bill  being  passed,  and  also  to  the 
licentiates  and  registered  druggists  asking  them  to  use  their 
influence  with  their  members  of  Parliament. 

Chemists  and  the  Companies  Acts 
was  brought  up  again,  the  President  (Mr.  Downes)  reading 
a  letter  he  had  received  from  the  Attorney-General,  pro- 
mising that  the  subject  should  receive  full  consideration  at 
his  hands.  The  President  of  the  Dental  Association  also 
wrote  saying  that  his  Association  was  fully  in  accord  with 
the  Council  on  the  matter.  Some  dissatisfaction  was  ex. 
pressed  at  the  decision  of  the  police  not  to  prosecute  in  the. 
Belfast  poisoning-case. 

The  British  Pharmacopoeia. 
We  have  continued  during  the  month  our  articles  on  the 
Pharmacopoeia.  Mr.  J.  0.  Umney  has  concluded  his  notes 
on  the  galenical  preparations,  whilst  Mr.  E.  J.  Parry  has 
contributed  an  exhaustive  criticism  on  the  essential  oils. 
Dr.  Karl  Dieterich  wrote  on  "  Balsams,  Resins,  Gum-resins, 
and  Milky  Juices,"  on  which  subjects  he  is  perhaps  the 
greatest  authority  in  Germany. 

Pharmacy  will  be  Centbalised 
in  Belfast  on  August  9,  when  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  begins  its  annual  meeting.    The  meeting  will  be 
fully  reported  in  the  C.  S>  B.  of  August  13.
